<>r hamlet iti England. Itie three principal 
^Visionl^ reftrred to, are Moneymore^ Brackas^ 
libvgallon, and BdUinasc^een with Dunlogan.

2 FIRST REPORT, 

The Master and Master-Warden beg to 
premise, before they proceed to describe the 
several divisions, that they are informed that 
the maps and surveys of which the Company 
are in possession are not always to be relied 
upon for accuracy as to quantity ; aiid that, 
since the last survey was made, much knd, 
which was then in a state of mountain, and 
bringing but little profit, has been brought into 
a state of cultivation; so that if the total 
quantities described in the maps are correct, yet 
the relative quantities of cultivated and uncuU 
tivated land have been varied* Butnotwith- 
standing the suspected inaccuracy of the maps, 
and the increase of cultivation, the Master 
and Warden apprehend that the surveys are 
sufficient to enable the Court to imderstand 
the general nature and character of the pro- 
perty which has come into hand, and they 
have used them as their guide in estimating 
the quantities mentioned in this Report The 
Master and Warden further beg leave to states 
that for greater perspicuity to persons unac- 
customed to Irish measures and currency, they 
have reduced all the quantities, and money, to 
which they have occasion to refer, to the English 
standard ; and therefore, that whenever acres 
are here spoken of, the English acre is intended; 
and whenever money is mentioned, it is to be 

understood. 
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understood, that sterling English money (cal- 
culated at eight and a third per cent, being the 
par of exchange) is meant, unless it is other- 
wise specified. 

The Moneymore Division lies in six parcels, ]J^)*^"* ^*^^- 
at no great distance the one from the other :• 
it borders towards the south and west on the 
county of Tyrone. The town of Moneymore 
is situated within this Division, at the northern 
point of it. It is to be regretted that the Com- 
pan3r's boundary of the parcel of land in which 
the town is built is, in some places, not many 
yards from the backs of the houses, so as to 
leave but little land for garden ground or home 
pastures (in that country called Town parks), 
for the use of the town's-people, and so as pro- 
bably hereafter to offer obstructions to many 
improvements which might be projected. The 
town contains upwards of 100 houses and a 
grist-mill. The larger part of the houses are 
small, and fall under the description of cabins. 
The mansion-house of the Company's estates is 
situate in the town, and, with the exception of 
the house occupied by the Rev. Mr. Olpherts, 
the curate of the parish of Desertlin, is the' 
only house in the place which would answer 
the description of a gentleman's house. The 
mansion-house is in hand, and is occupied by 
Mr. Miller, the agent to Sir William Rowley : 

the 
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the Other houses in the town are let out in sLtty- 
eight different holdings, two or three small 
houses or cabins being in some cases let toge- 
then The rents of the houses and cabins which 
are let (with the receiver's fees^ which are uni- 
versally paid by the tenants in addition to their 
rents, and are therefore to be considered as 
rent) amount to the snm of £571 • 6s. 9d. ster- 
ling, which gives an average rent of about 
£5. 145. Sd. per holding. The mill was let for 
£114* \Ss. lief, sterling. Moneymore has a 
monthly fair for the sale of cattle and linen, 
and it is said to be entitled to a market, which 
has been disused, but which may be revived. 
The customs or tolls of the fair bdong to the 
Company, and were let upon lease by Sir Wil- 
liam Rowley for all his term therein, with the 
field where the fair is held, at £27. 14^. sterling 
per annum. In the Moneymore Division the 
cultivated land amounts to about 5,072 Eng- 
lish acres, and the turf^bog and rough pasture 
amounts to about 1,212 English acres. There 
is no mountain in this Division. The culti- 
vated land is let out in unequal quantities in 
277 holdings, at rents (including receiver's fees) 
amounting to £3,304. 9$. 9d* sterling ; which, 
upon an average, gives eighteen acres and 
three-tenths of an acre, English measure, with 
an average rent of nearly £12. 7^* sterling for 

each 
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each holding. This statement shows thati 
without reckoning any thing for the profit 
arising from the turf-bogs and the advantage 
of the rough pastui)^ the average rate of rent 
for land in the Moneymore Division is equal 
to nearly Id^. 6d. sterling per English acre. 
There are upon this part of the estate several 
good farm-houses occupied by Wealthy tenants, 
but there are very few of them who devote 
themselves wholly to &rming business, and 
who do not engage part of their capital and 
attention in other concerns. Taking the town 
as a centre, the parcels composing the Money-r 
more Division form more than a semicircle, the 
extremities of which are about five English 
miles distant from the town: it extends into 
six parishes, wz. Desertlin, in which one side 
of the town is situate ; Arothay, in which the 
other side of the town is situate ; Derriloran^ 
Arboe, Ballinderry, and Lissane. The church 
of Pesertlin, which is situate in the town, is 
the only parish church on this part of the 
estate. There is reason to believe that the 
larger part of this Division is inhabited by the 
descendants of persons who emigrated there 
from Scotland, subsequent to the Reformation. 

The Brackasliavgallon Division lies alto- BnckMU»Tfidk» 
gether in one parcel. Its southern boundary 
is a little more than a mile to the «orth of 

Money- 
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Moneymore ; it then runs towards the north for 
nearly six miles, with an average breadth, east 
and west, of about three miles : it gradually 
rises from the south and east, from about the 
level of Moneymore to a very high mountain 
towards the west, at or nearly at the summit of 
which it abuts on other property. The declivity 
of the mountain is towards the east and south. 
It has a depth of soil to a level much higher 
than is usual with similar mountains in England, 
and the cultivation ascends in proportion. There 
is no town on this Division, nor even any cluster 
of houses which deserves the name of a village ; 
nevertheless its population iavery great There 
are some, though but a small proportion, of 
respectable farm-houses upon it, which are oc- 
cupied by men of comparative wealth and sub- 
stance. It is probable that there are many 
hundred cabins spread about the Division. 
There is a mill upon it, which was let for 
£52. I2s. 8d. sterling. According to the latest 
surveys, this Division contains 4,438 acres, 
English measure, of cultivated land, let out in 
355 holdings, for £3,07 !• 16^* 1^* sterling, in- 
cluding receiver's fees, and 4,760 acres, English 
measure, of mountain and b<^ ; but it is pro- 
bable that those proportions are now consider- 
ably altered. But calculating by the latest 
survey, and attributing no part of the rent to 

the 
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the mountain or bog, it results that each holding 
consists of about twelve and a half English 
acres, at rents of about £8. 13^. sterling each, 
and that the average rate of rent is about 
13^. lOd. sterling per English acre of cultivated 
land. The larger part of this Division is in the 
parish of Desart Martin ; the other part is in 
the parish of Desertlin, and a small part is in 
the parish of Killkoonaghan. There is reason 
to surmise, that the larger part of the inhabitants 
of this Division are descended from aboriginal 
Irish. 

The Ballinascreen Division lies in two parcels 
to the north-westward of the Brackasliavgallon 
Division : thq two parcels lie so near to each 
other that they may be considered as one. Its 
southern boundary is distant nearly two English 
miles from &e northern boundary of the Brack- 
asliavgallon Division; it rises from the river 
Mayola, towards the north and west, to the 
tops of two high mountains, near the summit of 
which is the Company's boundary. Its greatest 
extent is from east to west; the distance is 
about eight English miles : its average breadth^ 
from the bottom to the highest part of the laud, 
is between two and three English miles. About 
iialf-way up the ascent there is a good level 
road, like a terrace, round the hills. In the 

lower 
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lower party and also in the upper part of this 
Division there are turf-bogs ; the land is cuiti* 
vated to a considerable height. The parish 
church of Ballinascreen is situate upon this 
Division, near a village, the proper name of 
which is Moyheelan, but it is frequently called 
The Cross ; it is ntuate near the centre of the 
southern boundary of tise Division, and is the 
only village upon it : there is no market town 
upon it. There is but a small proportion of 
substantial occupiers on this part of the pro» 
perty; the cabins and small occupations are 
numerous. At the village of Moyheelan there 
is a grist^nill, which was let for £64. lis. 4dL 
sterling. According to the maps, this Division 
contains 4s351 acres, English measure, of 
cultivated land, let out in S15 holdings, for 
£2,568. Ss. 6d. steriing, and 6,812 acres. Eng- 
lish measure, of mountain aiid bog. The 
same observation that has been made on the 
Brackasliavgalioa Division, as to the probable 
variation in the proportions between cultivated 
and uncultivated land, is applicable to this 
Division; but calculating according to the 
quantities expressed in the survey, and as- 
suming that no rent is paid for any unculti- 
vated land, it appears that each holding on 
this Division contains about thirteen acres 

and 
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and a^half English, for ivhich an average rent 
of £8. Ss. is paid, and that the cultivated land 
brought a rent at the rate of about 12s. Idi 
sterling per English acre. The larger part of 
this Division is in the parish of Ballinascreen, 
the residue in the parish of Maghera. It ap- 
pears probable that the inhabitants of it are 
descended from Scotch ancestors, who settled 
there anterior to the Reformation, The reason 
for this supposition, as to the period of the 
settlement being formed, arises from the cir- 
cumstance of the great proportion of Catholics 
above that of Protestants. The diifference in 
the appearance of the inhabitants of the Bal- 
Unascreen Division and the Brackasliavgallon 
Division is very striking, and illustrates the 
well-known distinction between the leading fea- 
tures in the Scotch and Irish characters. 

Besides the Divisions above described, there 
are seven tracts of freehold land held by free 
tenants as of the manor of Drapers, at several 
quit-rents, amounting to £10. 11^. 5d. sterling 
per annum. 

There is no tenement held of the manor by Nocopyboidte.

Copy of Court-roll ; no such tenure exists (as 
it is believed) in any part of Ireland. 

There are two Courts belonging to the manor ^i^ 
of Drapers, which embraces the three Divisions 
of land above described, as well as what is held 

c by 
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by the free tenants. The courts are, a Coart 
Leet, having nearly a similar jurisdiction to 
the Leets in England; and a Court Baron, 
liaving a jurisdiction in matter of debt within 
the amount of 40s. No profit arose to Sir Wil- 
liam Rowley by either of those courts: the 
seneschal was entitled without account to all 
the fees, for his own use.

From which was to be deducted only the 
expenses of agency and management ; as, by 
the universal practice of the country, repairs 
and new buildings of aU sorts are done and 
executed at the expense of the tenant, without 
the landlord's contributing either materials or 

work- 
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workmanship ; and, by the same universal prac- 
tice, all rates and taxes are borne by the tenant 
without any deduction from the rent 

The rates and taxes which fall upon the te- 
nants are of five descriptions:*- King's Taxes, 
County Rates, Barony Rates, Church Ratesj 
and Tithes. There are no Poor-Rates. 

The King's Taxes consist of the Hearth Tax Taxes. 
and Window Tax ; and, so far as respects by 
much the majority of the tenants, their habita* 
tions do not contain hearths or windows enough 
to be rateable at all, and therefore they have 
nothing to pay* 

The County rates are levied for the payment of county rat«. 
the public expenses of the county at large, such 
as are incurred by the assizes and sessions, 
public buildings, bridges, and mail-coach roads, 
and in some measure public charities. 

The Barony rates are raised for making and 
repair of roads, salaries to constables, and other 
expenses of a local nature. 

The County rates and Barony rates are both 
assessed and levied at the discretion and by 
order of the Grand Jury of the county, when 
impannelled at the Spring and Summer assizes. 
When the amounts of these two rates have been 
settled at each of the assizes by order of the 
Grand Jury, the former are assessed to be 
raised by quotas according td certain slncient 

fixed 
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fixed proportions by the different districts in 
the county. The latter are assessed in like 
manner, to be raised also according to fixed 
proportions from the diflferent subdivisions of 
property within the barony, and each subdi* 
vision raises its quota from the different town- 
lands within it, according to certain known 
proportions, and each townland raises its pro- 
portion by an acre tax or pound rate, according 
to ancient usage or the agreement of the inha- 
bitants. This may be illustrated by reference 
to the Grand Warrant for the last Lent assizes. 
The total amount of the county assessment is 
£5,887. ISs. 4^(L Irish, of which the barony of 
Loughinshollin is to contribute £1,657* 18^- H^* 
Irish ; and of this sum the Drapers* proportion, 
including their free tenants, is to contribute 
£847* l6s. S^d. Irish. The total amount of the 
assessment on the barony of Loughinshollin^ 
for its local purposes, is £3,044. Os. 4tf. Irish, to 
which the Drapers' proportion is liable to con- 
tribute in the same proportion as it is liable to 
contribute to the sum assessed on the barony 
for the general purposes of the county: this 
will be about the sum of £638 Irish. The 
assessments at the Lent assizes are generally 
heavier than at the Summer assizes, because 
more work is estimated to be done in the sum- 
mer than in the winter; but supposing the 

warrant 
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warrant referred to to be of about an average 
amount, and that the summer warrant is equal 
to it, it would result that the county and 
barony assessment on the Drapers' proportion 
would amount to about £1,820 sterling per 
annum. The Master and Warden do not know 
what part of this sum would fall upon the free 
tenants, nor what sum would faU upon the 
houses in the town or the mills ; but supposing 
the whole to be borne by the cultivated land, 
it would not amount to quite 2s* 8d. sterling 
per English acre. 

The church rates cannot be considerable, be- chtudi 
cause the parishes are large and the churches 
are small. 

The tithes are generally compounded for. Titha. 
No complaints were made on this head, and 
tlierefore it is to be presumed that tiie compo- 
sitions are moderate. 

With the exception of some houses in the 
town (which were cases of an accidental and 
unavoidable nature), no middle-man appears to 
have had any concern with the property. It 
was a rule with Sir William Rowley not to let 
to middle-men ; the actual occupiers were the 
immediate tenants to Sir William, and it is but 
justice to him to report that he. appears to have 
managed the estate with the same liberality as 
if the inheritance had belonged to him. There 

is 
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is reason to believe that all the rents were 
moderately set, much below the intrinsic worth 
of the land with reference to its natural ferti- 
lity; nevertheless, for the reasons which will 
be stated hereafter, no expectation of any con« 
siderable increase of income at any near period 
ought to be entertained. Though there were 
no middle-men, properly so called, upon the 
estate. It is not to be understood that there is 
only one occupier for each holding. In some 
cases (particularly in the Moneymore Division, 
where there is the largest proportion of com- 
paratively wealthy farmers), it is not uncom- 
mon for the tenants to build cabins, and let 
them out with small quantities of land to those 
who occasionally work for them. In many 
cases, throughout the estate, one holding is 
subdivided into several occupations by diflerent 
members of the same family, each contributing 
his proportion of the rent to be paid. 
Gocni hktaitf of It has been already stated, that the three 

divisions of the property are inhabited by per- 
sons of three different descriptions : neverthe- 
less, the general habits of life and mode of 
cultivation of their lands are much alike in all 
of them. It is to be lamented, that the prin- 
ciple of the division of labour is wholly un- 
known and unpractised by any of them. There 
are few of the inhabitants of the Drapers' pro- 
portion 
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portion who devote themselves and their capital 
to one single vocation : two of the best farmers 
upon the estate carry on the tanning business. 
The bulk of the holdings would be but inconsi- 
derable in point of quantity, if entire; but 
when subdivided are very smalL There is a 
cabin, and sometimes two, upon each holding 
and subdivision of holding. These cabins are 
mere mud huts, covered sometimes with straw, 
at other times with reeds or swards, and are 
but rarely water-tight : the natural soil is the 
floor. Sometimes there is a hole in the roof to 
serve for a chimney ; at other times the door 
serves as the channel for the exit of the smoke, 
and generally, but not universally, there is a 
partition between that part of the cabin which 
is devoted to the use of the family, and that 
part which is applied to the use of the horse, 
the cow or goat, and the pigs. Their furni- 
ture and clothing are bad : upon the Brackas- 
liavgallon Division they appear miserable in the 
extreme. The distress occasioned by the un- 
fortunate failure of the last year's crops (which 
will hereafter be more particularly adverted to), 
might have been supposed to have been the 
cause of the miserable appearance exhibited by 
the inhabitants of the Brackasliavgallon Divi- 
sion, if the same cause had not operated with 
the same severity upon the inhabitants of the 

Ballinascreen 
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BalHnascreen Division without producing the 
same effect. Their extremely miserable appear- 
ance, probably, may have been increased, but 
cannot have been occasioned by temporary 
causes : it must be referred to slovenly habits. 
None of the clothing appears to have been 
originally made of coarse materials adapted to 
the use of peasants, as is the case in England* 
but to be patched, cast-off clothes, made for 
persons of different descriptions, for which ob- 
ject a considerable trade is carried on between 
Thdrmodeoreui. Scotland aud Ireland. The families thus housed 

and clothed, with a horse, if they are able to 
keep one, severally do the whole work of a 
£trm (if a few acres of land deserve that name). 
They grow nothing but oats, potatoes, and flax. 
The course in which they follow each other 
seems rather to be accidental than regular : the 
same piece of land is frequently sown two years 
successively with oats. The small quantity of 
manure which is made upon the farm is appUed 
to the potatoe crop: fallows are never made. 
The land is sometimes said to be laid down in 
grass, but no grass seeds of any sort are ever 
sown. By laying down land is to be under- 
stood that the oat stubble is not ploughed up 
for a year or two, but is left to yield whatever 
herbage will grow indigenously. The quantity 
of land sown with oats, and set with potatoes, 

is 
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is in general regulated by the expected con* 
sumption of the family ; and it is only in case 
of an accidental surplus that any part of either 
crop is carried to market The flax is manu* 
factured by the growers j it is then spun into 
yarn by the females of the family, and is some- 
times sold in that state, but more frequently is 
wove into cloth before it is carried to market. 
It is out of the proceeds of the yam or cloth, 
as the case may be, and of the pigs, that the 
rent is paid, flax-seed purchased, and the cloth- 
ing of the family provided. Though this is the 
general habit of the country, particularly in the 
mountainous parts, yet it is by no means to be 
understood as universal : there are farmers who 
employ capital with skill, but there is reason to 
believe, that neither are applied as advanta- 
geously as they might be. No wheat whatever 
is grown on any part of the property, and upon 
the farms which are the best managed, it happens 
very rarely that any clover or artificial grasses 
are sown on the layers* None of the leases 
contain any covenants or stipulations as to the 
course of crops or cultivation of the land in any 
respect: every lessee is as much at liberty 
thereon as if he was the owner of the inheri- 
tance. No turbary is let as appurtenant to any 
land : the tenants took their fuel only by suffer- 
ance; this power was reserved over them to 

D insure 
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insure their votes at county elections. Though 
there are mauy £uin-hou8eS| each of which is 
quite sufficient for the occupation of two hun- 
dred or more acres, English measure, of culti- 
vated land, yet there are no bams, nor suffi- 
cient buildings or ynrds fitted up for the care 
and foddering of cattle. From this statement 
it is evident, that the land in general must be 
naturally fertile,, or it would long ago have 
ceased to yield any produce. 

The tenants were all bound by their leases 
to grind all the com, grain, and malt used on 
their premises, at one of the three mills of the 
Company, which was indicated by each lease 
rendering a toll for mulcture of the sixteenth 
grain. 
H«d«ei nd It would not be literally true to say, that 

there is not a hedge or a tree upon the estate ; 
bat there are so very few, that no advantage is 
derived from them. The fences between the 
different enclosures s^*ve rather to mark their 
divisions tlian to keep cattle in or out of any 
given place : generally speaking, they are quite 
insufficient for this purpose. Gates are not 
the fashion of the country ; with a very few 
exceptions, none are to be seen. When an 
entrance into an enclosure is not used, it is 
blockaded by a temporary bank or temporary 
dry wall. 

The 
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The town is built in general of rough stone. Description or the 

'*""* ^ Money- 

white-washed ; it is paved for the greatest part, ™>^ 
and has a neat appearance. It is not wholly 
free from a great nuisance, prevailing in most 
towns and villages in Ireland, namely, a dung- 
heap in front of every house : by the vigilance, 
however, of Mr* Miller, the agent of &i William 
Rowley, there are fewer in proportion than in 
other places in that country. There are two or 
three public houses, but no inn whatever in the 
place, nor any public stable or accommodation, 
where persons resorting to it may put up their 
horses. This is an inconvenience on the monthly 
fair days, as not only a considerable quantity 
of cattle is carried there for sale, but it is a ^^^^^^ 
considerable market for linen : and it appears, 
by publications of the Linen Board, that it is 
generally attended by about 1,000 weavers, 
who bring their goods for sale, and about 100 
linen-drapers and Commissioners^ who are 
buyers. The average number of webs of linen 
sold in the market monthly is about 1,000, and 
their value about £%500 Irish } so that it is pro- 
bable ihaif in the course of a year, linen to the 
value of about £80,000 Irish is bought and sold 
in the place. The market is held in the open 
street: and as the linen-drapers, particularly 
in winter time, are orten obliged to remain the

whole night in the town, they have no resoarce 
(for want of an inn) but to crowd into the pri- 
vate houses of the shop-keepers and others, and 
put their horses into any hovels which can be 
found. 

« In the Ballinascreen Division, the village of 
Moyheelan is increasing. The inhabitants wish- 
ed to have a regular market established there, 
but being opposed by persons interested in 
neighbouring markets, they failed in their at- 
tempt to procure a patent ; nevertheless some 
traffic in the nature of a market, but without 
regular authority, takes place. 

In the Moneymore Division, the inhabitants 
are mostly Protestants of the Presbyterian per- 
suasion, and belong to the synod of Ulster. In 
point of number, the Roman Catholics come 
next to the Presbyterians ; they are principally 
of the lower class. There is a respectable con- 
gregation belonging to the establishment of the 
Church of England and Ireland, but it is not 
numerous. There are some Methodists in the 
town ; they are supposed not to exceed forty or 
fifty : they are scarcely embodied into a congre- 
gation. Their principal minister is a stocking- 
weaver who came from Leicester : he bears an 
excellent character, and the public are much 
obliged to him for his assistance in the establish- 
ment 
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ment of a Sunday-school, which is under the 
<jhief direction of the curate of the parish of 
Desertlin. 

In the Brackasliavgallon Division, the large 
part of the inhabitants are Roman Catholics ; 
the Presbyterians come next in number, and 
then the members of the establishment 

In Ballinascreen, the Roman Catholics are 
most numerous ; the Churchmen and Presbyte- 
rians are comparatively few. 

Both in Brackasliavgallon and Ballinascreen, 
there are several followers of a seceder from the 
Presbyterians. 

So far as the religious worship of the church 
establishment is concerned, the town of Money- 
more may be considered as wholly within the 
parish of Desertlin, the church of which is in 
the town. 

The Rev. Mr. Martin is the Rector ; his par- 
sonage is about a mile from the town. The 
living is reckoned worth about £600, or £700 
per annum. Mr. Martin is upwards of ninety 
years of age, and is unable to do any ecclesias- 
tical duty or to leave his house. The church 
and the duty are well supplied by the Rev. Mr. 
Olpherts, who has been the curate a little more 
than a year ; he is a gentleman of private for- 
tune, which instead of disinclining him from 
attention to his duties, professional or charita- 
ble. 
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ble, enables him to perforin them with a libera- 
lity, from which the poor reap much advantage. 
It is to be regretted, that he is not of long 
standing sufficient in the diocese of Armagh, to 
make it very probable that, in the event of the 
death of the rector, he will succeed to the 
living ; for it is wcHthy of remark, that the 
Lord Primate, who is patron of the rectory of 
Desertlin, makes it a rule to promote (as far as 
may be), according to seniority oi standing, all 
the curates in his diocese, to the difibrent livings 
in his gift as they fidl vacant 

The Rev. Mr. Moore is the pastor of the Pres- 
byterian congregaticm in Moneymore ; he re- 
sides upon a farm about a mile from the town. 
He receives £100 Irish per annum from his 
congregation, and has a stipend of £70 per 
annum from Government: this is called the 
Regium Donum. The meeting-house is in the 
town, and was let by $ir William Rowley at a 
rent of 4^. 9d. per annum : it is of sufficient 
size for a large congregation, but is in a very 
dilapidated state, apparently so bad as not to be 
worth repairing. 

The Rev. Mr. Mackle is the Roman Catholic 
priest of Moneymore. The chapel is small, 
and stands upon a Iiill about a quarter of a mile 
from the town. 

The larger part of the Brackaaliavgallon Di- 
vision, 
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vision which is not in the parish of Desertlin, 
is in the parish of Desart Martin* The Rev. 
Mn Coulthurst is the rector ; the living is reck- 
oned to be worth £650 per annum ; he resides 
and does his own duty. There is a Presbyte- 
rian meeting4iouse at Lecumpher, upon this 
Division; it belongs to the Company, and a 
rent of 4^. 9d. per annum was paid for iL 
There is also a Presbyterian meeting at Tubber- 
more, not upon the Company^s property, but to 
which many of their tenants resident on this 
Division belong. There is a Roman Catholic 
chapel in this division ; it is small, and not of 
sufficient size to hold the congregation which 
attends it. 

At Ballinascreen the Rev. Mn Young is the 
rector ; his living is estimated to be worth £900 
per annum ; he resides and does his own duty. 
There is a Roman Catholic chapel on this Di- 
vision, but no Presbyterian meeting-house. The 
Presbyterian inhabitants of lliis Division belong 
generally to the meeting at Tubbermore. 

It has been before noted, that many of the 
inhabitants of Brackasliavgallon and Ballinas- 
creen are followers of a seceder £:om the Pres- 
byterians. This gentleman's name is Carson; 
he was regularly educated and ordjuned as a 
Presbyterian minister: he bears an excellent 
character for learning and morality. The rea- 
sons 
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sons of his secession do not seem to be known, 
and are rather attributed to whim. In his se* 
cession he gave the synod offence, by continu- 
ing after his secession to hold the meeting in 
which he had been placed, under their autho-> 
rity, till he was ejected by legal process: he 
also gives offence to the synod, by sending out 
low persons, without any education whatever, 
as preachers and ministers of his tenets. 

The clergy, as well as the laity of the difier- 
ent persuasions, seem to be entirely devoid of 
any religious animosity or jealousy, and to live 
in the same charity with each other as if their 
tenets were the same. 

There is no school upon the estate for the 
gratuitous instruction of the children of the 
poor, excepting a Sunday school at Moneymore 
and another at Desart Martin; nevertheless, 
the ability to read and write must be pretty 
widely extended, as is evident by the numbers 
of petitions, letters, and memorials, which the 
Deputation received from the tenants written in 
many different hands. 

The poor are equally destitute of medical aid 
and assistance, except in cases in which the 
County Infirmary at Londonderry would be 
useful to them. Sir William Rowley was a sub* 
scriber to the Infirmary, with a right of recom- 
mending patients, but its distance (about thir^* 

eight 
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eight English miles) prevented its being of ge- 
neral use. There is a Dispensary at Cookstown, cockAam di.- 
in the county of Tyrone, about five miles distant 
from Moneymore, to which it is presumed that 
the owners of the Company's estate might have 
subscribed, with a right of recommending pa- 
tients, but its distance from the Brackasliavgallon 
and BalUnascreen Divisions would have pre- 
cluded such subscription being of any great 
advantage to the inhabitants of those districts. 

The estate, ais enioyed by Sir William Row- SttpenarqiuiuiA. 
ley, has now been described. He did not reside « •» Agent. 
upon it, but managed it through the agency of 
John Miller, Esquire, who seems in every way 
to have done his duty most meritoriously, with 
reference as well to the interests of his employer 
as to those of the tenantry and the estate : his 
whole time was devoted to and fully occupied 
by the agency. He resided in the Mansion- . 
house, free of the expenses of taxes and re- 
pairs, which \^ere borne by Sir William : he is 
in the commission of the peace for the county, 
was qualified by leaseholds from* Sir Williani as 
a freeholder and grand juryman, and he was ge- 
nerally summoned and attended on the Grrand 
Jury. The description which has been given of 
the nature of the business done by the Grand 
Jury, shows that it is essentially necessary for 
the Company's estate that the owner, or'a respec- 

£ table 
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table representative of the owner» should act aa 
a magistrate, and should attend as a grand jury- 
man to the county and barony concerns. Mr. 
Miller and his family enjoyed the respect of the 
neighbouring gentry, and had every influence 
which was desirable over the tenantry and in 
the county. It is a pleasing duty to report the 
anxious care of the ladies of Mr. Miller^s fiimily 
in works of charity of every description : they 
lent their attention to the Sunday 8cho<4 ; they 
heard and became acquainted with the distresses 
of the poor ^ they tended to their relief as far as 
they could, by their personal administration <^ 
food, raiment and consolation. 

Mr. Miller was qualified as a magistrate and 
grand juror by an advantageous lease which he 
held of the Moneymore Mill, from which he 
derived a considerable profit; he also held a 
lease of the customs and tolls of Moneymore 
Fain He had no salary from Sir William : he 
derived his principal (though far from his whole) 
emolument from the agency fees of one shilling 
in the pound upon the rents received, with an 
allowance of ten guineas for attending each of 
the assizes, and a fee upon each lease which was 
granted or renewed : he also held the office of 
Seneschal of the Court Leet and of the Court 
Baron. He made no use of any balance of the 
rents which might accidentally be in his hands. 

There 
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•There is no bank or commercial establishment 
at or near Moneymore, by which he could pro- 
cure bills to remit the rents to England, and 
therefore, as often as he had collected a sufficient 
sum of money from the rents, he carried it to 
Belfast, and paid it into a bank there to the 
credit of Sir William, who arranged with the 
bank as to its remittance to England. 

The Master and Warden beg to state to the 
Court, that whilst the appointment of the agent 
to the estate, and to re{M:esent the Compsmy in 
Ireland, is only of a provisional natare, his iUr 
fluence at the meetings for the business of the 
county or barony is too weak to ensure that due 
attention will be paid to his motions and obser- 
vations relating to the Compan/s interests ; and 
as his qualification as a magistrate arises from 
the agency for the estate, his authority is prac* 
tically defective, whilst it is supposed that he 
may not retain the ability of following up pre- 
sentments and judicial acts which he may now 
make or do; and whilst it is felt uncertain whether 
the provisional agent will have the c(»ifidence 
of the Company on the estate being reset, the 
tenants will be likely to be refractory, as well in 
the payment of their rents as the performance of 
their other duties. For these and other reasons, 
it is submitted to the Court, that it is most highly 
expedient that an agent to reside in Ireland, and 

to 
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to represent the Company there, should be im- 
mediately appointed, to take effect permanently 
(as the other servants of the Company hold their 
situations), during the pleasure of the Court 
The Marttr nd If the court shdll aeree in this opinion, the Mas- 
inilLitet a!^ ter and Warden hope they will be excused for 
to Qm coopoy. strongly recommending Mr. Miller, who held the 

agency under Sir William Rowley, to be con- 
tinued in that office : he seems in every point of 
view to be most eminently qualified for it, and 
considering his long residence of thirty-seven 
years upon the property, and his intimate ac- 
quaintance with the character of the different 
tenants and the circumstances of the estate, if 
the Company were to be deprived of his services 
by death, or otherwise, it would be most unfor- 
tunate, and might be productive of considerable 
inconvenience. 
ad pomt out The Master and Warden beg further to offer 

what hk aDiolu- ^ 

!^!^w ^ ^^^ opinion, that the qualification and emo- 
luments which Mr. Miller held and enjoyed 
under Sir William Rowley were objectionable, 
so far as they arose from the profit of the town 
mill at Moneymore. The tenants in that district 
are obliged by their leases to use that mill, and 
it does not appear expedient (at least at present) 
that they should be acquitted from that obliga- 
tion : and whilst it remains, it is requisite that 
the agent of the estate should be in a condition 

most 
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most impartially to see that ttie miller does his 
duty by the tenants. The interest and duty, 
therefore, of the agent may be at varianee, when 
he is also the miller : the possibility of. such 
variance seems quite sufficient to require that 
the mill and the agency should not be in the 
same hands. It is with much satisfaction that 
the Master and Warden can state, that on this 
matter being brought to Mr. Miller's attention, 
he entered thoroughly into the view which they 
had taken of it, and voluntarily gave up the mill 
on the 12th of last month, being the day of the 
expiration of Sir William Rowley's lease. The 
lease of the customs of the fair is not open to 
the same objection ; none of the tenants are 
obliged to pay toll there, and the tolls arise 
principally from cattle brought for sale by stran- 
gers. It is the interest of the lessee to encourage 
the fair's being frequented, and therefore a lease 
of the fair seems to present itself as a proper 
object for part of the qualification and emolu- 
ments of the agent. 

Under these impressions, it is submitted to 
the Court that the qualifications and emoluments 
of the agent should be as follow, viz. 

That he should have the use of the Mansion- 
house and offices free of rent, and that the expen- 
ses of taxes and repairs in respect of it should be 
borne by the Company ; but that no repairs 

beyond 
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beyond what are requisite for its immediate pre^ 
servation from time to time, should be under- 
taken, without the previous consideration and 
order of the Company. 

That he should be qualified by the grant of a 
freehold4ease for his life of the Fair Jull, and 
the customs and tolls of the fitir at MoneynuMre, 
and also of the dememe land which he now 
holdsi being 27 acres, 8 roods, S perches Irish 
measure, being equal to 44 acres English mea- 
sure, at the rent of £28. l(te. Irish money, 
exclusive of receiver's fees, being the clear r^at 
he now pays for the fair only ; the land being 
substituted in part for the profit of the mill which 
Mr. MiUer lately held. This lease to be subject 
to a covenant by the agent, to surrender it on 
his ceasing by any means to hold the agency. 

That he should be paid a salary of £150 Irish 
per annum. 

That he should have the agency fees of 1^. in 
the pound upon the rents received. 

That he should be entitled to a fee of a guinea, 
to be paid by the tenants, for filling up every 
new lease and counterpart, and for his trouble 
relative thereto, exclusive of the expense of 
stamps. 

That he should be appointed Seneschal of 
the Court Leet and Court Baron of the Manor 
of Drapers. 

And 
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And that he should have a fee of ten guineas 
for each of the assizes which he shall attend, in 
order to cover the expenses which he may be 
put to by such attendance. 

The attention of the Master and Warden was Recommendttton 

as to nte of toll 

qalled, very early after their arrival at Money- to ne paw bythe 

^ ^ V tenanta for gniid- 

more, to the rate of toll of mulcture, which the *n8c«n. 
tenants were under obligation to pay for grinding 
thek corn. As a general principle, it would be 
desirable that they should be free from any obli- 
gation on that head : but as it is essential that 
they should have the means of grinding their 
com, and as the majority of the tenants could not 
without inconvenience resort to any other than 
the Company's mills, it is requisite that they 
should be kept in repair and fit for use, and 
therefore it does not seem expedient to dissolve 
the mutual obligations now subsisting on that 
head (at least not without further consideration) ; 
nevertheless, as it seemed agreed that the toll 
of a sixteenth was very high, and as no mill in 
the neighbouring districts takes so large a toll, 
the toll being reduced in some places to a 
twentieth, and in others to a twenty-fourth, and 
as it seemed agreed that a twenty-fourth would 
be a sufficient compensation to the miller and 
would not be oppressive upon the tenants, it is 
submitted, that the toll should, from the expira- 
tion of Sir Wm. Rowley's lease, be reduced to 

a twenty- 
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a twenty^fourth gndn, and that the question, 
whether suit of mill should not be altogether 
abandoned, should hereafter be brought to the 
attention of the Court, previously to the estate 
being permanently reset. Anticipating tiiat this 
recommendation may be approved by the Court, 
the Master and Warden have let the Moneymore 
mill for two years from the 12th of last month, at 
the rent of £90 Irish money per annum, besides 
receiver's fees ; and they have ordered that the 
rent of the Gortahurk mill should be reduced 
from £50. 7^* to £85, and the rent of the Moy- 
heelan mill from £66. 105. to £45 per annum. 
Perhaps the mills might have borne their old 
rents, notwithstanding reduction of the rate of 
toll : but as so to have continued them after the 
reduction appeared to be inconsistent with the 
principle held out to the tenants, that thev 
should have the option of remaining for two 
years without alteration in their terms, it was 
thought more advisable not to take that point 
into consideration. When the estate is reset, 
there will be no breach of faith in fixing the rents 
of the mills at any rate which may be seen 
proper.

Mr. Olpherts, the curate of Desertlin, and a 
few houses and gardens on the west side of the 

street 
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Street at Monejnmore, and the brewery there, 
all the tenants who held under Sir William 
Rowley have agreed to continue their holdings 
for two years from 12th May 1817, at the same 
rents which were paid to Sir William ; and it 
has been intimated to the tenants, that before 
the expiration of that period the Company will 
be prepared to reset the whole estate upon lease. 

As to the house and land, amounting to about stttonaDt or nr. 
twenty-two acres English, occupied by Mr. 01- «> 
pherts, he held as an under-tenant, at a rent 
considerably beyond what was reserved to Sir 
William. It is the only house in the town which 
would suit Mr. Olpherts, but it stands in need 
of considerable substantial repair. He would 
have taken it upon a repairing lease, but the Mas- 
ter aiid Warden had no authority to grant one ; 
and if they had had such authority, they would 
not have thought it advisable to recommend to 
the Court to have encumbered any property, in 
or so near the town, with any lease likely to be 
of long duration, till all the circumstances of the 
property shall have been maturely considered by 
the Court. At the same time, they felt that it 
would be the wish of the Court, that a gentie- 
man of the character of Mr. Olpherts should not 
be led to look out for a change of cure, from 
the inability of procuring a proper residence; 
more especially, as it cannot be expected that 

F he 
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he will remain there any great length of thne, as 

he may probably be preferred to a benefice, or 

in the event of the death of Mr. Martin, his 

present rector, it is most probable that whoever 

may be presented to the living would do the 

duty himself, without the assistance of a curate. 

•^IThX^Mli! U"^®^ these circumstances, the Master and 

^^^J^, Warden offered to recommend that he should 

*^' be secured in the occupation of the house and 

land during his continuance to reside as curate, 
at a rent of £40 Irish per annum, besides re- 
ceiver's fees, he putting and keeping the premises 
in tenantable repair. They were let to his land- 
lord, with about one acre and a half more land, 
upon a building lease, at £26 Irish, besides re- 
ceiver's fees, and Mr. Olpherts paid him £80 
Irish per annum. Mr. Olpherts has not given a 
final answer, whether he will accept the o£fer ; 
he seemed to wish to have a lease with a view 
to making improvements, by building an addi- 
tional coach-house to the premises. 

As to the houses on the west side of the street, 
before referred to, the Master and Warden did 
not think it advisable to put them out of the 
power of the Company for so long a period as 
two years, as they offer a proper site for improve- 
ments which will be hereafter suggested. 
Failure of tiie As to the brcwcry, the adventure had wholly 
failed, and the lessees declined to continue 

tenants. 
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tenants. The buildings appeared to be altoge- 
ther useless, and therefore the Master and War- 
den directed the larger part of them to be taken 
down, and that the materials should be applied 
to the repairs of some cabins, not long since 
built by Sir William Rowley in the town.

have a right to expect that they will offer an « *>»^ w***^ 
opinion on these points, and therefore they will 
not shrink from the duty, though the very short 
time during which they have been acquainted 
with the subject makes them very diffident as to 
the views they have formed, and induces them 
to hope that their observations will be received 
with candour, and that if, on farther considera- 
tion, they should alter their sentiments, incon- 
sistency will not be imputed to them. 

It seems quite clear that the land, as it has 
been heretofore let and occupied, has not yielded 
to the landlord rent in proportion to its intrinsic 
worth ; nor has it afibrded to the occupiers those 

means of enjoyment, which, under other circum- 
stances, 
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Stances, it might have yielded. Rent to the 
landlord, and the means of enjoyment to the oc- 
cupier, arise from the same source; the same 
causes tend to the increase or diminution of 
both. For a short period they may be out ot 
proportion the one to the other, but such dis- 
proportion cannot exist for any great lengtb of 
time. In some respects, the increase of the one 
operates as a cause of increase to the other. If 
rent is raised, the occupier is obliged to exert 
himself to make his land yield greater crc^Ms, to 
enable him to pay it : those greater exertions 
yield also the means of greater enjoyment to 
himself. In the same way, a wish by the oc- 
cupier to increase the means of his own enjoy- 
ment, induces those exertions which produce a 
greater surplus to be rendered as rent. The 
causes which have hitherto kept the rent of the 
Company's Estate below the intrinsic worth of 
the land, and which have kept the occupiers in a 
state of poverty, are almost self-evident. They 
are, a deficiency of capital, and the habits of the 
people. The habits which are alluded to, are 
the application of the industry c£ the same per- 
sons to agriculture and manufacture. This tends 
also, by the divided application of a very dimi- 
nutive capital to two objects, to lessen its hs 
sufficient ability to answer either ; to which may 
be added, the almost total insensibility of the 

people 
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people to the comforts or luxuries of good lodg- 
ing, furniture, and clothing. If they set a 
higher value upon these enjoyments, their in- 
genuity would be more exerted to attain them, 
and they would soon find the tendency of atten- 
tion to one single employment, to give them 
the means of those enjoyments ; they would also 
find that labour for wages would increase those 
means more rapidly than labour on their own 
accoimt, on an object which requires, also, that 
which they have not at all, or of which they have 
not a sufficiency, tdz. capital. 

If the question related to one, two, or three 
farms only, there would be but little difficulty 
in a practical resolution ; the tenants might have 
notice to quit; one or more farms might be 
united ; and persons under such circumstances 
as the landlord approved, might be placed in 
them : but in the case of the estate under con- 
sideration, such a proceeding would be altogether 
impracticable ; or even if physically practicable, 
it would be so revolting to humanity, and per- 
haps even to moral justice, that it would be a 
waste of time to entertain the consideration fior 
a moment. The population upon the Estate 
cannot be estimated at less than 9*000 persons, 
men, women, and children. They could not 
instantly change their habits, if driven fi*om their 
cabins, beyond the Company's boundary ; and 

from 
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from the hard subsistence which they now earn, 
the larger part of them must perish before they 
could find employment or a livelihood; and even 
supposing that they were got rid of, no tenants 
with more an^ple capitals, or different habits, 
could be found to replace them. From this it 
is not to be inferred that the Court are advised 
to abandon all hopes or expectation that they 
may be able to improve the Company's revenue, 
or to ameliorate the condition of their tenants ; 
but it is apprehended that this can only be 
brought about by patiently, temperately, si- 
lently, and without any attempt at eclat, adopt- 
ing such a plan as will have a tendency to create 
a desire in the occupiers to accumulate capital, 
to apply the principle of the division of labour 
to their pursuits, and to give them a taste for 
those decent forms of life, which can only be 
obtained by making their vocations as profitable 
as they will admit of being made. Before the 
means which, it is apprehended, will have these 
tendencies are pointed out, it may be useful to 
advert to the political situation of the county of 
Londonderry, and its owners and inhabitants. 
County of Loo. The couuty was almost entirely divided 

dondcnyt Its po- 

uticai •uuation. amongst fifteen great proprietors, viz. The Irish 

Society, the twelve principal Companies of Lon- 
don, the Lord Primate of Ireland, and the 
Bishop of Derry; all of them corporate bodies, 

and 
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and all disqualified* from the exercise of the 
duties which are to be performed by freeholders. 
The only natural freeholders (if the expression 
be allowable), seem to have been the rectors of 
the several parishes, thirfy-one in number, within 
the county ; however, in some measure to make 
up for this deficiency, grants in fee &xm were 
made by each of the corporate bodies of certain 
portions of their lands to individuals, in order 
to create freeholders to do the business of the 
county. These freeholds do not appear to have 
been divided to any considerable extent, and do 
not afford freeholders in the number which 
would be desirable : the deficiency, however, 
has been most profusely supplied by the lessees 
of the different corporate bodies, who have 
granted freehold leases to almost every occupier 
in their respective proportions, for the purpose 
of creating influence at county elections. Al- 
though it might be difficult to justify the person 
who first set an example of this practice, yet 
afler it had been set, it may have been necessary 
in others to follow it, to counteract its effects. 
The Court of Assistants, if they were to con- 
descend to act upon party principles, and would 
agree upon the party to which, from time to 
time, they would lend themselves, by a sacrifice 
of income, and all attempt to ameliorate the 
happiness of their tenantry, might certainly keep 

two 
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two thousand votes or more always at their com* 
mancL But though the character of the Com- 
pany for principles of independency would pre- 
vent their entertaining such an idea for amoment, 
yet it is submitted whether it will not be a duty 
incumbent upon the Court to provide, that there 
shall be upon the Company's Estate a respecta- 
ble number of freeholders, of property sufficient 
to insure their independence, who shall be 
ready to take their share of the county business; 
for besides the elective franchise, the grand 
jurors in Ireland, and who must be freeholders, 
have duties of a legislative and executive nature 
to perform, which make it peculiarly neces- 
sary that there should be a variety of persons 
qualified to undertake them. The performance 
of public business is a fair and honourable 
object of ambition, and it seems as if the 
Court's having the power to confer a qualifica- 
tion to have such ambition gratified, may afford 
them useful means of incitement to their tenants 
to further the views which they may adopt 
in the management of the Estate. It may 
also operate as an example to the other City 
Companies, as the leases of their estates in 
Londonderry expire, to adopt a similar plan as 
to the freeholders, which in process of time 
would put that country upon a respectable 
footing as to independent electors.

With reference to the 
estate in question, it does not seem desirable to 
fetter the judgment of the tenant beyond re- 
straining him from taking more than two crops of 
grain successively, and from taking two crops of 
the same sort of grain immediately the one after 
the other ; and beyond such provisions as shall 
be necessary to prevent the land from being 
exhausted l^y over cropping during the three or 
four last years of the term. 
Not adTiMbto to It would certainly be desirable, if it could be 

iariit on the ki- 

■Mf tectaw or effected, that the tenant should set quick fences 

and plant timber in the hedgerows : but that 
would be so repugnant to the practice of the 
country, that it is feared any covenants for that 
purpose to be inserted in the leases would not 
produce the effect, but would operate as a con- 
stant source of vexation and disappointment 

It 
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It is therefore submitted, that it will not be ad- 
visable to call upon the tenants to enter into 
any engagements as to timber or quick fences, 
but to leave the former to such encouragement 
as the legislature has provided for it ; and as to 
the latter, to trust to the tenants finding out, as 
their system of husbandry improves, the advant- 
age arising from quick fences, which will super- 
sede the necessity of their being at the expense 
of a herdsman to watch their cattle from stray- 
ing, or the danger of hurting them by tethering. 

It has been already stated, that in the opinion ThetppucttioDor 

•^ *^ the iirindple of 

of the Master and Warden, one of the leading JJ^J^SSSblii 
preventive causes against the progress of the im- 
provenient of the country has been the want of 
an application of the principle of the division- of 
labour. The suggestions which have been made 
as to the mode of letting the lands, have been 
grounded upon a view of correcting this evil • 
which view may be advanced by offering en- 
couragement to that part of the population 
which exceeds the number required merely for 
the purposes of agriculture (according to the 
present demand for agricultural produce) to 
alienate itself from that pursuit, and to devote 
itself singly to handicraft trades and manufac- 
tures. It is submitted, that this may be done 
by devoting certain annual sums (to be fixed as 
to amount hereafter) in purchasing decent clothes 

and 
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and paying the expenses of binding youths ap- 
prentice to persons wholly employed in handi- 
craft, trade, or manufacture } and also as an 
inducement to handicraftsmen and manufac- 
turers to seek wives upon the Company's Estate, 
to fit out young women with decent clothing for 
their marriages to persons of that description. 
It is also submitted that it may be advisable, 
either by building on account of the Company 
or by grants of building leases, to provide houses, 
in and near the tovms and villages, for such 
handicraftsmen and manufacturers as devote 
themselves solely to those occupations ; and, in 
like manner, to encourage maiket-gardeners and 
cow-keepers for sale of milk, as occasion may 
call for them, so that the handicraftsmen and 
manufacturers may have an opportunity of sup- 
pljring themselves with milk and vegetables, by 
purchase, in small quantities, according to their 
wants* 

If the Estate shall be settled upon the plan 
now suggested, it is farther submitted, that it 
may be assisted by the Company's offering the 
encouragement of agricultural premiums for 
such objects as may appear to require them, and 
by provisions of the best approved stocks to 
breed from ; and it is submitted, that the utility 
of such premiums would in a great measure de- 
pend upon the co-operation of the neighbouring 

gentry 
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gentry and the most intelligent of the tenants^ 
as an agricultural society. 

The disappearance of timber from those parts ^ „^ ,„ ^ 

of Ireland which, there is reason to believe^ gtowth or timber 

formerly contained a great deal, raises several 

questions, more fit for the discussion of a natural 

historian than of any practical interest If, by 

any change in the nature of the climate or soil» 

the country is become less appropriate for timber 

than it has heretofore been, it is yet quite clear 

that it is capable o£ producing wood, whicht 

even if it were not of the first rate quality, would 

still be very useful for the purpose of building, 

of making agricultural implements, and for fuel; 

and therefore it is submitted, that provision 

should be made for the growth of timber ; and 

the mode which seems most likely to be effectual 

to that object would be by inclosing with strong 

dry walls, or other fences impervious to cattle, 

gl«is and places at present but of little use, and 

planting them, building at the same time a house 

on or adjoining to each, where a person might 

be put to watch against the commission of any 

trespasses. The spots to be selected for this 

purpose, and the sorts of trees to be set and the 

mode of procuring them, will be matter of detaU 

for subsequent consideration, if the general plan 

now pressed should be approved by the Court.

trouble themselves about the provision of any 
further means of education than the country 
already affords ; but it seems that, though there 
are but comparatively few who do not attain 
the ability of reading and writing, yet that fixed 
schools are wanting, for the purpose of inducing 
regular habits and the attainment of moral in- 
stnictiom If it should be thought proper to 
establish schools, the extent of the Compan/s 
property would make several necessary. It is 
submitted that the Madras mode should be 
adopted. That schools should be established 
with houses for the schoolmaster at Moneymore, 
at Lecumpher on the Brakasliavgallon Division, 
and at Moyheelan on the Ballinascreen Division. 
That they should be open to children of parents 
of any religious tenet That no religious in- 
struction should be given to any of the children 
inconsistent with the tenets of their several 
parents ; but that no child should be permitted 
to have resort to any book, either in school or 
at home (except for the mere purpose of incul- 
cating religious doctrine according to the wish 
of their parents), that shall not be previously 
approved by those who shall have the manage- 
ment and direction of the schools. The selec- 
tion of proper books, which will at the. same 

time 
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time amuse and instruct, will require most par* 
ticular care and attention ; for it is understood, 
that the heroic histories of robbers and murder- 
ers, and books of the most immoral example 
and tendency, are too often found in the hands 
of children as well as adults* If necessary, the 
school-rooms appropriated to the daily schools 
may also be appropriated to the use of the 
Sunday-schools ; and it is submitted as worthy 
of consideration, whether good clothing should 
not form the principal subjects of premiums for 
the scholars who entitle themselves to reward. 
For the reasons which have been already as- 
signed, it seems highly desirable to lead the 
poorer classes to appreciate the comforts of 
good lodging, furniture, and clothing. It is 
understood that the Sundky-schools need no 
assistance from the Company, except in the 
provision of rewards for proficiency : it is sub- 
mitted that clothing may form proper subjects 
of premiums for them. 

With respect to medical and surgical advice, suggMtiom n to 
and aid and medicines for the poorer inhabi- trtabikhiBgaDk* 
tants of the Estate, it is submitted that it will poors wd 
be proper for the Company to continue the 
same annual subscription to the County In- 
firmary which was made by Sir William Row- 
ley; this was ten guineas. This institution, 
however, is quite inappropriate to answer the 

H exigencies 
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exigencies of the majority of those who are not 
in a condition to pay for advice and assistance 
for themselves. In several places Dispensaries 
are maintained by public subscription for the 
use of the poor, recommended by the subscri- 
bers; and on such an establishment being made, 
it is entitled to be assisted out of the county 
rates with a sum equal to the private subscrip- 
tions. It is apprehended that the Company 
might become subscribers to a Dispensary al- 
ready established, or that they might invite 
subscriptions for a new Dispensary to be esta- 
blished upon the plan suggested; but on cotu- 
sidering the local extent and population of the 
Company's property, it is feared that little assis- 
tance could be practically derived from any 
Dispensary already estabfished, and that any 
one which should be established principally with 
a view to the Company's tenantry, would hcJd 
out but little temptation for other subscriptions ; 
and therefore, though the expense cannot but 
be considerable, yet, upon the whole, it is sub- 
mitted that it may be advisable for the Company 
at their sole charge to establish a Dispensaiy 
exclusively for the use of those inhabitants upon 
their Estate, who may be deemed fit objects for 
the gratuitous administration of medical or sm- 
gical relief. It is to be regretted, that the 
Master and Warden have not been able to 

obtain 
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obtain the information necessary to enable them 
to offer a detailed plan for the consideration of 
the Court, nor any estimate upon which they 
may confidently rely as to the probable ex- 
pense ; but, as a general outline, they beg to 
submit as their opinion, that the whole esta* 
blishment should be placed immediately under 
the charge of some professional gentleman ca^ 
pable of acting medically and surgically. It is 
apprehended, that such a person fitly qualified 
could be retained at a salary of about 100 
guineas per annum, with the advantage of a 
house, rent and tax free, and proper rooms 
for seeing the patients and compounding the 
medicines, which latter should be a duty to be 
performed by him, or at his expense* That 
this establishment should be made at Money- 
more, and that there should be another reser- 
voir of medicines, with a room for seeing pa- 
tients, and a person competent to compound 
them, at Moyheelan in the Ballinascreen Di-* 
vision. That the head professional gentleman, 
according to rules to be fixed, should have 
certain days for seeing patients at the Dispen- 
saries, both at Moneymore and Moyheelan, 
and as occasion may call for it, should visit 
at their own houses such patients as are unable 
to attend at either of the Dispensaries on 
the fixed days. It is to be feared that the 

expense 
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expense of such an establishment could not be 
estimated at much less than £300 per annum. 
A difficulty, in addition to those which have 
p«*' been mentioned, but one which it is hoped is 

not insurmountable, presents itself as to the 
establishments both of the Schools and Dispen- 
sary, and that is, the want of persons having 
the stimulus of private subscription to see to 
the conduct and management of those institu- 
tions ; but it is hoped that this may be remedied 
by the chief agent of the Estate, and the clergy 
of the several persuasions, including the Catho- 
lics and some of the most wealthy and respec- 
table of the tenants of each Division, being 
induced to assume the offices of governors and 
committee-men, keeping minutes of their pro- 
ceedings, and acting with the same powers as to 
recommending scholars and patients, directing 
the course of management, checking abuses, 
and seeing that the objects of the institutions 
are answered and the rules observed, as are 
usually performed by governors and committee- 
men of charities of a similar description within 
the knowledge of the Court 
Man NMtting, The circumstauccs most material in the con- 
^"«2''*J^p- sideration of the important subject now brought 
under review of the Court have been adverted 
to ; it will remain for the Court to determine in 
what manner that consideration can best be 

had. 
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had. It is nevertheless submitted to* thetn, 
that it will be most useful^ if not essential, that 
previous to the resetting of the Estate it should 
be most accurately surveyed, mapped, and va- 
lued. Whether the mapping and valuation 
should be committed to the same person must 
depend upon his qualification, but it is appre- 
hended that it will be very important that the 
survey and valuation should be completed by 
August 1818, as that wiU probably be the 
most convenient time for the Court, or some 
person by their authority, to proceed to make 
agreements with the tenants for new holdings 
to take place from ISth May 1819$ when the 
temporary agreements lately made with the 
tenants will expire. Whoever may be employed 
in the proposed survey, should be instructed to 
bear in mind the expediency of fixing upon 
appropriate spots for plantations, and of keep- 
ing as much land as possible near to the town 
of Moneymore and the village of Moyheelan in 
the power of the Company, till it is seen what 
improvements may be desirable in and near 
those places. . 

With respect to a permanent resetting of the The Maiter »i 
estate or fixing upon plantations, little can be recteda 
done till the survey and valuation which have 
been suggested shall be completed ; but there 
are some improvements which, it is apprehend- 
ed,

ed, may in the mean time occupy the attention 
of the Court, and if approved may be pro- 
ceeded upon : amongst these are the establish- 
ment of institutions for the education and me- 
dical and surgical assistance of the poor, and 
the establishment of inducements to promote 
the divisimi of labour. For all these objects a 
very detailed and accurate numeration of the 
inhabitants upon the Estate, distinguishing their 
several ages and conditions and the town-lands 
on which they reside, will be most useful. The 
Master and Warden have directed such a cen- 
sus to be taken, and hope that the Company 
may be in possession of it in a few weeks. 
Thty imidMnd Thc Court will recollect the extent of the

stabtoti Moneymore, where on each day it is estimated 

that there are 1,000 sellers and about 100 
buyers, without the accommodation of either a 
market-house, or an inn or public stables. Such 
accommodation seems essential to that object 
An inn might also be useful with reference to 
travellers, as Moneymore lies in a direct route 
as well from Dublin to Londonderry as from 
Dublin to Coleraine ; and if there be a right to 
re-establish or set up a market for sale of provi« 
sions, either weekly or once a fortnight, alter- 
nately with other places in the neighbourhood, 
or if such a right could be obtained, it would in 

some 
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some degree tend to a main object, viz. the 
establishment of handicraftsmen and manufac- 
turers as businesses distinct frcnn agriculture or 
other vocations, and no reason occurs why these 
improvements (if approved by the Court) should 
wait for the completion of the proposed survey, 
as the Master and Warden entertain a confident . 
opinion of the proper site for the buildings pro- 
posed.

The Master and Warden have caused a plan and 
estimate of the expense of the Market-house, 
Inn, Dispensary, and Medical-house, to be 
made ; but as it does not contain all the con« 
veniences which it appears desirable to provide 
for, it is not appended to this report ; but it is 
sufficient to show the practicability of the build- 
ings which have been suggested on the spot 
proposed. It would be the most desirable mode 
of effectuating this design if the Company were 
not to undertake the buildings, but could let the 
ground upon a building lease ; but it is to be 
feared that no lessee of sufficient capital could 
be found to engage in such a speculation:

in great part, and the latter wholly supported J^**' c«tribu. 
by voluntary contribution of their members, who 
are equally liable to tithes and church rates for 
the Established Church, as if they partook of 
the administration of its rites. In a country 
where riches do not abound, even a scanty pro- 
vision for a second church establishment cannot 
but be heavily felt, and therefore any contri- 
bution by the Company to the charges of the 
Presbyterian and Catholic worship could not but 
be received as a mark of Christian charity, which 
there can be no doubt is felt by the Court to- 
wards all its Christian brethren.

They did not consider themselves at liberty to 
act according to their individual feelings. They 
could not but advert to the call of the London 
Companies into the North of Ireland to support 
the Reformed against the Romish religion, they 
therefore did not think lliemselves warranted in 
offering a subscription for the support of the 
Catholic congregations; but considering the 
good character and moral conduct of the Rev. 
Mr. Mackle, the priest of Moneymore, they 
thought that an annual d(Hiation to him per- 
sonally, for his exertions in the cause of loyalty 
and morality, would not be in dissonance from 
any obligation which the Company may be con- 
sidered to be under, specially to support the 
Protestant against the Catholic religion ; and 
and to tiM Roman therefore they ordered that the sum of ten

to^^TihSJ guineas should be presented to him annually, 
^^itoeSteT^ subject to the pleasure of the Court It is fur- 
ther submitted, that if the services of the otha* 
Catholic clergy should be requested and given 
for the management of any schools or medical

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it may not be proper to pay similar personal 
compliments to the other priests whilst they 
encourage the dutiful, loyal, and moral conduct 
o£ their congregations*

Carson, who has been before mentioned. He 
has no regular establishment which can be sub- 
scribed to ; but whilst he continues to do good 
as a minister, though irregularly, it is submit- 
ted that a subscription of ten guineas per annum 
to him for his ministerial labours may be pro- 
per, and would certainly be taken kindly by 
many worthy persons who attend his pulpit 

Sir William Rowley had given, for some time »»* to the widow

past, a donation of one guinea per annum to a 
poor widow of the name of Susannah M^Eldoen : 
the Master and Warden ordered that to be con- 
tinued. He had also appropriated two cabins 
at the southern extremity of the town of Mo- 
neymore, as alms-houses for two decayed per- 
sons, with small pensions. The inhabitants of 
these houses had been selected, at his request, 
by the ladies of Mr. Miller's family. The Master 
and Warden ordered that the houses should be pn>po*Ki contmu- 

ance of two alms- 

continued for the same purposes, with a pension *«*"«»* ^1* ■"■ 
of £6 per annum annexed to each ; and request- ^ 
ed that, as vacancies occurred, the same ladies 
would place other objects of charity in them. 

Thus far, what the Master and Warden have 
done under the authority of the Court is revo- 
cable, 
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cable, if it shall be disapproved. The Master 
coniribauon by and Warden, in further exercise of that autho- 
waidn. rity^ contributed ten guineas to a soup-shop 

established at Moneymore, to meet the extreme 
distress occasioned by the want of provisions in 
consequence of the failure of the last harvest* 
This institution is entirely of a temporary 
nature, and was managed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Olpherts, Mr. and Mrs. M'Kee, a daughter of 
Mr. Miller, and her husband, who was an army 
surgeon, now out of employ in consequence of 
the reduction of the army, and Miss Miller, a 
niece of Mr. Miller's. They also gave £10 to 
Mr. Olpherts for the use of Mr. Harman, the 
master of the Sunday-school, and ten guineas 
to the Bible Society of Cookstown, under the 
patronage of James Stewart, Esq. of Killynooon, 
who for forty years represented the county of 
Tyrone in parliament On passing through 
Dublin, where the Master and Warden met 
with the kindest civility from the Bishop of 
Derry, by his personal introduction to different 
public institutions for charitable purposes, they 
gave £20 to be distributed amongst them at the 
discretion of his Lordship. 
Lom to tha poorer Thc Mastcr aud Warden have now to refer 

tenants In come- 

quanceorratrcme to a sccuc of uusery such as rarely occurs. 

Owing to the wetness of the year 1816, a very 
small quantity only of turf could be dried for 
the use of the last winter, and owing to the 

same 
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same causes, the crops of oats and potatoes had 
proved extremely deficient : added to this, linen 
cloth was at an unprecedented low price ; the 
stocks of oats and potatoes were exhausted ; and 
the cloth would not sell for what would enable 
the poor people to buy either food for their 
immediate exigency, or potatoe or flax-seed for 
their lands. The seed time was rapidly passing; 
much of their cattle had died by starvation. 
Under these circumstances, it seemed but of 
little comparative consequence, whether the 
poor people struggled to support their existence 
till the harvest or not; as, in case they survived 
that period and the season should turn out pro- 
pitious, there seemed no chance but that the 
larger portion of their lands would be without 
crops. It was quite impossible to have at- 
tempted relief of the whole of the pressure; but, 
on inquiry, it appeared that assistance to pro- 
cure seed, to the value of about £800, to be 
lent to the poorer tenants, might prove of the 
most essential service. The Master and Warden, 
therefore, determined upon that measure : 58^ 
hogsheads fiax-seed, costing £24S. IJs. Od., and 
118 bushels of potatoes, costing £16. 3s. Sd.^ for 
seed were purchased, and with £493 in money, 
were distributed in loans to the poorer tenants, 
under the superintendence of the clergy of the 
xlifierent persuasions and some of the more 
wealthy tenants, assisted by Mr. William Miller,

Mr. Miller's eldest son, who has an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the Estate, and came parposely 
from Londonderry to perform that office. The 
Master and Warden have every reason to hope 
that this relief will prove of the most essential 
importance to those to whom it was adminis- 
tered, and that most of the loans will be repaid, 
so that it will cost the Company nothing but the 
advance of a few hundred pounds for four or 
five months« The people who received this boon 
were most grateful, and it was sanctioned by 
the opinion of the neighbourhood, as combining 
charity with policy, and therefore it is trusted 
that it will meet the approbation of the Court. 

The privations which the poor had suffered 
had reduced many of them to a state to require 
medical aid, which they could not pay for. 
Mr. M^Kee, who has been before mentioned, 
since his return from the army had been very 
kind in giving his advice. He had not the 
means of providing medicines, and therefore 
the Master and Warden ordered a £10 army 
medicine chest, which Mr. M^Kee undertook to 
dispense, until the Court shall have considered 
the subject of providing a regular medical esta- 
blishment for the use of the poor inhabitants. 

The Court are aware that Sir William Rowley 
expressed great apprehension of losses by arrears 
of rent on the Estate changing hands ; the Mas- 
ter and Warden are glad to have reason to 

believe 
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believe that these apprehensions were unfound- 
ed, and that his loss will not be of greater 
amount than what may be considered as inci- 
dental to any other similar rental. It has been 
intimated throughout the Estate, that on reset- 
ting it the Company will accept no tenant who 
shall not have cleared all arrear to Sir William, 
and who shall not have paid all rent which at 
that time shall have accrued to the Company. 

The Master and Warden cannot conclude 
their Report^ without expressing their acknow- 
ledgments for the great kindness and cordiality 
with which, as i:epresenting the Drapers Com- 
pany, they were received by the neighbourhood 
and tenants. From the former they received 
every courtesy which their limited visit would 
admit. It would be ungrateful not to testify 
their obligations for the notices of the Right 
Honourable John Staples, as well as Colonel 
Staples, Mr. John Staples, and the Rev. Mr. 
Staples, all members of his family ; for those of 
Mr. Stewart of Killymoon, and Colonel Stewart 
his son J Mr. Cunningham of Springhill ; the 
Rev. Mr. Young, the Rev. Mr. Coulthurst, the 
Rev. Mr. Mauleverer, the Rev. Mr. Hamilton, 
and the Rev. Mr. Olpherts. The tenants hailed 
their new landlords as persons of whom they 
had heard a good report, and from whom they 
expected kindness and protection : at the same 
time there was not an insinuation of any thing 

like 
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like complaint against the treatment they had 
received from Sir William Rowley or his family* 
It is with pleasure the Master and Warden 
report, that so far as they could observe, the 
conduct of the tenantry was loyal and peace- 
able, and submissive to labour ; though it is to 
be hoped, that in time their labour may be 
exerted in an improved direction. 

The Master and Warden beg to congratulate 
the Court on the possession which has come 
into hand, which they doubt not but, with the 
prudence and temper conspicuous in the past 
management of the afEurs of the Company, may 
enable them to do much good in a most interest- 
ing part of the United Kingdom, and from 
which the advantage to be derived by the Com- 
pany will be in proportion to the advantages to 
be reaped by the country referred to.

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The Deputation appointed by the Court of 
Assistants, on the third day of August last, to 
visit the Estate of this Company in the county 
of Londonderry in Ireland, having, in pursu- 
ance of the authority which they then received, 
made a journey to that country, they beg leave 
to ofier a Report of their proceedings on the 
immediate object of their mission, as well as 
some observations on matters connected with 
the property they have just returned from. 

The Deputation has reason to believe, that 
the tenants are thoroughly satisfied that the 
Company have not altered their views or inten- 
tions as to granting leases ; and that they are 
convinced that the time for resetting the Estate 
is unavoidably post])oned for want of the com- 
pletion of the purvey.

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power to state, that no wilful neglect or delay 
is to be imputed to him. He has completed 
the mensuration and mapping of the Ballinas- 
creen Division : he had nearly finished the men- 
suration of the Brackasliavgallon division before 
the end of September : he has the assistance of 
another surveyor, upon whose correctness he 
can depend. Independent of unforeseen impe- 
diments, he fully expects to complete the whole 
survey and valuation, so that the Company may 
be in possession of it in London by the begin- 
ning of next April ; in which case there would 
be time for making arrangements, so that the 
new leases may commence from November 
1819» instead of May 1820; and therefore, as 
the Autumn is the season most convenient for 
the commencement of a tenure, and most ac- 
cordant to the habits of that part of the country 
for that purpose, the Deputation authorized 
the Company's Agent to offer every tenant 
(with the exception of the occupiers of a few 
miserable cabins, which are a nuisance to tiie 
town of Moneymore), that he may continue his 
holding upon the present terms till November 
1819. A printed notice to this efiect has been 
circulated ; and in that paper the necessity of 
clearing all arrears, as well to Sir William 
Rowley as the Company, is enforced, and the 
tenants are strongly cautioned against illicit 

distillation. 
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distillation. The utility of a perfect sui'vey 
before resetting is almost self-evident ; but the 
exhaustion of the bogs, and the necessity of 
looking to new and more distant sources of fuel^ 
and the advantage which may accrue from 
access to lime-stone, and the circumstance of 
some of the private roads having been destroyed 
by floods in the mountain brooks, and the ex- 
istence of disputes between some of the tenants 
as to their liability to join in the repair of pri- 
vate ways, makes the survey absolutely neces-^ 
sary, in order that, previously to resetting, 
provision may not only be made for those 
objects which are of immediate exigency, but 
^also that care may be taken, that during the 
continuance of the leases to be granted, the 
rights of the tenants under them may not stand 
in the way of future improvement and accom- 
modation. 

It may be proper to acquaint the Court, that 
Mr. Bryant, who is a gentleman holding a 
(comparatively) large farm under the Company, 
stated, that he had young forest trees ready to 
plant upon part of his land, and that inconve- 
nience would arise unless they should be planted 
during the present planting season, and there- 
fore he was informed, that if he saw fit to 
proceed with the plantation, he should have the 
same benefit as if made after the lease should

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been granted ; and that if it should happen that 
he and the Company should not agree for a new 
lease, then that he should be reimbursed for 
the value of the plants and the expenses of 
planting.

The Deputation inquired 
if there was any builder in the county who 
could undertake the finishing, and they have 
reason to believe there is none nearer than Dub- 
lin or Beliast, and it would be obviously more 
inconvenient to employ a builder at eitiber of 
those places than even in London : and there- 
fore, as the Company^s Surveyor formed the plan 
and is acquainted with all the timbers and parts 
of it, the Deputation submit, that it will be 
advisable to have all the doors, door-cases, 
window-frames, sashes, and wood-work fbr the 
inside of the buildings, made here^ by some 
carpenter who has a factory equal to such a job, 
and who could send over a person fully compe- 
tent to employ workmen upon the spot for fitting 
the work, and who could also employ plasterers 
and painters, and other artisans, and superintend 
the proper finishing of the whole. The Depu- 
tation have reason to believe, that the 'buildings 
would not be considered as less Irish for such 
an arrangement ; and the neighbourhood would 
he pleased to have the Imildings so completed, 
that tibey might serve as a model to the workmen 
in the country, and enable them to do similar 
works, as well as they could be done by persons 
from Dublin or a large town. 

The Market-house, Dispensary, and Inn, were

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Moneymore, and it is to be expected, daiiy, 
that intelligence will arrive, that the stables and 
out-offices are in a similar situation.

for the convenience of the persons who attend 
the fair as for travellers and the neighbouring 
gentry, is a speculation which may fail. Its 
success depends much upon the character and 
conduct of the person who first occupies it. Mr. 
Nathaniel Henry, who now keeps an Inn atCooks- 
town, within three miles of Moneymore, made 
an application to take it ; he proposed to move 
his furniture and his present establishment of 
post-horses from Cookstown to Moneymore, in 
expectation that he could in some measure re- 
move the travelling and posting business he now 
has. He is a married man ; he and his wife are 
of excellent character. His personal appearance 

denotes 
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denotes cleanliness and thriftiness, and his con- 
duct has been such, that Mn Stewart of Killy- 
mooD, who is the ground landlord of the house 
he now occupies, strongly recommended him 
for the Company's new intended Inn, although 
Mr. Stewart will suffer some inconvenience by 
reason of post-horses being removed to a dis- 
tance of five miles instead of two miles from 
his residence. . Under these circumstances, the 
Deputation hope they will be excused by the 
Court, for having authorized the Company's 
Agent tx) conclude an agreement with Mr. 
Henry for taking the Inn for three years, as 
from the 1st of November 1813 i and as it must 
necessarily be "the middle of next Summer, at 
the earliest, before he can have any use from it, 
and as, notwithstanding the encouragement he 
is likely to have from the neighbourhood, it can 
be considered only as an experiment which 
should be made at the risk of the Company, the 
Deputation has fixed, that Mr. Henry shall hold 
the premises, with, an assignment of bog for 
fuel, rentpfree for the first two years, and at a 
rent of £20 per annum for the third year from 
November 1820 to November 1821. This will 
give him an occupation, rent-free, for the first 
year and a half after he can open the Inn ; and 
he is to pay the taxes, and for such repairs (if 
any) which may accrue and be wanted during 

L the 
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the three years. It has also been agreed, that 
if any additions shall be wanted to his furniture, 
to make the Inn fit for the accommodation of 
the gentry who may frequent it, and if after the 
expiration of the three years he should not con- 
tinue as tenant, then that the Company should 
take off his hands, at prime cost, such articles 
of furniture as he may purchase with their con- 
sent. It has also been agreed, that he shall 
hold for three years from the present time, land 
near the town which had been attached to 
the house occupied by the Rev. Mr. Olpherts, 
and to the houses formerly on the site of the 
new buildings, to the amount of about twenty 
acres, at a rent of forty shillings per acre Irish, 
according to a measurement hereafter to be 
made. 

It is to be regretted (on account of the in- 
habitants of Money more) that the Rev. Mr. 
Olpherts, the curate, has had a preferment, 
which removes him from the cure ; he there- 
fore gives up the house which the Company 
had let to him. He has done material re- 
pairs, to the value of about £90, of which 
he has not had the benefit, and therefore 
the Deputation trust that the Court will tlunk 
it just that he should be allowed that sum, 
which the Deputation has authorized accord-

the Company. This may be advantageous, with 
reference to a proposal which will be hereafter 
noticed, for establishing a distillery in Money- 
more, and therefore the Deputation have desired 
that neither house or land may be. relet till that 
matter is determined upon. In the mean time, 
Mr. M'Kee, the surgeon, has been permitted 
to occupy the house till the Dispensary shall be 
finished, unless it should be let in the mean time; 
and as to the land, the Company^s Agent has 
been instructed to get what he can for the tem- 
porary occupation of it.

the peculation on the Company's property, with tigjoa of the 
the view with which they were instructed, by 
the resolution of the 3d of August. They in- 
quired of the persons best acquainted with the 
inhabitants of the different town-lands, into their 
religious professions and their worldly circum- 
stances ; and from thence it appears that there 
are 1,791 families, consisting of 10,740 indivi- 
duals, resident upon the Company's estates^ 
and of those individuals there are reputed to 
belong.

Of that number of individuals, 5,523 are reputed 
not to be in a condition to pay for medical or 
surgical aid if they should need it; and it is 
estimated that there are 8,419 children under 
about twelve years of age, whose parents are not 
in circumstances to enable them to pay for any 
instruction for them. The particulars of .the 
estimates as to the several town-lands, and a 
summary as to each of the three great divisions 
of the Company's property, is annexed to this 
Report On this it should be observed, that 
many of the poor inhabitants of the Brackasliav- 
gallon division are, in point of vicinity, nearer 
to Moneymore than to any central part of itself; 
and that the Ballinascreen Division is, for many 
purposes, to be cpnsidered as divided into two 
parts, as the river Mayola runs through it from 
west to east, and in winter-time and in times of 
flood it is not fordable, and can be passed only 
at one of two bridges nearly five miles asunder, 
the one at the western, and the other nearly at 
the eastern extremity of the Division. The 
table annexed distinguishes the state <^ the 
population on the north from that on the south 

side 
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side of the river. Another observation arises 
upon the proportion of poor individuals to the 
numbers of those belonging to the Roman Ca- 
tholic church* This circumstance must arise 
from some cause whi«A does not immediately 
appear. Roman Catholic faith does not induce 
poverty, neither does poverty lead to the creed 
of the church of Rome. The poverty of the 
Roman Catholics is too general to be accidental ; 
and it should seem that it can only have arisen 
from the deprivation of property to which the 
Cath(dics in Ireland have at different times been 
subjected, and the discouragement which the 
laws till lately have offered to the accumulation 
of property by Catholics, and which discourage, 
ment is not yet wholly removed. If this be 
correct, it seems to result as a duty to those 
who have to form economical arrangements of a 
public nature, not to make any distinction be- 
tween their dependents, who are equally loyal 
though they may entertain different creeds, and 
that every encouragement which is held out to 
persons of one religious persuasion, * should be 
equally held out to persons of every other reli- 
gious persuasion ; that every man should look 
to his neighbour's opinions with a consideration, 
that (perchance) his neighbour may be right, 
and that he-himself may be in error. 

The 
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The Deputation have turned in their minds 
the application of the details they have pro- 
cured, as to the population of the Company's 
estate, to the subject of the Dispensary and 
schools suggested in the Report of 26th June 
1817» which has been approved by the Court. 
They do not oSer a particular scheme for either, 
as it may be more convenient that they should 
be digested by the Committee which is entrusted 
with the consideration of the Company's general 
concerns in Ireland. The Deputation, however, 
beg leave to say, that they are confirmed in their 
opinion, that neither of these establishments 
can succeed without the aid of the neighbouring 
gentry and clergy, and some of the tenants, as 
governors, and that they cannot be expected to 
attend to them, unless means are found to offer 
to the governors some kind of personal stimulus 
towards the good conduct of the institutions 
of which they may take charge. The Deputa- 
tion thought it their duty to converse in a gene- 
ral way with several persons of good judgment 
and consequence, to ascertain how far they 
would be ready to lend their assistance, and 
also to obtain the names of those neighbours 
whose aid it may be proper to request The 
Deputation is happy to have reason. to believe 
that the neighbours will feel no repugnance at 

being 
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being associated in the manner hinted at by the 
Report of June 1 8I7, and will be willing to 
further the benevolent intentions of the Court : 
but the Deputation fear that the circumstances 
of the county of Londonderry are such, that it 
will be difficult to find as many gentlemen, par- 
ticularly in the northern parts of the Company's 
property* as it would be desirable to enrol in 
the list of governors. 

The difficulty of finding a sufficiency of go- 
vernors lead3 the Deputation to another topic, 
well worthy the attention of those who have in 
their view the advancement and prosperity of 
so large a portion of a county as has &llen to 
to the lot of the Drapers' Company. The Depu« 
tation refer to those social meetings, which tend 
to bring persons of all persuasions, and diffe- 
rent ranks of life, into honourable contact with 
each other ; to bring persons living at a distance 
into acquaintance together, to communicate, 
in the hou^ of good-humour, projects and ex<* 
periments. Such opportunities may be useful 
.to stimulate every man to exertions, that he 
may have something in which he has been an 
actor to impart to his distant neighbour, to be 
entitled to his approbation, and receive the just 
applause of a grateful assemblage of the lower 
orders for benefits of which he has been the 

admi- 
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administrator. The corporate capacity of the 
Company prevents their contributing to such 
meetings by their personal assistance ; but they 
may do what, in some measure, may compen- 
sate ; they may, as a corporation, without in- 
delicacy, offer inducements to such meetings, 
in a manner which would savour of arrogance 
in an individual ; they may ofibr a plate, for the 
Londonderry races, or a sum of a similar amount, 
to be appropriated in any manner that shall be 
deemed most likely to contribute to the gratifi- 
cation of a meeting of the county for social 
purposes. The Deputation have reason to be- 
lieve, that such an offer would be duly appre- 
ciated by the county, and would have a useful 
tendency; they therefore humbly submit it to 
th& consideration of the Court. 
The praerritioD lo a somcwhat similar view, they also submit 
taammiiBA. that the pteservatiou of the game (without op- 
pression or t3rranny) will be an object well 
worthy the attention of the Court. A proprietor 
of land in Londonderry cannot offer too many 
inducements for the residence of the gentry who 
are his neighbours. 
TiM scocdi mod* Whilst the Deputation were in Ireland, an 
duoed. opportunity offered of introducing the knack of 

the women spinning with both hands at once. 
This has long been practised and is familiar in 

Scotland. 
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Scotland. The Linen Board had engaged se- 
veral Scotch female spmners, to instruct the 
Irish in their mode of spinning. It is not calcu- 
lated to produce very fine yam,, but in the &- 
brication of coarse yam (which is what is gene- 
rally spun on the Company's proportion) the 
use of both hands will enable an ordinarily 
expert spinner to earn, at least, sixpence or six- 
pence halfpenny per day ; whereas, with one 
hand, an expert woman cannot earn more than 
four-pence, or four-pence half-penny per day by 
spinning coarse yam. The Deputation have 
reason to believe,, that there is no danger of 
overstocking the market by a multiplication of 
the quantity of yarn ; and the difference be- 
tween the earnings by spinning with both hands, 
or one only, is so great, that it appeared that 
the art of using both hands at the same time in 
spinning could not be too speedily introduced, 
and therefore, without waiting for the esta- 
blishment of general schools, the Deputation 
took means for engaging a Scotch instructress, 
at an expense not exceeding in every thing a 
guinea per week, to come upon the Company's 
proper^ for a few months, to teach the females 
of their tenantry how to use both hands in 
spinning. The Scotch spinning-wheel for both 
hands, according to a model which the Deputa* 

M tion 
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tion saw at the Linen Board in Dublin, and in 
practice at Londonderry, is a more simple, com- 
pact, and effective machine than the ordinary 
spinning-wheel. The former costs only about 
ten or twelve shillings, whilst the latter costs 
one guinea. The latter can be altered, so as 
to serve for spinning with both handi^ at an ex- 
pense of five shillings per wheel. The Deputa^ 
tion have therefore taken the liberty of ordering 
about one hundred Scotch spinning-wheels, and 
that about fifty or sixty ordinary wheels may be 
adapted to the use of both hands. This will 
probably difiiise the knack of two-handed spin- 
ning sufficiently for the present : when the girls' 
schools are established, it will be desirable that 
the two-handed method should be taught in 
them. The Company's Agent is instructed to 
distribute the Scotch wheds, and the means of 
altering the ordinary wheels, either at full price, 
part price, or gratuitously, in such manner as 
shall appear most likely to spread the art in the 
neighbourhood.

made in Ireland has not altered the views offered 
by the report of June I8I7, either as to the 
interests of the Company or the interests of the 
country; on the contrary, they are confirmed, 
and on some points on which a doubtful opinion

was then offered, a confident one may now be 
submitted. The subject of suit of Mill is one of 
those points. The Deputation humbly presumes 
to recommend, that, on resetting the estate, 
that service should be entirely given up, and that 
every tenant should be left at liberty to procure 
his corn to be ground at whatever mill and in 
whatever manner he shall find most advantageous 
ta himself. There are few of the tenants who 
would not be ready to add to their rents for beting 
released from the obligation of using a particular 
mill; but even if no addition to the rents should 
be the consequence of such a measure, the loss 
of the rent of the three mills is all the inconveni- 
ence which could result to the Company. . Such 
a loss in toto cannot be contemplated, and the 
Deputation are inclined to believe, that the rents 
of the mills would not be very greatly reduced^ 
and diat many persons would be found willing 
to hire them, upon the terms of having none 
but voluntary customers.

view, much too small. No way occurs to the 
Deputation of procuring a supply of the defi- 
ciency but by the Company themselves j they 
therefore venture to submit as their humble, 
though confident opinion, that it will be very 
desirable if the Company shall, for several years 
to come, continue to appropriate about one-half 
of the yearly income of the Estate by way of 
investment of capital upon it The investment 
may be made, with advantage to the Company 
and the country, in buildings as well of a public 
as of a private nature ; in plantations, draining 
and reclaiming land, and in the encouragement 
and extension of agriculture and manufacture. 
Some of these objects will yield to the Company 
a direct, and others of them an indirect profit. 
From some of them the Company will derive a 
present, from others a remote pecuniary ad- 
vantage. From the public buildings an indirect 
profit may be expected ; private buildings will 
yield a direct and immediate profit in the shape

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of additional rent The encouragement of agri- 
culture and manufactures by loans of money, in 
cases where it can be well secured, will yield an 
immediate return by way of interest. Hantations 
and improvement of land by drainage and other 
means will give a direct profit, though at a 
distant period.

The Deputation take 
leave to submit the erection of a scutching-mill 
for flax upon the Scotch plan, as the next object 
worthy of the attention of the Court. Such 
machines have but lately been introduced into 
Ireland ; they have, however, had full trial 
there, and have long been approved in Scotland. 
Their advantage is shown by this, that the flax- 
growers are willing to give ISs. for dressing the 
same quantity of flax at a Scotch mill, as they 
pay 7^« for dressing at an ordinary mill. There 
is no scutching-mill of any sort upon the Com- 
pany's Estate. It would probably be desirable 
at some future time to have three ; but the 
Deputation submit, that it will be advantageous 
if the Court shall resolve upon the immediate 
erection of one, so that it may be ready for 
dressing the flax of the next harvest : the cost 

may 
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may be from £500 to £1,000. If the Court 
shall resolve upon this measure, the Deputation 
submit the townland of Anahavil as a proper 
situation, inasmuch as it is central for the 
Moneymore Division.

notice of the Deputation was, a proposal by Mr, 
M'Reynolds and two other persons to take a 
lease of the old buildings formerly used as a 
brewery, for the purpose of fitting them up as 
a distillery, if the Company would advance by 
way of loan, at interest, £2,000, for three or 
four years. The advantages which offer by this 
measure are, a market for com, the employ- 
ment of several labourers, and the discourage- 
ment of illegal distillation. The objection 
seems to be the encouragement of the pro- 
duction of a liquor, the use of which is gene- 
rally esteemed to be unwholesome. These 
considerations raise a question, whether spiri- 
tuous liquors, as made and used in Ireland, are 
o£ that quality that the use of them should be 
discouraged ; and even if they are, whether the

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prevention of the establishment of a distillery at 
Moneymore would operate to lessen the quantity 
consumed. These points are difficult of resolu- 
tion, and the Deputation beg leave 'to offer no 
positive opinion, further than their observation 
that drunkenness does not seem to be a prevail- 
ing vice in the north of Ireland, and that the 
appearance of the people, all of whom use 
spirits in a greater or less quantity, does not in- 
dicate that they are of the deleterious quality 
which the emaciated miserable appearance of 
dram-drinkers in London denotes the spirits 
they use to be of 
improrediuteor Thc Deputatiou, iu concluding their Report, 

beg to congratulate the Court upon the im- 
proved appearance of the Company's tenantry 
on their late visit, compared to what it was 
during the dearth of the year I8I7. It is by no 
means, however, to be understood that the 
country has recovered from the effects of that 
calamity. The tenants of the Moneymore divi- 
sion had nearly paid up the whole of their rents, 
which were in course of payment before they 
had gathered their last crop. The tenants of 
the mountainous parts had not been able to do 
so much, but the Company's Agent expected 
that when part of their last crop could be 
brought to market, they would clear a consider- 
able 
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able portion of their arrears ; and though they 
have not yet repaid the loans which were made 
to them by the Company, and though their 
cattle, which died or were killed from necessity, 
are very partially replaced, the Court may have 
this consolation, that without the aid lent by 
the Company a very large portion of the Com- 
pany's lands must have been left to its indige- 
nous production, and the effect of the scarcity 
might have been extended to half a century ; 
whereas, at present, it is to be hoped that, by 
the blessings of Providence and ordinary sea- 
sons, the effect . may not be felt at all at the 
expiration of two or three years from the present 
time. 

The Deputation received the most flattering 
attentions from the neighbours. They cannot 
take this civility wholly as personal to them- 
selves : they are sure it was intended, in some 
measure, as an expression of approval of the 
Court's conduct and intentions. The Deputa- 
tion ought also to note the hospitable and kind 
manner in which they were received and enter- 
tained by the Company's Agent, and the great 
assistance they received in their researches from 
his son, Mr. Rowley MiUer, who has the agencies 
of some neighbouring properties. 

The Deputation humbly submit these obser-

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vations to the candour of the Court, in hopes 
that what they have done may meet its appro- 
bation.

Ik pursuance of the Order of the Court of 
Assistants of the Hd August last^ the Depute* 
tion thereby s^pointed have visited the CoiU- 
pany's Estates in Londonderry^ 

The object to which diey first devoted their Mr.stmnMiai^ 
attention was, to procure froln Mn Stewart his 
durvey and valuation of the property. In A day 
or two after their arrival he delivered to them 
maps of the several townlands in the Money- 
more and Brackasliavgallon divisions, with his 
valuation of the rents to be set upon the lands, 
but not upon the houses in the town of Money- 
more, of which he does not profess himself to 
be a competent judges They did not recdve 
from him the maps and valuation of the Balli- 
nascreen division till the day before their depar- 
ture; if thejr had had it earlier^ no time to 
which (upon this occasion) the visit of the 
Deputation could have been extended^ would 
have been sufficient to have enabled them to 

n^ake 
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make the camparisons, and possess themselves 
of the detailed infonnation from which they 
could have established facts which woidd have 
assisted the Court in proceeding to grant leases. 
A very cursory perusal of the piqpers first de- 
livered by Mr. Stewart to the Deputation con- 
vinced them of this ; and therefore they deter- 
mined to confine their attention on this part of 
the subject to a general compariscm of the va- 
luation made by Mr. Stewart with the rental 
actually existing upon leases granted by Sir 
William Rowley ; and to a particular investiga* 
tion of the circumstances and value of the 
tenements composing the single townluid of 
Moneymore, including the houses in the town. 

The Deputation have requested Mr. MiDer^s 
eldest son, who has heretofore valued the whde 
estate, to review it under all its circumstances, 
that his opinion as to its present value may be 
compared with Mr. Stewart's. 

The Deputation devoted considerable atten- 
tion to investigating the circumstances and 
value of the traements composing the town-land 
of Moneymore. They forbear to trouble the 
Court with the detailed result, which will be 
more usefully considered when the Court shall 
proceed to the resetting ; and there are many 
reasons which induce the Deputation to think 
that the resetting of the whole of the three se-

vera! divisibiis should be proceeded upon at the 
same time* The Deputation entered upon this 
inquiry with a view of trying, by that criterion, 
how far they could advise the Court to act upon 
Mr. Stewartf s survey by itself, and also with a 
view of being certain that, in matters which 
they will take the liberty of submitting to the 
Court for their immediate consideration and 
direction, as to the school-houses and other 
buildings which it may be desirable to erect in 
the course of the next spring and summer, they 
may not interfere with sites which may be more 
advantageously applied*to other purposes. 

The next subject which called for the atten- 
tion of the Deputation was the arrears of rent 
due by many of the tenants. The account was 
investigated with great care, and it appeared 
that, with very few exceptions, the defaulters 
belonged to the Mountain districts, which had 
suffered most severely by the scarcity and other 
misfortunes of the years 1816 and 1817* It 
appears, however, to be doubtfiil whether their 
present default was wholly to be attributed to 
those causes, or whether many of the tenants 
did not pretend poverty, with a hope that they 
might be excused the arrear and yet retained as 
tenants. As a general principle this would be 
inadmissible ; nevertheless, the Deputation con- 
sidered that there might be honest and indus- 
trious 
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trious penoDS labouiiiig under real miafoitmie, 
to yrhom it mi^t be both clnrittkble and pni- 
dent to allow a little more time to make up their 
lentB before they were finally ejected* For 
the purpose of bringing this to the test, the 
Deputation caused a circular letter to be ad- 
dressed to the several defitulters^ ihtunating 
that ** it was with great sorrow that the Com- 
*^ pany observed the amount standing in the 
** rental against their several names far arrears : 
^* that such a sum could have accumulated only 
** from one of two causes ; either that they 
« were unable, or that they were unwilling to 
** pay their rent from time to time : that, in the 
** first case, to continue them as tenants would 
only involve them in further difficulties ; that, 
in the second, they could not expect to be 
<* further trusted: that the Company wished 
** to show every attention to which they were 
'* entitled, and which could be useful to them, 
** and therefore had determined to give till the 
** 22d of October for them to clear their arrears ; 
'^ and that unless they were paid up by that 
** day, they would deem it a duty, as well to 
^ the defiiulters as to the Company, to insist 
upon their quitting their holdings ; and that 
if they should quit voluntarily by a day to be 
fixed, the Company would forgive all the rent 
*' due to them, as well as the debt for the Idan

produced little efiect before tke DepHtstioo Idft 
Iielaad ; but tkey have since heard from Mr, 
Miller, by a letter to the Clerk of the Company 
dated the 4ith November^ that he had then 
received nearly £700 of the anrear (the toikal 
aaount betng about £^600); aoui that hefoond 
the tenanta had entirety gives tip Ae hopes, of 
being discharged from th^ arrear,. aad ap* 
peored to be making every eflbet to keqi then 
haama^ The De|»itetiMb therefiote snbraitt dial 
it wiH not he acpadieat inunediatdty toi take any 
coercive meaansea generally against the de* 
fitultevs, hut to sttmnlate theaa ta exertioa hf 
lepeatiag the fixed deteimination of the Cooa- 
pany that no defiudter shatt havea leaae. Then 
may he particukir cases of dishonaaty ok ine- 
trievable tasolvettcyr which may require a dif- 
ferent couise; tiiey nuiat be determined upon 
aa they asise^ oc become cedent..

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preient rents till November 1820. The D^u- 
tation have reason to believe that all the tenants 
will avail themselves of this oflfer^ except the 
tenant of Grortahurk MilL 

The Deputation found all the buildings here- 
tofore ordered by the Court in a connderable 
state of forwardness, and there is reason to ex- 
pect that they will be completed, except as to 
internal painting and papering, by the end of 
the present month. The Inn has been opened, 
and the Deputation were well accommodated 
there. Several of the nxnns have been provided 
with veiy handsome new fiimiture, and both 
landlord and landlady seemed zealous that it 
should be conducted with spirit, in the view 
with which it was built Though the kitchen 
was unfinished and the fire-place merely tem- 
poraiy, the landlady nevertheless enabled the 
Deputation to <^r the hospitality of the Com- 
pany tp }/h. Alderman Thorp, the Governor, 
and a Deputation of the Irish Society, who were 
so good as to visit them. The plan and design 
of the Inn, on use, are proved to be good, and 
do credit to Mr. Gibson, the Compan/s sur- 
veyor. The execution of the works, committed 
to Mr. George Bridger, shows that he is . a 
master of his business, and the Deputation are 
indebted to him for assistance in estimating and 
planning the general scheme of other buildings,

of essential service, not only to the workmen 
and labourers, but also to the shopkeepers and 
the town in general. The continuance of a 
similar circulation will also Ee very useful } and 
therefore, in anticipation of the approval of the 
Court, the Deputation have ordered about 
twenly men to be employed, at wages of about 
one shilling per day during the winter, in pre* 
paring about twenty-five acres, English measure, 
of steep craggy ground unfit for cultivation, and 
overlooking the town of Moneymore, for plant- 
ing in the next spring ; and they have directed, 
that when that work is done, the men shall be 
employed in altering. a little the direction of 
the road leading out of Moneymore towards 
Stewarts-town, and preparing one side of it for 
a row of cabins to be substituted for several 
now in a state of complete ruin. If the Court f hrb^ « to 
shall be pleased to confirm the order as to the 
planting, it will be necessary to give direction 
as to the provision of plants, which it is appre- 
hended may be procured from nurseries at Bel- 
fast or at Armagh. The Deputation appre- 
hend, that when the Court shall have th^MfVey

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of the estate fully before thein» it may be 
thought proper to plant upon a more extended 
scale; and then it may be expedient for the 
Company to take a nursery-man into their ser- 
vice» to grow their own plants and take charge 
of the young plantations. 
*^™""* Dtoi ^^^ Deputation have to congratulate the 
522. "* Court upon their having found the Drapers' 

Dispensary and Schools in a state of consider- 
able progress under the direction of the Go- 
vernors. They have appointed an assistant- 
surgeon, and they have appointed the school- 
masters for the three boys' schools, and have 
provided temporary school-rooms. The school 
at Moneymore, at present, can hold but sixty 
boys, though there are candidates for admission 
to the full number : the girls' schools are not 
yet in a state of activity. As the Court is 
pledged to build school-houses and school-rooms, 
the Deputation thought it their duty to form an 
pngm tut fx opiuiou as to a proper spot for the schools at 

Moneymore ; and they submit, that the site of 
some houses now built upon the spot where 
there anciently was a castle, and which will 
front northward up the main street, will be pro- 
per for that purpose. The reasons which have 
induced the Deputation to think that this spot 
m^y be proper, are, that it is public, and there- 
fore no neglect or great misconduct can subsist

for any great length of time without its being 
g^Mrally known, and it will require the removal 
of but three families, who can all be accommo- 
dated elsewhere ; besides which, the Deputation 
apprehend that at a small expense it may be 
made ornamental to the town, which will have 
a tendency to introduce and make habits of 
cleanliness and order fashionable. 

In investigating the circumstances of the towb oi xoaey. 
townland of Moneymore, which has before been 
reared to, the Deputation thought it their 
duty to visit and go into the interior of almost 
every bouse in the place, and they have the 
pleasure of reporting, that though they found 
much poverty, they perceived very few sick, lu noauiy «ute. 
and none with fever or other conti^oua disorder. 
They were surprised to learn the great amount The ]»«• mt 
of rents which the most miserable huts may be 
said to stand at, including premiums paid on 
entry, in the nature of a good-will, and the 
reserved rents* It may be estimated that the 
rent of a cabin is seldom less than from £4. 10^. 
to £6* per annum, which seems beyond what <a 
labourer (where the rate of wages do not 
exceed lOd. or a shilling per day, and whose 
wife cannot earn by spinning or ot^er woidk 
more than from Sd. to 6d. per day), can afford to 
pay ; and for these high rents many of the in- 
habitants are but partially protected from the 

weather. 
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weather. All the inhabitants do not require the 
same sized dwellings ; but, upon measurement 
of several, the Deputation are of opinion, that 
upon an average each family requires a dwel- 
ling, the square contents of which withinside 
are equal to from S50 to 400 square feet It 
does not seem very material whether this space 
is afforded upon one floor or twa A house of 
twenty-five feet by fifteen, of one floor, gives 
9/5 square feet; a house of half the dimen- 
sions, of two floors, would give the same con- 
tents. A house, however, oi that rate, of one 
floor, is perhaps more convenient, because some 
room must be lost, either by a staircase or even 
a step ladder ; and the inclination of the roctf 
gives more air than could be afibrded to the 
lower floor where there are two, and it gives a 
better space for a garden or outlet backwards ; 
besides which, it is apprehended that the cost 
of a house of one floor would be less than of a 
house of two floors. The Deputation are not pre- 
pared to offer any accurate estimate of the cost of 
such a house, but upon a very rough calculation 
made with the assistance of Mr. George Brid- 
ger, they are induced to hope that it would not 
cost £50, and they are not without expectation 
that it might be managed for £40, or even less ; 
but supposing the expense to be £50, they sub- 
mit that the rent might be fixed at 50s. or £9.

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The Deputation have reason to believe that 
there are now 

3 shop-keepers, 
5 tailors, 

2 shoemakers, 
5 smiths and nailors, 
5 weavers, 
S carpenters, 

4 carmen, 
9 butchers, 

SS labourers, 

12 widows and single persons unable to 
do much work of any sort : 

together sixty-four persons, who inhabit houses 
which ought to be rebuilt, but who have not 
the means of attempting such a work. It is 
probable that persons might be found who 
would take the houses upon rebuilding leases ; 
but then they would insist upon being permitted 
to let them at as much as they could exact, and 
it would have a tendency to authorize the mid* 
die-man system : the Deputation therefore sub- 
mit, that it is advisable for the Company to 
build from sixty to. seventy small houses and 
cabins of different dimensions, for the use of 
those whose houses are now in a ruinous state ; 
they submit, that this should be done gradually, 
as the funds to be destined for the improvement 

of 
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of the estate will admit of it It is submitted, 
if the Court shall adopt this suggestion^ that a 
general plan should be formed, and in such 
manner that the butchers, smiths and nailors, 
carmen, and persons of such like occupations, 
should have their slaughter-houses, smithies, 
stables, workshops, &c. at the backs of their 
houses and out of public view. 
^ The Court is already aware that the Presby- 
terian Meeting«house at Monejonore is in a very 
iiiraiaowitato. ruinous state. From a view taken by the De- 
putation, they fear that a crowded congregation 
in one of the galleries might not only bring it 
down, but draw down one of the walls with it 
The Deputation met the elders of the Meeting: 
no precise plan or estimate is formed, but it is 
to be feared that if the expense were estimated 
at less than £1,000 it would prove erroneous. 
Whatever the expense may be, the congregation 
are unable to contribute more than about £300. 
It is submitted to the Court to consider to what 
extent it would be expedient for the Company to 
provide any further sum which may be wanted. 
If the Court should determine to supply what- 
ever may be the deficiency, it is submitted that 
it should be upon condition that the Company 
should have the control of the plan, so that it 
may be handsome ; and that if it is built on the 
site heretofore suggested, viz, the entrance of 

the 
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tlie town from Cookstowri, then, that the site of 
the present Meeting, with all the old materials^ 
should be given up to the Company. 

The erection of the Scutching-mill, ordered The scutchinc. 
by the Court on the 11th March last, was de- 
layed, on hearing that the Trustees of the Linen 
Board hesitated as to the preference which had 
been given to the Scotch principle ; the Depu« 
tatioxi therefore called at the office of the Board 
on the subject, and were then invited by Mr. 
Corry, the secretary, to address a letter to the 
Boards which they did, and received a very 
polite reply, but which did not reach them till 
after they had left Ireland. Mr. Corry verbally 
recommended the Deputation to confer with 
Mr. Bradshaw, near Belfast, as practically ex- 
perienced in the use both of the Scotch and Irish 
mills. The Deputation therefore went to Mr. 
Bradshaw, who seemed perfectly conversant 
with the subject^ and showed mills upon each of 
the principles ; upon the whole he preferred the 
Irish mill. The Deputation cannot pretend to 
much knowledge in mechanism ; but, on con- 
sideration, it appeared to them that some parts 
of the operation of scutching would be best 
performed by the Scotch machinery, and other 
parts by the Irish machinery; and they have 
therefore requested Mr. Rowley Miller to con- 
s^t Mr. Bradshaw upon that point, and to 

procure 
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procure a correct estimate of a scutching^mill 
from Mr, Thompson, of Newton Ardes, a mill- 
wright employed by Mr. Bradshaw. They have 
also requested him to confer with Mr. Bradshaw 
as to another scutching-mill, for which Mr. 
Samuel Hill has a patent, though the terms on 
which he is willing to permit the use of his 
patent right, viz. one guinea per week, or half 
the profit, seem to preclude any attention to it; 
besides which, the result of experiments made 
with his machinery before the Right Honourable 
John Foster, who is one of the most active 
members of the linen Board, and Mr. Brad- 
shaw and others, according to certificates by 
die persons present, do not seem to entitle Mr. 
HilPs machinery to any preference. 
jmrtai. The Court will recollect, that when the De- 
putation, in 1817, submitted to the Court the 
propriety of giving an annual gratuity to the 
priest of Moneymore, it was submitted that if 
the services of the other Catholic clergy should 
be requested and given for the schools and 
medical establishment then projected and since 
carried into execution, it might be proper to 
pay similar personal compliments to the other 
priests. That case has now happened; it is 
therefore submitted to the consideration of the 
Court, whether gratuities of ten guineas each 
should not be annually paid to the Rev. Bernard

without stating the high estimation in which try. 
the Company are held for their endeavours to 
ameliorate the condition of their tenantry and 
of the resiants upon their estates, in which the 
Deputation feel the strongest expectation of 
success ; and more . especially, as they have 
witnessed the effects which have been produced 
by the education, industry, and order, which 
prevail at the Merino factory of Messrs. Nowlan 
and Shaw at Ealkenny, where the effect has 
been, that for several years there has been no 
occasion for the interference of any magistrate 
for any act committed in his parish ; and where> 
at the distribution of the church-money oi^ the 
last Christmas, there was no person in such 
necessity as to require any of it. It is to be 
hoped, that education and habits of industry, 
order, and cleanliness, will produce the same 
effects in the county of Londonderry as they 
have produced at Kilkenny.

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The Deputation appointed by the Court of 
Assistants on the 7th of August last, to go 
to Ireland with full power to make Agree- 
ments for resetting the Company's Estate in 
the County of Londonderry, and other busi- 
ness, proceeded there pursuant to the said 
Order. 

The Deputation, on their arrival, were sorry 
to find the Compan/s Agent so extremely ill 
as to be disabled from rendering them any per- 
sonal assistance in the object of their mission : 
this, however, was in a great measure com- 
pensated by the very able help which they re- 
ceived from Mr. William Miller, who had very 
carefully reviewed the present circumstances 
attendant on the Company's property, and from 
Mr. Rowley Miller, who, for the last twelve 
months, had devoted as much. of his time as 
his own public vocations and a distant residence 
would admit, to the assistance of his father, 

during 
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during his indisposition, in the business in the 
Agent's office, 
of The Deputation first applied themselves to 
^^ to the adjustment of the rents at which, upon the 
ttenaifc principles approved by the Court, the several 

tenements ought to be let This was an openu 
tion of considerable difficulty ; as justice to the 
Company as well as to the tenantry seemed to 
render it improper to rely wholly, either upon 
the valuation made by Mr. Stewart or the mere 
opinion of Mr.. Willian Miller, wiAout investi* 
gating the grounds upon which they had seve- 
rally made their oaioulations. This investiga- 
tion was made by xefisrring to the detailed 
memoranda of several fonnw valuations at dif* 
ferent periods, and by comparison of the rents 
at present actually paid. In this, proceeding, 
the Deputation derived much confidence from 
finding that the opinions of Mr. William MHler 
and Mr. Stewart almost invariably cmncided as 
to the qualities of the different tenements and 
c£ the diftrent parts of eai^h tenement, though 
there appeared to be^ difference in4lieii! opinion 
as to the rents which ought to be set upim 
them : Mn Stewart: seeming to set a higher 
value upon the poor land than Mr.W91iim 
Miller thought ought to be set upon it, as with 
reference to the richer land, which Mr. Miller 
appreciated at a higher rate thitn Mr. Stewart. 

Much 
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.Much of the land had. been valued by a Mr. 
Fatetson (a: land valuer of high character aod 
eminence) inthey^ais 1809f 1810, 1811^ and 
1812, when rents were higher than they had 
ever been before or can now be considered 
-to be. «.The Deputation had the advantage of 
referring to his memoranda and chlculations : 
with this assistance, the Deputation investigated 
the value of l^dSI different holdings, and exer- 
cised their discretion as- to the rents at which 
each ought to be let, exclusive of the value of 
the turf-bog for fuel, of which, in every case 
(where there is an opportunity of doing it), it 
is proposed to assign a certain portion to each 
holding, at an additional rent hereafter to be 
fixed. . ' 

The Deputation having determined upon the a»diticiM of tiw 
rents, proceeded to settle the conditions of the ^"^"^^"^ 
diff^ent lettings. As to the lengths of the 
terms to be granted (with the exertion of the 
houses in lands immediately adjoining the town 
of Moneymore, and three or four particular 
cases), they accord with the resolutions of the 
Court on the 7th of August last ; and as to 
other points^ the Dq[iutation determined ^t 
the tenants should be restricted from dividing 
their holdings, or from increasing the dwelling- 
houses upon them. That they should be re- 
stricted from alienating or underletting their

tenements or lands without the previous license 
of the Compan J. That if any tenant should wish 
to part with his lease» he should be required to 
apprize the Company's Agent thereof; and that 
the Agent should find some person to take the 
lease» and pay for it such sum as it should be 
estimated to be worth, with reference to the 
actual value of the premises, the rent reserved, 
and the term that should remain unexpired 
That any tenant who, with the license of the 
Company, should acquire the lease of another 
tenant, should be entitled to have a new lease 
of both holdings, for such term, to be computed 
from the commencement of the oldest of the 
two leases, as the amount of the two rents 
would have entitled a lessee to, according to 
the general rules fixed by the Company. That 
certain audit days for the tenants paying their 
rents should be fixed ; and if they were not 
then paid, the tenants should be made liable to 
double rent That those audit days should be 
settled by the Company, to be held at such 
periods as they should have reason to. think 
would be most convenient to the tenants. That 
the tenants should incur a forfeiture of their 
leases on being convicted of any ofience against 
the revenue laws or the acts against tumultuous 
risings, or of the administration of unlawful 
oaths, or if they should become bankrupt or 

notoriously 
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notoriously insolvent, or if their leases should 
be taken in execution or upon any legal process, 
or become liable to be alienated by any operation 
of law. That as the forms of the leases were 
not then settled, the Company reserved to them- 
selves the power of introducing into them such 
covenants and provisions as should effectuate 
the objects above expressed, and as they should 
deem expedient and reasonable for securing the 
rents, the due cultivation of the lands, the re* 
pair and cleanliness of the premises, the preser^ 
vation, encouragement, and growth of timber ' 
and wood, and for opening, making, and repair- 
ing, and settling all disputes about new and old 
roads, water-courses, and such like matters; 
and that, on the determination of the leases, the 
Company should use their own discretion as to 
granting new leases, or taking the premises into 
hand, or other disposition thereof* 

The Deputation beg to lay before the Court FMmorpropottb 
the form of the proposals which they sent to the 
several tenants upon the principles above re- 
ferred to. They sent them only to such tenants 
as had cleared all their arrears ; and the Depu- 
tation are glad to be able to state, that (with 
two or three exceptions only) all the proposals 
issued were cheerfully accepted ; and the Depu- 
tation are thoroughly satisfied, that by veiy far 
the majority of those with whom they have made 

R agreements 
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BgreementB for leases consider that they have 
Ibeen liberally dealt with on the part o£ die Com<^ 
pany. As the tiiif4>pg has not yet been divided 
and valued, and as the lands occupied by tenants 
who are in arrear have not yet been tteated with, 
the Deputation cannot fbrnish the Court with a 
complete rental ; they .are able^ howeveri to 
state with confidence, that, exclusive of the 
valiie of the turf4>og, and exclusive of the value 
of. the several nulls upon the estate and of the 
tolls of the fair, and without setting any valu^ 
iq>on the ground and buiiding-s devoted to^public 
purposes, or what has been taken into hand for 
plantations or for the. cabins in Moneymore, the 
rents will amount to £9f 6264 its. 6d. British 
currency, which is £9Mi 4s^Sd. less than the 
sum at which the' whole estate was let by Sir 
Wm. Rowley* When the turf-bog is valued and 
the mills and cabins shall have been set, the 
tental will exceed what was the rental in Sir 
William's time* 
st y of ittti y The Deputfrtion are glad to have it in their 
power to say, that on the Mone3rmore division 
no tenant is in arrear, and that all the tenants, 
being in number 378 (except the ocaqpiers of 
small houses and, cabins in the town)^ have 
made agreements for new leases ; of which 
number, according to the resolutions of the 
Court and the rents now set, forty-seven are 

entitled 
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entitled to have freehold leases, forty-nine are 
entitled to leases for twenty^-one years, sixty-two 
to^ leases for fourteen years, one hundred and 
sixteen to leases for seven years, and 'one hun- 
dred and fonr are tenants frbmyear to year. 
When^liie bog shall have beeni assigned and 
vaiudd, severii of tiie tenants wfll be found eta^ 
titled to bQ pdaced in a superior class of lease to 
that in which, accdrditig to their rents above 
referred to, they are now entitled. It is neces^ 
sary here to femark, that the townland of Money- 
more is one of the exceptions to the adoption of 
the general rules* It was deemed expedient to 
let the houses in the tdWt^ which ^e above the 
description of c$abini, for terms of twenty-one 
years, without referenda to the amount of th^ 
rents ; and^ in like manner, without reference 
tO' the rents of the lands immediately close to 
the ix>wn;' to let them only for seven years. A 
term of tweiity-bne years for the houses seemed 
necessary io instire that th^y should be kept in 
repair f 'and ii seMaed sidvisable not to let the 
land gxi^wt of the jpiowet of the Company for 
more lliail Ueven years, that they might hereafter 
be better enabled to (consult the convenience of 
the inUabxtants as w^I as t6 have the iineahs of 
future iiUptovement of the town. 

With i^peet to the Brackadliavgalloii Divi^ ^^^^^ 
sion, a large majority of the tenants have deaxed

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their arrears, and have accepted the proposals 
made to them for new leases. On this division, 
of the agreements mad^ twenty-one tenants are 
entitled to freehold leases^ fourteen to leases for 
twenty*one years^ forty-finor to leaaeafor fourteen 
years, one hundred and twenty-four to leases 
for seven years, and two hundred and ei^t are 
tenants who hold from year to year ; and there 
are ninety*five tenants who are in arrear, and 
with whom no agreements have yet been made. 
Nevertheless, the circumstances of their several 
holdings have been considered by the Deputa- 
tion, and the rents at which it appeared to them 
they ought to be let have been fixed*

an equally favourable result as to the Ballina^ 
screen Division : it is in that part of the estate 
that the heavy weight of arrear is to be found. 
Agreements have been made only with ninety- 
two tenants on this division, of which eight are 
entitled to freehold leases, three to leases for 
twenty-one years, twenty-two to leases for four* 
teen years, and twenty-nine to leases for seven 
years ; and there are thirty who will hold from 
year to year j and there are 305 in arrear, with 
whom no agreements have yet been made»

Deputation for letting ^ ^^ « ^ 
any part .of the property bis contained any j^ ""*^ 
stipulation for the Company's being at any ex^ 
pensa either for presebt or future repairs^ re- 
building, or improvements. The exception tb 
this is in the townland of .Gfortnaskea, in. the 
BaUinascreen Division, where there is a fatm 
£rom whidh a tenant had been ^ected three ot 
fi>ur years ago, and which has remained unoc* 
cupied^ and thie buildings have been wholly des« 
troyed« Several reasons induced the Depqta* 

tion 
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tion to agree with Mn Was, to whom they have 
let it, that the Company should build a house, 
with other sufficient conveniences, for the oc^ 
cupation of the land. 

The Deputation found the Rev. John Mdes- 
worth Sti4>le8, the rector of lissane, in posses- 
non of about nine acres and a half of land, 
English measure, partly in the townland of Bal- 
lyforlea, and partly in the townland of Dunman, 
which abutted upon,. and which he had laid into 
ornamental ground belonging to his glebe ; he 
has filled the ground with thriving plants, which 
are registered according to the plantation laws 
of Ireland. The Deputation considered that 
the general rules adopted for letting the Com- 
pany's estate could not be properly applied to 
this land, and they trust that the Court will ap- 
prove of their having agreed with Mr. Staples 
that he should have a lease of these pieces of 
land for the whde of his incumbency of the 
rectory of Lissane.

arises in the case of Robert Bryan, Esq. who 
hcids a large farm in the townland of Gortakurk, 
in the Brackasliavgallon Division. The rent 
would have entitled Mr. Bryan to a lease for 
thirty-one years: the Deputation, however, 
have let it to him for one year only, at the 

end 
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end of which the matter will be open to new 
treaty. 

In consonance with the principle adopted by Agveemnt wuh 
the Court, that it is advisable to oner induce- 
ments for the residence of gentry in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Company's, estate,, the Deputa- 
tion have agreed with Robert Torrens, Esq% of 
Derrinoid (who has built a mansion-house, and 
resides on his own freehold estate, adjoining the

mountain townland of Dunlogan, belonging to 
the Company in the Ballinascreen Division), to 
make him a grant of the exclusive right of sport- 
ing on that townland during his life, if he shall 
so long reside and have a domestic establish- 
ment at Derrinoid, at a nominal rent of 1^« per

tions for the drainage (which can only be done 
gradually) of some large bogs, so as in the 
course, of three or four years to be in a state to 
be cut out for fueL 
With respect to the Mills, the Deputation Agnmmt with

were not much surprised at finding that the de- 

s termination 
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terini]idti0n to relieve the tenants tdtogether 
from suit of mill had, for the present, withdrawn 
custom from the milb, and that the millers 
should be unprepared to manage free mUls, and 
therefore they made no attempt to treat for 
letting either the BaUinascreen or Gortahurk 
Mills. As to the Monejrmore Mill, which had 
been let in the year 1817 to Mr. M'Rejmolds, 
it appeared that he had entered upon it (owing 
to some misapprehension between him and Mr. 
Miller), in full reliance that he was to be con* 
sidered as having a tenant-right pretension to a 
lease, with the benefit of suit of mill by the 
tenants with a toll ; and as this misapprehension 
was made evident to the Deputaticm, they hopp 
they will be excused for having agreed with Mn 
M^Reynolds to consider him as tenant from 
May I8I7 to May next, at a rent of only £S0 
per annum ; and that next May he shall give up 
the mill, and that the Company shall purchase 
the fixtures at the same price which he paid for 
them. 
NoMynmMiiL Thc Moueymorc Mill is entitled to a very 

powerful stream of water, and has a fall by which 
it might be appropriated to any purpose. It is 
at present fitted up only for making. oatmeaL 
It has two very old unserviceable water-wheels^ 
which, if in repair, are so constructed as pro- 
bably to lose two-thirds of the power with 

which 
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which they might be made to work : the mill-; 
lace ia also badly fonoed, and for want of a 
proper milUpond or Teseryoir^ not only loses a 
great deal of wafer, but unnecessitrily heads it 
back upon the land of Mr. Wright, a neighbour-* 
^g g^tleman $ and the Deputation are much 
incUned to consider (though they are aware that 
the prevailing opinion in the country is against 
them), that if the Mone3rmore mill were put into 
a proper state of repair, with apparatus for 
grinding and dressing wheat as well as oats, it 
would answer well in the hands of an active 
and intelligent miller, and that the town and 
neighbourhood would feel some inconvenience 
if it were not to be continued lus a com-milL 
The DeputatLon, therefore, humbly submit as 
thejor opinion, that it would be advisable for the 
Court, at the expense o£ the Company, to have 
the miliUiSMre put into thorough repair, and to 
have ' a prefer, reservoir or pond made to the 
northward ^of the town, with proper banks to 
pxtstectthe land of Mn Wright, and odier land 
»o^ injured by the water which goes to waste» 
and to provide a new water* wheel of about 
eighteen ieet diameter, to be made with a cast- 
iron abaft, koa arms, and iron rim and wood- 
&k' buckets, to work«s an overshot wheel, and 
thmi.to advertise for. proposals. for hiring the 

mill for any purpose that any person making 

the 
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the proposal may suggest, giving, however, pre- 
ference to its being used as a corn-mill, if a 
proper offer for that purpose should be made. 
The Deputation are inclined to think, that if 
there shall be a satisfactory offer for taking it as 
a corn-mill, a term of seven years will be suffi- 
dent to be granted at present ; but this, how* 
ever, must be left to be determined when pro- 
posals shall come in. 
rhsmnitiAB. It may be convenient, in this place, to state 

that the Flax-mill which the Court ordered to 
be built at Annahavil is completed, and at wotki 
the wheel and the machinery appear to be good, 
and to do credit to the mill-wright. The mill 
was not completed tiU the Deputation arrived 
at Moneymore, when they learnt to their regret 
that Mr. M'Gill, the gentleman who was thought 
of as the tenant for it, had died the day before 
they reached the place. He is succeeded by a 
son, to whom the Deputation have agreed to 
let the farm occupied by him ; but the Depu- 
tation had not sufficient data, nor had the pre- 
sent Mr. MHjrill had sufficient experience in the 
flax trade, to enable either party to conclude 
an agreement; the mill was therefore worked 
by a flax-dresser recommended by Mr, Brad- 
shaw, of Newton Ardes, on account of the 
Company, at the same rate at which flax was 
dressed by other mills in the country. The 

present 
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present Mr. M<jill will superintend the mill 
and receive its earnings ; and it is probable that 
by next spring the Court will have sufficient 
information to enable them to make some con* 
tract with Mr. M<jill) for him to take it as a 
tenant; and perhaps, in the first instance, it 
may be advisable to let it only from year to 
year.

Deputation believe that if the Gortahurk mill 
were to be abandoned as a grist-mill, the Com- 
pany's tenants would be put to no inconveni* 
ence, as there are other mills in the neighbour- 
hood at which they could have their com 
ground ; but the Deputation are not aware that 
there is any flax-mill in that part of the country, 
jand therefore it is probable that the present 
power of water at Gortahurk might be mwe 
usefully applied to the dretmig of flax than 
to the grinding of com. 

The Deputation have made no agreements, 
nor did they come to any determination as to 
the rents at which the smaller houses and cabins 
in the town, of Moneymore should be let. The 
Deputation submit, that for the current year, 
the Company^s Agent may be authorized to take 
horn the occupiers of such houses «s fall stricdy 
widiin the term of cabins, such sum on account 
as shall be equal to their present rents, subject 
to a future adjustment when the neW cabins 
now building shall have been finished ; so that 
their cost may be ascertained, and that the 

Court. 
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Court may be able to fix the rents which ought 
to be set upon them according to their different 
classes. 

The arrears by the several tenaQts, particu* AmuBorraDtat- 
larly in the * Ballinascreen Division^ form an mine and pJi^ 

. knee in 1816 nd 

object of anxious consideration : it is quite clear in7- 
that their origin is to be attributed to the 
famine and pestilence which prevailed in the 
years 1816 and 1817. The distance of Balli* 
nascreen from Moneymore may, in some mea- 
8ure» have contributed to sweU their present 
amounti as Mr. Miller has latterly been unable 
to ride so far, and personally to watch the state 
of each person's recovery from the effect of the 
calamities above alluded to. The question^ 
what course it is now most advisable to pursue, 
is difficult, and may not admit of an answer 
universally applicable. There is little or no 
reason to doubt but that several of the tenants 
now in arrear are in that miserable state of 
poverty, that it can hardly be expected that 
they can ever be able to pay what is due from 
them. That, however, is not the case with all 
who are in arrear, as there is reason to believe 
that there are several tenants who have it now; 
in their power to clear their arrears, but who 
pretfsnd poverty in expectation that the arrears 
may be forgiven ; and it is to be hoped that 
there is another, and probably a numerous 

class. 
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class, who are yet struggling against the effects 
cf the unfortunate years 1816 and 1817f who, 
though not at present able to pay the whole of 
their arrears, may, by indulgence, be able here- 
after to redeem themselves, and to prosper. 
^ Under these circumstances, the Deputation felt 
jj^l^jjjjjj^'j^ it prudent to hold out most rigorously, that every 
thecoQit. tenant who had not paid his arrear by the 1st 

of the present month would be turned out from 
his holding : this threat produced some small 
eflect, and it is believed brought into the Com- 
pany's office about £500 of arrears which would 
not otherwise have come in. The Deputation, 
however, cannot recommend to the Court to 
act up to the full rigour of the threat held out. 
The event, perhaps, may be doubtUd ; but, upon 
the whole, the Deputation submit, that if the 
Company's Agent can obtain evidence amount- 
ing to a reasonable certainty, of some of the 
tenants who have been able to clear their arrears, 
but have not done so, that they should be-imme- 
diately distrained upon, and the whole of their 
chattels applied, as far as they will go, in liqui- 
dation of the arrear that they severally owe ; 
and that they should also be ejected, and on no 
account received as tenants of any part of the 
Company's property: that as to those who, 
there may be reason to believe, are so impove- 
rished that they are not able either to clear their 

arrears 
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arrears or to hold their tenements with advan^ 
tage to themselves^ that endeavours should be 
made to induce them to quit voluntarily, and 
in the event of their delaying to quit, that some 
of them should be ejected by legal process, by 
way of example ; but that the few chattels which 
they may possess should not be distrained or 
taken from them ; and that as to those whose 
habits are industrious, and where there appears 
a reasonable prospect that, though not able to 
clear their arrears at present, they may recover 
themselves, it is submitted that indulgence 
should be shown to them, and that they should 
be encouraged by having conditional agreements . 
for the continuance of their holdings, in the 
event of their being able to discharge their 
arrears ; and it is submitted, that a proper test 
of their ability may be by their finding two res- 
pectable friends or neighbours who have cleared 
their arrears, who will pledge themselves that 
the arrear shall be discharged by equal instal- 
ments in two years, and that in the mean time 
the current rent according to the new agreement 
shall be kept down. 

The Deputation are enabled to report, that ^ornxdnmotth^

The Deputation were happy in carrying into 
execution the resolutions of the Court as to en- 
closing ground for a linen-market: the spot fixed 
upon is immediately at the back of the gardens 
of the new school-houses. The foundation of 
the south wall of the ancient, castle is the foun- 
dation of the north wall of the linen-market, 
which is a parallelogram, extending about ninety 
feet from east to west, and about sixty feet 
from north to south ; it is enclosed on aU sides 
by a high wall, having an entrance at the west 
end, through a strong iron pallisade gate from 
the lane leading from the town down to the mill. 
In fixing upon this spot, as well as in the inters 
nal arrangements, the Deputation were, guided 
by what they collected (at the iair on the Slst 
of September), were the sentiments, of the 
majority of the Linen-doapers who attend tiie 
market There is abundant room for the pre- 
sent trade, by the stands being placed closely 
parallel to the four walls, which will be a pro- 
tection to the Drapers against tlieir. Imng 
annoyed by webs of linen being ofiered to .them 
by the weavers at the same time both before-«id 
behind.

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be sufiScient room ibr circalar or oval stands in 
the centre, into which the Drapers may be ad- 
mitted, so a^ to have the weavers in front of 
them all round.

the Drapers, however (whose convenience it was 
the object of the Company to provide for), 
seemed thther to prefer an entire exposure to 
the bpen ^r, and their present temporary stands.

school-houses which the Company are pledged 
to build on the Brackasliavgallon and Ballina- 
screen Divtsions of their estate. The Court 
are aw^e, that it was difScult on both these 
divi»iom^ t6 find diiy ode central spot which 
would nM; be too* far distant from the extremities 
to ^'enable ther ^whole of ihe populatioii which 
needs gratuitous education for their children in 
each division, to send them to the school of the 
division to which they may belong. With a 
view to meet, this inconvenience, it occurred to 
the Deputation, that merely for the objects 

which 
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which it is proposed should be taught in the 
schools, an attendance of the children every 
other day would be sufficient; and, for that pur- 
pose, one school-house erected about midway 
between the centre of each division and either 
extremity of the same division, would afibrd an 
opportunity alternately for the master to in- 
*struct one set of boys at one of the schools one 
day, and another set of boys at the other school 
on the next day ; and that the mistress, in like 
manner, might on alternate days have the use 
of the school not used for the boys, for the in- 
struction of two sets of girls. This arrangement 
might also have another advantage, inasmuch 
as it is believed, that upon the prevailing system 
of education a master or mistress can instruct 
one hundred children at once, with nearly the 
same facility as they can instruct half the num- 
ber ; so that, without any increase of expense^ 
the benefit of education may be conferred^ by 
attendances every other day, upon twice the 
number of children that it could be conferred 
upon if each child was ho attend daily. This 
suggestion for an alteration has not been con- 
sidered by the Governors convened at a board ; 
but the Deputaticm know that it is approved 
by many individually, and have no doubt but 
that it would meet with their general concur- 
rence. The Deputation have taken no measures 

for 
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for the erection of the schools beyond ascertain- 
ing what^ in their opinion, would be the proper 
sites of them if the plan suggested shall be 
adopted ; and, if it shall be sanctioned and ap- 
proved by the Court, it is submitted, that a

This quantity exceeds what it 
would be desirable to plant in one year, as well 
with reference to the expense as witix refeience

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to the employment of the labourers for whom it 
seems advisable prospectively to preserve work. 
The Deputation have therefore left instructions^ 
that from twenty to twenty-five acres, English 
measure, should be enclosed, and planted .in 
the present season, and about the same quantity 
in each succeeding season, until the whole is 
completed; and, subject to the approval of the 
Court, the Deputation have ordered the same 
assortment of plants, and in the same propor- 
tions as were planted last year, viz* oaks, sweet 
chesnuts, ash, beech, jsycamore, firs, and larch, 
and a few mountain ash for ornament. The 
Deputation do not think that the soil pr cir- 
cunistances of any of the spots reserved for 
planting would be suitable for elm, which if 
there were an opportunity it would be desirable^ 
to cultivate. Before they leave this subject, the 
Deputation beg to state, that they have t^l^en 
the liberty of desiring that a few thousand plants 
more than will be wanted for the Company's 
planting should be provided, and given to those 
tenants who 'may be desirous of planting them, 
and who may be likely to take care of them 
upon their own farms. 

The Deputation are happy iq stating^ tha|; pumtetkm in the 
the plantation made last year in the townland 
of Moneymore appears to be well enclosed and 
r^ularly planted } and that, with very few ex- 
ceptions

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ceptions indeed, all the plants were evidently 
alive and seemed to be healthy. There are 
some holes reserved for chesnut plants, which 
owing to a disappointment in the supply last 
year were not filled; it is proposed to make 
good the deficiency in the present year with 
chesnut plants, if good ones can be obtained. , 

The Deputation have ordered several private 
roads to be made for the use of the tenants, viz» 
one to be continued from the townland of 
Tulnagee, up the mountain in the townland of 
Tirgan, to enable them to bring down turf for 
fuel from an extensive bog in Camdeasie, with a 
level cut about two-thirds up the mountain across 
the towns of Camcose and Brackasliavgallon, 
to a lime-stone quarry in Miscaim ; and another 
road from the lower parts of the townland of 
Brackasliavgallon to the same }ime-stone quarry, 
and another road from the town of Longfield to 
a lime-stone quarry in Boveah. Some new com- 
munications are also* ordered to be made on the 
townlands of Kirlea and Drumconready ; they 
will be of no great extent, and their object is 
merely to save some drafts up hill, and to 
shorten distances for the tenants. The expe- 
diency of these roads can only be judged of by 
inspection of the maps. 

The Deputation were somewhat^surprised to 
find, that the elders of the Presbyterian meeting 

at 
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at Moneymore had miscalculated the number of 
persons for whose accommodation it would be 
necessary to provide. It is now considered by 
the meeting, that if seats shall be provided for 
600 or 650 persons they will be sufficient ; the 
Deputation have therefore suspended the pre- 
parations for the foundation for the new meet- 
ing till the Court shall have reviewed the plan. 
The ground immediately opposite the end of 
the Stewarfs-town road is approved asa proper 
situation for the new meeting, and the Deputa- 
tion have fixed upon it, and have given instruc- 
tions as to the line in which the front should be 
set, with reference to further improvements 
which thiey will suggest to the Court.

of his correctness, skill, judgment, and inte- 
grity as a surveyor ; and that, considering the 
bad state of the weather during the winter of 
1817-18, the length of time which he and his 
assistants were laid up by the fever which raged 
in that country, there is no reason whatever to 
think that he did not use as much expedition as 
was in his power. The Deputation derived con- 
siderable 
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siderable assistance from him in the course of 
the treaty which they have lately been engaged 
in with the tenants, particularly in unravelling 
the intricacies in which tenants, branched from 
different families respectively, had involved their 
holdings in common. The Deputation can 
conscientiously recommend Mr. Stewart for any 
business which the Company may have occasion 
to employ a surveyor upon.

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FIFTH REPORT, 

(DATED aOUi JULY 188?.) 



The Deputation appointed by the Court of d«p^«» ^ ^ 
Assistants on Irish AflPairs, of the 7th April last^ 
to visit the Company*s estates in the county of 
Londonderry, having proceeded thither in pur- 
suance of that resolution, beg to report to the 
Court the result of the observations they have 
made. They cannot refuse themselves the plea- 
sure of congratulating the Company on the sue- 
cess which has attended the Court's ejQTorts for 
the amelioration of the condition of their te- 
nantry in Ireland, and the consequent improve* improved mpiw. 
ment of the estate, from which they think the 
Company may justly entertain well-founded 
hopes of increased prosperity in the course of 
a few years« 

' With one exception only, which will be ad- 
verted to hereafter, the Deputation found the 
tenantry of all sect^ living in great harmony 
among themselves and with each other, the 

plantations 
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JJJ^SSi.**^ plantations generally thriving and liealthy, and 
^12;;^ •* the schools well attended: and although the 

return made by the surgeons of the Dispensary, 
both on the Moneymore and the Ballinascreen 
division, shews a large increase of the number 
of patients relieved^ the Deputation have no 
reason to conclude that the cases of sickness 
have increased in the same ratio, but consider 
it rather as an indication of the extended use- 
fulness of the institution. 

The Deputation learnt that the drought of 
the summer of 1826 had irendered the crops 
upon the greater part of the estate very unpro* 
€3ood|in»i«eiibr ductive. Thc appearance> however, of the 
lands which are in a higher state of cultivation, 
as wdl as: those reclaimed from bog, give 
hopes of a very difikreat ^uid much more' favour^ 
able result for the harvest of r this year ;i and the 
almost unifOrnt; anxiety laani&sted by the te« 
nants oh att parts, of the estate, not to be de^ 
prived of }any part of their holding, seems to 
indicate a feeling,, on theiB part, of satisfaction 
at the terms upon which the lands have been 
set: and) it is worthy of remark^ that in thtf 
various petitions for relief prescind* to^the

The Deputation have reason to think that the 
estate would be much benefitted, if there were 
Better ihoiM aod a fcw shops aud houses of a somewhat better 

description than those already built by the 
Company in the town, to be occupied by a su- 
perior class of society. Should this suggestion 
be approved by the Court, the Deputation beg 
to recommend the experiment being made by 
building three or four good shops on the west 
side of the High street, and an equal number 
of houses of at least two stories with convenient 
cellaring, in some of the adjoining streets, fit 
for the residence of gentlemen who could afford 
to pay a rent of from £S0 to £50 a year. In 
submitting this recommendation, the Deputa- 
tion have great confidence, both in the readi- 
ness with which tenants would offer for such 
houses, and the improvement which would 
result to the neighbourhood : and for the pur- 
pose of affording additional accommodation to 
tlie inhabitants of such buildings, the Deputa- 
tion would also recommend, that the Agent be 
requested to reserve such portions of the adjoin- 
ing lands as shall appear to him desirable when 
they come into hand.

established at Moneymore. The mode in which 
it is conducted seems to justify the conclusion 
that it has been beneficial to the town ; and the 
Deputation have good reason to think also pro- 
fitable to Mr. Henry the landlord. Various 
travellers have recorded their satisfaction at the 
comfortable accommodation they had met with 
at the Drapers' Arms, and the reasonableness 
of the landlord's charges. The Court are aware 
that he undertook it as an experiment, and 
whilst the house was in an unfinished state, 
having quitted his established business at Cooks 
Town for the purpose, and that he was allowed 
to hold the house at a rent of only £20 a year 
for the first two years. As an experiment, he 
admits that it has certainly answered his expec- 
tations. The Deputation think it very desirable 
that he should still hold it upon terms which 
should induce him to remain ; and they there- 
fore stated to him, that the Court would not

Upon a good deal of discussion with him on 
the subject, the Deputation finally informed *

This 
being computed at about £95 a year, the De- 
putation beg to recommend that an addition of 
that sum be made to the stipend of each of 
those gentlemen, to take effect from the 12th 
Neirioaiw unit, of May last. The attention of the Deputation

houM at Money, was also callcd to the inconvenience in the 

Surgeon's house occupied by Mr. McKee, aris- 
ing from the want of servants' rooms; the 
house being, in other respects, both well con- 
trived and well buUt The addition of two 
servants' rooms, which might well be made over 
the Dispensary, would make the elevation rather 
more ornamental, and prove essentially useful 
to the resident Surgeon ; and the Deputation 
beg to recommend that two such rooms should 
be added at the expense of the Company, the 
probable amount of which would not exceed 
£100. 

The returns of the numbers of cases relieved 

at 
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at this institution during the different years 
since its establishment, appear to the Deputation 
to warrant their recommending this additional 
expense. 

The Deputation have great satisfaction in JI^JSJSJJL 
bearing testimony to the admirable mode in 
which the Meeting-house at Moneymore for the 
use of the Presbyterians has been constructed. 
The elevation of it is very ornamental to the 
town ; and the workmanship, both external and 
internal, do credit to the builder, Mr. George 
Bridger.

time since, on account of his advanced age and 
increasing infirmities, to retire in a great mea- 
sure from the regular duty in the meeting ; and 
^JJJJJJ^ ^ the Deputation regret much the necessity they 
**'^*'' are under of reporting, that the gentleman 

chosen by the Presbytery to succeed him in 
that pulpit appears not likely to maintain the 
same harmony amongst those who had been in 
the habit of either generally or occasionally at- 
tending his pastoral ministrations there, as pre* 
vailed under those of his predecessor. Shortly 
after the arrival of the Deputation, the petition 
subjoined to this report, signed by some of the 
most respectable members of the congregation, 

n!ji^ii!!S!!' ^"^^ presented by the subscribers, who, in a 

personal conference with the Deputation, ex- 
plained their anxious wish that some measures 
might be adopted for restoring that peace to 
the congregation, which they stated to have 
been essentially disturbed since the occupation 
of the pulpit by the Rev. Mr. Bamett Strongly 
as the Deputation were impressed with the im- 
portance of preserving among all classes and 
sects of the Company's tenants that christian 
fellowship in which they seemed to have been 
so happily united, the Deputation felt great dif- 
ficulty in interposing in a matter of so much 
delicacy, and they therefore used their best 

endea- 
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endeavours to ascertain from dispassionate in- 
dividuals, as well as by a comparison of the 
statements of those more zealously affected on 
either side, to what extent the alleged discord 
prevailed. The Rev, Mn Moore waited also 
himself on the Deputation, and stated to them 
the strong objections he had felt to the election 
of Mr« Barnett as his assistant, and his regret 
at its having taken place. The Deputation 
forbear detailing to the Court the intemperate 
expressions which they were informed had been 
used by Mr. Barnett towards other sects, and 
especially towards the Established Church ; but 
having subsequently had a personal conference 
with himself and his friends (some of whom 
were members of the Synod of Ulster), at 
which Mr. Barnett did not deny having used 
the expressions alluded to, the Deputation felt it RecaiiuiM»datian 
to be a duty they owe to the Court, with a view n^ 
to check the further progress of these dissen-* 
tions, to urge strongly on Mr. Barnett and his 
friends the expediency of his resigning the 
office of Assistant Pastor to the congregation. 
The Deputation did not learn before their de- 
parture that there was much probability of his 
being induced to adopt this measure, and from 
the letter addressed to the Deputation by the 
Elders and Committee of the congr^ation^ 
which is also subjoined to this report, there 

seems 
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seems little reason to expect it The Deputa* 
tion beg, with reference to the situation of the 
Rev. Mr. Moore, who still continues the Pastor 
of the congregation, although the active duties 
are performed by his deputy, to call the atten- 
tion of the Court to their resolution of the 7th 
November last, under which the annual present 
made by the Company to the minister of the 
congregation had been erroneously paid to Mr. 
compny-i w Bamctt Thc Deputation apprehend that the 
^^1u!u^ Court might not be fully aware of the relative 

situation of these two ministers, and they beg 
to recommend that the Company's annual pre- 
sent should not only not be withholden, in this 
instance, from Mr. Moore, but should be con* 
tinned to him in future as heretofore (the neces- 
sity of his retirement from the active duties of 
the office of Pastor having arisen solely from 
his increasing infirmities), and that whilst Mr. 
Moore remains the minister of the congregation, 
no further payment should be made to Mr. Bar- 
nett, or to any gentleman who may succeed him 
as Mr. Moore's assistant 
SMsdiQg cn«r». The Deputation found a body of Presbyterian 
iier.Mr.iutchdL geccdcrs uudcr the ministry of the Rev. Mr. 

Mitchell, who had been recognized as a congre- 
gation by the Presbjrtery of Tyrone, and sub- 
sequently by the Presbyterian Synod of Ireland. 

SSSSTtobuiM ^ petition was presented on their behalf, pray- 
«. ing 
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ing for the grant of a plot of ground within the 
precincts of Moneymore, on which to build a 
meeting-house. The Deputation had not an 
opportunity of learning more concerning them, 
than that they are numerous and respectable ; 
and the Deputation recommend, in case the Court 
shall comply with their request, that the plan of 
the building should be approved by the Court ; 
and judging from what they saw at a conference 
with the members who waited on the Deputa- 
tion on this occasion, they recommend that the 
same annual donation be presented to Mr. Mit- 
chell as to the other Dissenting ministers on the 
Company's estate, his manners and conduct ap- 
pearing to be exemplary, and his ministry likely 
to be productive of good. 

The Deputation made inquiry into the facts 
stated in Mr. Miller's letter to the Clerk, of the ^^T^ 
24th February last, relative to the interference 
of some of the Catiiolic clergy, to prevent their 
flock from reading the Scriptures ; and upon 
hearing a more detailed account of the circum- 
stances, they had no hesitation in directing the 
Company's usual donation to be paid to priest 
McKennah; but from what they learnt of 
the conduct of priest McGeough, they thought 
it their duty to recommend its being withheld 
from him for the present. They are sure the 
Court will feel with them, that the liberality of 

the 
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the Company will be ill applied, if extended to 
those of the Catholic clergy on their estate, 
who, in defiance of the repeatedly expressed 
wish of the Court, have recourse to such un« 
warrantable measures for preventing the perusal 
of the Scriptures. 

The acknowledgment subsequently made by 
priest McKennah of his sense of the liberality 
of the Court, and the warmth with which he 
disclaimed for the past, and deprecated for the 
future, any such interference on his part, satisfy 
the Deputation of the sincerity of his state- 
ment. 

The Deputation have no reason to think that 
the proportion of Catholics to Protestants upon 
the estate has varied much since the census in 
the year 1818 ; but the Deputation feel sure of 
the Court's concurring in the opinion which 
they entertain, that a kind and liberal treatment 
of their Catholic tenantry will best promote that 
christian fellowship which the Company have 
^<o uniformly endeavoured to encourage. With this

jjtaJjrjjU" c». feeling, the Deputation assured the Rev. Hugh 

McOsker, the priest of the Mone3anore Catholic 
chapel, that they would recommend favourably 
to the Court an application by his flock for as- 
sistance ; and they ventured to intimate to him 
their expectation, that as the Court had recently 
given the sum of £50 to the use of the Bal- 

linascreen 
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linascreen chapel, they would do the same for 
that at Moneymore. 

The attention of the Deputation was parti- Newp»ru»d«irdi 
cularly called to the state of the parish church 
in Desertlin, and adverting to the suggestion 
contained in the Report of the 29th November 
1820, they think the Company may now, with 
great propriety, take steps for carrying that 
suggestion into effect. That the present build- 
ing is in a very dilapidated state, is inconve- 
niently small, is not well situated for the use of 
many of the parishioners, and that a new and 
more commodious building would tend to en- 
courage the residence of a superior class* of 
society, are facts, the force of which the De- 
putation had the opportunity of witnessing. 
They beg, therefore, strongly to recommend to 
the early consideration of the Court the under- 
taking this work ; and anticipating the Courts 
favourable view of this suggestion, the Depu- 
tation examined, in conjunction with Mr. Miller 
and his brother, Mr. William Miller, the Rev. 
Mr. Gervaise (the present rector of the parish), 
and the Company's Surveyor, various spots of 
ground which seemed most eligible for this ^ort digiue iite 
object. That which they selected as the best 
adapted for the purpose is on the west side of 
Smith Street, near the High Street, now covered 
by a house in a state of much dilapidation, and

wteMT'^ the accompanying memorial of the rector^ cu- 

rate» and inhabitants^ for this improvement^ 
accompanied by a letter from Mn McGeagh^ 
offering to give up his claim on the house and 
premises^ for the puqx>se of forwarding the 
designs of the Company : and they felt that 
they were anticipating the sentiments of the 
Court, in expressing to Mr. McGeagh their 
thanks for the very handsome manner in which 
the offer had been made by him, and confidently 
assured him, that if the Court adopted the sug- 
gestion of erecting a new church, and approved 
of the site of ground selected by the Deputa- 
tion, he should not be a loser from the sacrifice 
he had so liberally offered to make for the ad- 
vantage of the public. 

The Deputation also learnt, that Mr. Brown^^s 
meeting-house at Tubbermore stood in need of 
some repair ; and they venture to recommend, 
that the sum of £30 be contributed by the 
Company to this object: directing, however, 
that it should be laid out in supplying cfpen 
seats rather than pews, by which means so much 
Reduction of mt morc accommodation can be affi)rded. They 
also recommend that the Rev. Mr. Brown, who 
officiates there, should have some reduction

Indeed, 
they feel confident that they may, with great 
justice, recommend to the Court, that when 
the term for which the Town-Park lands in 
Moneymore were let shall expire, and which 
will be in November next, Mr. Miller be au- 
thorized to reset them for seven years at an 
increase of 8s. or 10^. per acre on the rents 
now payable.

established by the Company. The mistress of 
the girls' school at Inniskam, herself formerly 
one of the pupils, was a striking illustration of 
the advantage of the institution. It was to be 
expected that, iu new establishments of such a 
nature, the experience of a few years would 
suggest many points for improvement in the 
management of them. The Court are aware, 
that when the schools and the Dispensary were 

established 
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established in the year 1818» the Court engaged 
to continue their pecuniary support for a period 
of ten years, reserving to themselves the liberty 
of reviewing these establishments after that pe- 
riod. This will expire on the 12th November 
of next year, and the Deputation have requested 
those of the governors who give their more 
particular attention to the arrangements and 
conduct of the institution, to point out to the 
Court, in ample time for consideration, any 
suggestions for improvements which may occur 
to them ; and the Deputation think that they 
oiay suggest, as an object well worthy the sugg«ittotter«p. 
attention of the Court, and a much fitter one to^!^^ pl^ 
for the application of the sum of £100 now an- 
nually placed at the disposal of the governors 
(out of *^ the Fund for the Encouragement of 
Education and Industry by portioning Maidens 
in Marriage'*), the establishment of a Savings 
Bank, or an institution of that nature, to which 
many of the gentlemen in Moneymore would 
readily give their personal assistance. 

The Deputation are the more anxious to draw 
the attention of the Court to this suggestion, as 
they ascertained that the application of the sum 
of £100 alluded to, is not productive of the 
good effects which were contemplated from 
that appropriation of it 

The Deputation conferred with Mr. Wm. 

Miller 
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Miller of Deny, who had obligingly come 
over to Moneymore for the purpose of meet- 
ing them, upon the subject of the institution 
N€rth.w«c Acri- of the North- West Agricultural Seminary ; 

and they have no hesitation in recommend- 
ing to the Court to take four shares in that 
establishment. The expense is £S5 per share. — 
An institution formed for the purpose of in- 
structing under able masters, and at a mode- 
rate expense, young farmers in the knowledge 
of practical farming, appeared to the Depu- 
tation to merit the encouragement of the Court 
of Assistants ; and they cannot but think that 
the Company's obtaining, by an advance of 
£100, the means of bringing on to their estate 
four young men who will have had opportunities 
of combining a more scientific knowledge of 
agriculture with an education fitted to their 
station, is likely to be productive of great 
benefit. ' 

Should the Court concur in these sentiments, 
and subscribe for the number of shares men- 
tioned, the Deputation think that a much more 
advantageous application might be made of the 
SSjSyT^wb! sum of fifty guineas now annually subscribed 
^^teT to SS for a plate at the Deny Races, by appropri- 
ating it to the support of four pupils annually 
at the North-west Seminary during the period 
of their residence there.

<m the cases of a vanety of memonals, which 
were presented in great numbers to the Depu* 
tatioQ during their stay. Many of them were 
of the most frivolous nature : but, on the con- 
sideration of each case, the Deputation left 
with Mr. Miller such instructions as appeared 
under the circumstances advisable ; and some 
they were obliged to refer wholly to him, as 
embracing points which the Deputation consi- 
dered exclusively within his judgment and 
local knowledge. Many were cases in which 
the Dentation considered that a small pecu- 
niaiy reUef would be most usefuUy bestowed j 
and they availed themselves of the discretionary 
power left with them by the Court, to request 
Mr. MUler to apply the sum of £20, as in the 
name of the Deputation, to their charitable 
relief, according to his knowledge of the 
urgency of the respective cases. The Depu- sugg»tk«forfu.

tation cannot, however, refrain from suggest- 
ing, that whenever the Court shall send another 
Deputation for a similar purpose, it will spare 
tiiem much useless trouble, and the applicants 
much needless anxiety, if they are given to 
understand at once, that no petitions will be 
received but such as have been previously sub- 
mitted to the Company's Agent The entrance 
of the Inn was crowded, during the stay of the 

B b Deputation, 
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Deputation, with the poor people waiting for 
answers to their petitions and memorials. It at 
length became extremely irksome to the Depo. 
tation, to the landlord, and to his guests, and 
probablynot free from expense to the applicants. 
Some cases of age and infirmity were brought 
ibrdwiiiiiitpiir. before the Deputation, where the charity of 

the Company appeared likely to be more 
usefully bestowed in a small annual contri« 
bution, and especially in a country where no 
poor^kws exist, and where it is too well known 
relief must be quite casual. For the alleviation 
of such distressing cases, the Court were 
pleased to place the sum of £10 annually at the 
disposal of Mr. Miller. The Deputation ven-» 
ture, from what they have personally witnessed, 
to recommend an increase of this sum by £20, 
making a total of £30 annually ; and they are 
satisfied that, if the Court are pleased to grant 
this sum, it will be both usefully and judx^ 
ciously applied. 
The Deputation directed the sum of £5. 5& 
iZcSJlirrS to be paid to Thomas McCiystal of Tyrgan^ 
^^iHT^ "^ for the value of a horse which he had lost by 

its falling into a ditch cut by one of the new 
roads lately made leading to the Brackasliav- 
gallon mountain. HLh case appeared one of 
great hardship, and the Deputation thought 
him legally entitled to tiiis compensation. 

They 
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They do not trouble the Court with a detail 
of the various points arising on the discussion 
of the merits of the memorials more imme- 
diately referred to them by the Court of As- 
sistants* In the exercise of their best judgment 
upon the facts elicited in conferences with 
Mr* Miller^ they decided to recommend to the 
Court the reducing John McGuckin's rent £5, 
John Dickson's on his two &vms £9* 5s.^ viz. 
on the Moneyquiggy farm £7* Ss. Lishi and 
on the Dunlogan farm £% Irish' per annum* 

They also beg to recommend favourably an 
application of Dawson Downing of Rocktown, 
for permission to alienate his farm to Henry 
Malahan, as requested in his petition* To 
allow a poor widow, named Mary McAnally, 
to remain in a cabin she has at the rent of 
1^. per annum* To give up half a year's rent, 
£3* 5s. Irish, to Sarah Grice of Ball3rmoile. 
To allow John Rea of Tulnagee, who attended 
the Deputation, to retain his two holdings, 
unless Mr* Miller can find a purchaser for that 
part of it purchased by him of Mr. Kee* To 
set apart the piece of bog adjoining the farm 
of Robert Hutchinson of Moneyquiggy, for 
planting* To deduct £5 per annum from the 
rent of Thomas Hill of Tamloughmore^ for 
a piece of his farm cut off for the purpose' of 
making a new road* To allow Charles and 

John 
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John Keith of Turnaface to sell eight acres of 
thtir land. To arrange with William Morris, a 
baker at Moneymore, for the payment of an 
increased rent of ISs. per annum, on the Com- 
pan/s paying him the sum of £1S. I9s. S<L 
expended by him, according to a statement 
rendered to the Deputation, in building a 
bakehouse, or to remain at the. same rent now 
paid by him, on an understanding that he 
should have some compensation for bis outlay if 
he relinquishes the business : and to agree with 
William Stafford of Moneymore for some addi* 
tional room to his house, and for a bakehouse 
and oven, on his consenting to pay five per 
cent on the money expended in addition to 
the rent he now pays ; or if he gives np the 
business of a baker, to give up the house also, 
that another baker may be put in, in his stead. 
Appuotim «f Upon the testimony of Mr. William Miller, 
as well as Mr. Rowley Miller, to the character 
and conduct of James Quin of Camdeasy, the 
Deputation venture to recommend in his case a 
variance from the general practice <^ the Com- 
pany with their tenants : and they led him to 
hope that the Court would sanction an arrange- 
ment, by which a hundred acres oi land, now 
in his father's occupation, are to be added to 
his own ; he surrendering ten out of the hundred 
to the Company, to be planted by them in 

skirting 
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skirting the farm, on those parts of it which 
Mr. Miller should consider most eligible for the 
purpose, but idthout any abatement of rent : 
tliat he should himself build a farm-house and 
oflSces, two-thirds of tilie expense of which 
should be borne by him, the Company con^- 
tributing the other third, and that he should 
have a lease of the whole for thirty-one years 
from the present time and the three lives 
named in the other freehold leases. 

The Deputation availed themselves of the 
opportunity which was afforded them of shew- 
ing their sense of the polite attentions of the 
neighbouring gentry, by inviting them to an 
entertainment at the Drapers'- Arms. This com- 
pliment on the part of the Company appeared 
to be justly appreciated by all the gentlemen to 
whom invitations were sent, and most of whom, 
to the number of thirty-one, the Deputation 
had the pleasure of receiving with the Com- 
pany's accustomed hospitality. 

The Deputation cannot close their Report companyiAgent. 
without expressing their deep sense of the value 
to the Company of the services of Mr. Rowley 
Miller as their Agent The Court will readily 
conceive, that it requires no ordinary skill, and 
a combination of many qualities, to discharge 
the duties which devolve upon him, amongst a 
tenantry so large, so varied, and so distantly 

situated 
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situated from each other ; aad they had a veiy 
high gratification in witnessing, on veiy many 
occasions, the uiiMuiity of his manners towards 
all classes of the tenantry, combined with a 
firmness which seemed to meet with a retom, 
on their parts, of respect to him individually, 
and as the representative of this Company*

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The Deputation appointed by the Court of 
Assistants^ on the 12th of July last, to visit the 
Company's estates in the county of London- 
deny, report that they proceeded thither ac- 
cordingly in the course of the following month. 

In arranging the time of their departure, one 
object of the Deputation was to have the grati- 
fication of being present at the opening and 
consecration of the new Church at Moneymore, 
which has been built at the Company's ex- 
pense, and which was then just completed^ 
As the Court had felt considerable interest in 
such an arrangement being made as should 
obviate all doubt hereafter, that although the 
Church was built in the parish of Desertlin, 
and intended to be substituted for the old 
Church there, all the Company's tenants who 
resided in the adjoining parishes should receive 
equal benefit from it with the parishioners of 

Desertlin, 
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ably deferred, which afforded the Deputation the 
opportunity of attending the last service per- 
formed in the old Church. 

It would be a gratifying, but not a very easy 
task, adequately to describe the interesting 
scene afforded by the performance of the solemn 
ceremony of consecrating the new Church. 

The Honourable and Rev. John Pratt Hewitt, 
the Rector, and the Rev. Thomas Lindsay, 
the Curate, assisted the Bishop of Down in the 
services of the day, and all the clergy of the 
neighbouring parishes attended him while dis- 
charging his sacred office ; after which Mr. 
Hewitt delivered an excellent and impressive 
discourse, to a congregation of nearly twelve 
hundred persons, whose propriety of demeanour, 
and the deep and devotional interest which they 
manifested on the occasion, afforded the utmost 
gratification to all who witnessed it. 

The church itself is a striking and beautiful 
object. Its site has been most judiciously 
selected ; and the Deputation gladly avail them- 
selves of this opportunity of complimenting the 
late Deputation upon the good taste and sound 
judgment exercised in the selection of that spot, 
as well as in every other particular in which 
their footsteps could be traced. From whatever 
point the church is viewed externally (and it is 
to be seen in almost every direction for many 

miles 
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miles around)^ it presents to the eye an object 
of great interest and beauty, and reflects the 
highest credit on the taste of Mr. W. J. Booth, 
the Company's Architect. The style and cha- 
racter of the interior gave great satisfaction to 
those who are most interested in its commo- 
diousness. The seats (with the exception of six 
at the upper end of each of the side aisles, 
affording accommodation to about one hundred 
persons) are all open sittings; those in the 
centre of the church having rails or open backs 
to them with kneeling boards ; and those in the 
side aisles being simply benches. Upon this 
point some pressing applications were made to 
the Deputation, to recommend that a greater 
number of seats should be set apart as pews for 
families ; and having ascertained from the Com- 
pany's Architect, that the expense of converting 
the benches in the side aisles into pews would 
not exceed £120, the Deputation are disposed 
to recommend to the Court to meet the wishes 
of the Ministers and congregation in this respect, 
and to allow pews to be substituted for the 
benches in the side aisles : a change which they 
have reason to know will give great satisfac- 
tion. 

In exercise of the power given to them by 
the Court for that purpose, the Deputation di- 
rected that a marble tablet should be placed in 

the 
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the church, immediately under the small gallery 
which is erected over the entrance, and directly 
op|>o8ite to the communion-table, in the follow- 
ing terms :

It is with great pleasure, also, that the Depu- 
tation bear testimony to the workmanship of the 
church, which is indeed built for posterity, and 
seems from its structure calculated to last for 
ages. 

After the consecration an address was read to 
the Deputation by one of the Churchwardens, 
accompanied by the Rector, the Curate, and a 
numerous body of the parishioners. It was as 
follows :

^ We beg to assure you, however, that it is neither 
the large amount expended on the building, nor the 
great saving to the parish hereby afforded, far less the 
*' additional respectability given to the town by this 
ornamented and splendid edifice, that chiefly enhances 
the gift : its value receives its highest worth, in our 
esteem, from its connexion with true religion. 

We are persuaded the most satisfactory return you 
'* can receive for such benevolence will be to hear, from 
time to time, that the glad tidings of the Gk>spel are 
^< faithfully proclaimed in this church ; that many im- 
^' mortal souls are there savingly profited ; and, as the 

D d " necessary 
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'< neoeaaary coDsequence, that morality, peace, and in- 
** dustry prevail in the neigfabourfaood. Such pleasing 
^ tidings, we hope, you will long be privileged to hear; 
^ and that such gratifying requital may be annually

The Deputation made their arrangements so 
as to reach Moneymore on the day of the 
monthly fair, which takes place on the third 
Tuesday in every month, and afforded them the 
opportunity, of which they were glad to avail 
themselves, of seeing and noticing its detail. 
The fair is held upon a large open space of 
rising ground, called the Fair Hill, immediately 
adjoining the boundary wall of the new Church- 
yard : it was very well attended, and the num- 
ber of cattle and of horses brought there was 
considerable. 

One of the earliest and most important sub- 
jects which engaged the attention of the Depu- 
tation after their arrival at Moneymore, was the 
memorial from the tenantry at large which had 
been presented to the Court some time previous- 
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ly, praying generally for a reduction of rent. 
The temper and feeling of the memorialists, 
the nature of their request, and the ground of 
their application, cannot be better explained 
than in the memorial itself, which is now before 
the Court and by which it will be seen that, in 
addition to the well known fact of the diminution 
in the value of cattle, and ofevery species of land 
produce, the tenantry bring earnestly to the 
Court's notice the almost total failure of the profit 
which used to result to a great majority of the 
peasantry in the province of Ulster from the spin* 
ningof yam, and the manufacture of linen cloth, 
upon which the small farmers are still mainly 
dependent : the linen web of fifty-two yards, 
which in the years 1817, 1818, and 1819, used 
to sell at from two shillings to two shillings and 
two-pence per yard, producing at the present 
time no more than one-half of those prices. 

Of the truth and general fairness of these 
representations, the Deputation, from the in- 
quiries which they made upon the spot and 
elsewhere, have no reason to doubt ; and they 
devoted the greater part of one morning to an 
interview upon the subject with a deputation 
from the tenantry, consisting of about twelve of 
the most respectable and intelligent among them, 
who had requested permission to wait upon 
your Deputation, and with whom almost every 

point 
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practically quite impossible to attempt to make 
any such distinction, and that continued con- 
tests and disputes would have been the certain 
effect of any such attempt. The Deputation 
perceived, also, that the levying this toll was 
regarded by the tenantry as a great incon- 
venience as well as an expense, and somewhat 
in the light of a grievance, the removal of which 
would be very gratifying to them. It appeared 
to the Deputation that there was ground for this 
feeling ; and having made much inquiry on the 
subject, in the course of which they ascertained 
that Mr. Cunningham, of Spring Hill, and other 
gentlemen, had abolished the customs of a 
similar description arising from their property, 
the Deputation have no hesitation in recom- 
mending to the Court the total abolition of all 
customs and tolls at Moneymore Fair (as well 
those paid by strangers as by the tenantry), 
and a compensation being made in some other 
mode to the Agent for the loss which he will 
thereby sustain. The removal of this burden 
would be a great benefit to the tenantry as a 
body ; greater in amount than the sum actuaUy 
lost by the abolition of the tolls; because, as 
the toll is now levied upon the admission of the 
beasts to the fair, and payable whether the 
cattle are sold or not, it necessarily opersdtes to 
discourage the bringing so large a supply to 

market 
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market as otiierwise would be the case, and is 
thus prejudicial to both sellers and buyers. 

Another particular, in which it has appeared 
to the Deputation that a benefit might be con- 
ferred upon the tenantry general! y, at a smaller 
cost to the Company than the value of the boon 
granted, arises from the lime-stone quarries, of 
which there are three now let to tenants at will 
at moderate rents, under a condition that the 
tenants who apply for lime-stone shall be sup- 
plied with it at a charge which seems to have 
varied from ten-pence to one shilling and two- 
pence per ton : and although the price thus 
paid by the tenants is not, in Mr. Miller's 
opinion, more than a fair remuneration to the 
holder of the quarry, the tenants appear to feel 
that the price is a high one for them to pay. It 
would be clearly unadvisable to allow the te- 
nants to quarry for themselves, and to dig and 
take away the lime-stone as they pleased at 
their own expense, as there would, in that 
ease, be no method or system observed, and the 
quarry would soon be ruined. 

While, therefore, it appears to the Deputa- 
tion to be essential that the quarries should still 
be held by persons who should have an interest 
in them sufficient to induce a zealoiis superin- 
tendence, they venture to suggest that this may 
be effected at a small expense to the Company, 

and 
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and with much advantage to the tenantry, by 
the adoption of a different system. It is ob- 
viously to the advantage of the estate at large, 
a& well as to the tenants individually, that the 
latter should be encouraged to give their land 
the full benefit of as much manure as it requires, 
an object which will be best promoted by their 
being able to obtain it at a cheap rate ; and it 
occurs to the Deputation, therefore, that if the 
holders of the quarries were restricted to chaig- 
ing the tenants such a sum only as would be a 
fair remuneration for the labour of quarrying, it 
would be a considerable relief to the poorer 
class of the tenantry, and tend much to encou- 
rage a more liberal use of the lime as manure. 

There is another object still, in which, if the 
experiment which is now making in conse- 
quence of the orders of the Deputation, should 
lead to a successful result, both the Company 
and the tenantry will be most essentially bene- 
fited, namely, the possibility of finding coal 
in the Brackasliavgallon mountain^ capable of 
being worked at a moderate cost. It will be 
recollected that, in the year 1820, the attention 
of the Court was called to the circumstance of 
the rapid consumption of turf-bog, which in- 
duced a well-founded apprehension that it could 
not be depended upon as fuel for the Money* 
more division, or for the lower parts of the 

Brack- 
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.BrackasIiavgaHon or Ballinai^reen divisions, be- 
yond the period of twenty or twenty-five years ; 
and of these, twelve years have since elapsed. 
It appeared, therefore, to the Deputation to be a 
matter of more urgent importance than it then 
was, to put in train for execution the suggestion 
of the Deputation of that time, to endeavour to 
ascertain whether the impression which then 
prevailed, and which has prevailed ever since, of 
the existence of coal in the Brackasliavgallon 
mountain, was well-founded. With this view, 
the Deputation, when on their road from Dub- 
lin to Moneymore, stopped at Dungannon, and 
at the coal-works on Coal Island near that town, 
to endeavour to ascertain the best mode of 
commencing the investigation at a small ex- 
pense ; and having subsequently conferred with 
Captain John Richardson (who had been for 
many years in the employment of the Board of 
Public Works in Dublin, and the late Board of 
Inland Navigation, and had employed a consi- 
derable period of his life in connection with the 
mining concerns of that country), they re* 
quested that gentleman to examine the parts of 
the Brackasliavgallon mountain where coal had 
been supposed to exist, and to acquaint the 
Deputation with the result of his investigation ; 
which he did in the course of a few days by the 
following Report : 

EC '* HaviDg 
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vTrmfclS!!' ** Having examined the atraU which appear between 
^ Desertmartin and SlieFegaUon, in the estateof the 
<* Dnpertf Company, I have no hesitation in statiiig that 
^^ there are strong indications of coaL In the white 
^ argillaceous sand-stone, thin veins and particles of 
coal are interspersed throughout the whole face of the 
quarry. Towards the rise of this, in the bed of the 
** rivulet in CuUion, is a continuation of the rock, al- 
** temating with layers of grey micaceous shale inter- 
^ mixed with coaly matter: these are also argillaceous, 
^ giving no effervescence with the muriatic add. With- 
*' out losing sight of those chances of fulure to which 
** the lottery of coal-finding is so particularly subject, 
^ and from which no human foresight can secure it, I 
^^ repeat it as my firm conviction, that reasonable grounds 
^' exist for making a trial in that neighbourhood ; par- 
ticularly as the object to be gained is of the first impor- 
tance, as an indispensable necessary of life, in a district 
^ where the turf-bogs in some years (not very remote) 
^ will be entirely exhausted, and with a view to the 
** employment of the people. I am fortified in my opinion 
^ by that of several coal-engineers. The late Mr. Brough, 
^* an eminent viewer from Newcastle, who had many 
** years' practical experience in this country, supposed 
*^ this to be a continuation of the coal of Tyrone, hem- 
'^ med in on either side by the limestone ridge of Slieve- 
^ gallon to the north-west, and that trending from 
^ Mooeymore towards Magherafelt on the 8ou&-east^ 

In consequence of a subsequent communica* 
tion which the Deputation had with Captain 
Richardson, they agreed with him that he should 

at

at once proceed to the experiment of boring to 
the depth of one hundred yard$> at an expense 
of £128. When the result of this experimf&nt, 
which is understood to be now in progress, shall 
be known, the Court will be better able to deter* 
mine to what extent to pursue their seaxch. 

If the Court should see fit to relieve the 
tenantry at once from the tolls and customs of 
the fair, and to give them the means of obtain- 
ing their lime free of cost, beyond the payment 
of a fair remuneration for the labour of the men 
employed to quarry it for them, the Deputation 
feel assured that it would give great satisfaction 
to the tenantry at large ; who will be still further 
encouraged by the steps which they already 
see in progress to search for coal. The Deputa- 
tion venture, therefore, strongly to advise the 
early adoption of these two measures ; and in 
the event of the Court's concurring in this view 
and abolishing the tolls and customs of the fair» 
they recommend the allowing to the Company's 
Agent, who expressed his entire readiness to 
concur in any measure which might be deemed 
right, such a fair compensation for the loss 
which he will sustain by ceasing to have the 
customs and tolls of the fair, as may appear to 
the Court, under all the circumstances, to be 
right and proper. Should also their recommen- 
dation as to the supplying the tenants with lime- 
stone 
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stone, be adopted, the Deputation recommend 
that the Agent be directed to ccHnmunicate 
with the present tenants of the lime-stone 
quarries on the subject, with a view to car- 
rying this suggestion into effect at as early a 
period as possible. 

The Deputation hardly feel prepared to re- 
commend a general and permanent reduction of 
rent. They think it, however, a subject highly 
deserving of the serious consideration of the 
Court, with a view to its determination here- 
after, when ihe state of the com laws shall have 
undergone the consideradcm of Parliament ; and 
if, in the mean time, it should appear to the 
Court right or desirable to affi)rd the tenantry 
any temporary and general relief of a pecuniary 
nature, the Deputation would recommend that 
it should be effected in such a mode as should 
neither give rise to false hopes, nor raise any 
invidious comparison with other landlords. 

Among other benefits which might be confer* 
red upon the tenantry generally, there is no doubt 
that the erection in Moneymore of storehouses 
for grain, and the establishment of a weekly 
market there, would be most useful. On these 
topics the Deputation had much discussion with 
the tenantry and the Agent, and they gave much 
consideration to the question of the site which 
would be best adapted for those purposes, if the 

Court 
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Court should see fit to adopt this suggestion. 
After viewing and considering the different spots 
suggested by the Company's Agents it appeared 
to them that the best arrangement which could 
be effected would be to take down an old and 
unsightly house, now occupied by Mr. Gibson, 
nearly opposite to the Drapers' Arms Inn, and 
conmianding a view of the three principal streets 
entering the town, and there to form a Marketr 
place, and to erect 6ranary«stores and a public 
Scale. The appearance and the convenience of 
the town would be greatly improved by this 
arrangement; and, in that case, the present 
market-house, which is in the High Street, close 
to the Drapers' Arms, might be converted into 
shops, which would be very adviantageously 
situated for the purpose of business. The old 
house now occupied by the Agent in the same 
street, and which the late Deputation suggested 
might be pulled down and its site converted into 
similar shops (the adjoining house being in that 
case substituted as Mr. Miller's residence), is 
now in a state so frail, that the acting speedily 
upon this suggestion becomes a matter of some 
importance, and the Deputation strongly recom- 
mend it to the early consideration of the Court. 
The Deputation were highly pleased with the 
state and general appearance of the town of 
Moneymore. Comparing it with other towns 

through 
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through which they passed on their way from 
Dublin, and with those which they subse- 
quently visited on their return by way of Bel* 
fast, they cannot but congratulate the Court on 
the complete and entire success which has at** 
tended their plans adopted by the Company. 
It is difficult by any language to draw a picture 
which shall adequately convey to the mind a 
representation of the contrast between Money- 
more as it was less than fifteen years ago, and 
Moneymore as it now is : the few remains of 
wretched huts and cabins of the old town serving 
to render the contrast more striking, while they 
cannot fail to induce an anxiety that the same 
liberal spirit of improvement which has done so 
much, may be long continued with equal success. 
The four houses which were built in what v^as 
then termed the circular road, upon the recom- 
mendation of the last Deputation, as residences 
for the better class of tenantry, greatly improve 
the toym, and do credit to both the Architect 
and the Builder. Two of them are occupied : 
one by Mrs. Hamilton, the other by the Rev. 
Mr. Bamett ; for the remaining two, Mr. John 
Rowley Miller, and Miss Gibson, have re* 
spectively intimated their wish to become 
tenants. 

The Deputation having communicated with 
Mr. Booth and Mr. Miller on the subject of the 

rent. 
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rent, which, with due regard to the encourage* 
ment of tenants of that class, might be properly- 
set upon them, agreed to recommend to the 
Court that the rent should be fixed at £20 per 
annum; a rent which they ascertained the 
tenants considered liberal, and in which they 
would readily acquiesce. 

In fixing these rents, the Deputation were 
more guided by the amount which the tenants 
could afford to pay, than by any precise per- 
centage upon the cost to the Company. They 
are not, however, prepared to recommend the 
erection of any more houses of this description 
at present, as they think that there are other 
improvements in the town more immediately 
called for. They recommend that the wing of 
the house occupied by Mr. Maxwell, surgeon 
to the Moneymore Dispensary, which is used as 
the Dispensary, should be raised, so as to be 
uniform with the rest of the house. 

In consequence of the extreme want of habita- 
tions for persons ready and willing to take them, 
the Deputation ventured to authorize the Agent 
to contract with Mr. Bowen, the builder, to erect 
four new cottages, in continuation of the line of 
those already built there, and which he has 
agreed to do at the cost of £97. 10^. for each. 
The Deputation also strongly advise, that such 
of the old cabins as still remain (some of them 

in 
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in Conyngham Street, and some of them in 
Smith Street, all of which are below the level 
of the road), be speedily removed, and houses 
or cottages substituted for them. 

They recommend also that the foot-pavement 
in Smith Street be continued along the line in 
front of the church ; and they are of opinion that 
it would add much to the neat and cleanly 
appearance of the town, if the Meeting-house 
erected by the Company, and which is built of 
brick, were covered with composition, to g^ve it 
the appearance of stone ; a measure which they 
therefore recommend: and they would at the 
same time suggest, that the lai^ open area on 
which the Meeting-house stands should be 
planted* 

The Deputation visited all the Schools under 
the patronage of the Company, and had the 
satisfaction of hearing the children examined. 
They were much gratified by the appearance 
and conduct of all of them, and observed with 
much pleasure the interest taken in their pro- 
gress by the Gentry in the neighbourhood, and 
particularly by some of the clergy and by the 
ladies. The Deputation left a small sum at each 
school for distribution amongst the children, 
amounting to a few pence for each child, and a 
small compliment to the master or mistress. 

In addition to the School at Moneymore esta- 
blished 
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blished by the Company, the Deputation found 
there a classical and grammar-school conducted 
by Mr. William Gillin, and established for the 
education of the sons of such of the tenantry as 
could afford to pay the extremely moderate 
charge made for it by Mr. Gillin, and in whose 
favour a memorial from the inhabitants, most 
respectably signed, was presented to the Depu- 
tation. They visited the school in the course 
of their perambulation of tbe town, and had the 
opportunity, therefore, of seeing the mode in 
which it was conducted, and they were much 
pleased with what they saw there, and with all 
that they afterwards heard of Mr. Gillin. The 
school-room, however, or what is appropriated 
for that purpose (for it is in reality only the 
worn-out shell of an old Meeting-house, for- 
merly used by the seceding congregation under 
the late Rev. Mr. Mitchell), is in such a state as 
to make it unfit, and almost unsafe to be used 
much longer, and it is also situated i A a part of 
the town, the projected improvements in which 
will render its removal necessary; and it has 
occurred to the Deputation, that if it should not 
appear to the Primate to be objectionable, the 
old church might be advantageously, and at a 
small expense, converted into a school-room. 
If the Court should approve this suggestion, the 
Deputation would advise that communication 

F f should 
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should be had upon the subject with the 
mate, and if his Grace permits it, that measures 
should be taken for effecting it. 

The Deputation venture also strongly to 
recommend to the Court, that as an encourage- 
ment to Mr. Gillin, and in aid of an establish- 
ment so useful but so poor, he be put upon the 
same footing as the Ministers, to whom the 
Court allow ten guineas per annum. 

The Deputation were strongly urged to re- 
commend to the Court's notice, and to similar 
liberality, the cases of the following Presbyterian 
Ministers, within whose respective districts there 
are parts of the Company's estates, viz. the Rev. 
Thomas Herion, minister of Ballygonny; the 
Rev. Mr. Davidson, minister of Cookstown ; the 
Rev. James Wilson, minister of Magherafelt ; 
and the Rev. Mr. Cowan, minister of Co«igh : 
a recommendation in which Mr. Miller entirely 
concurred. All of them are gentlemen bearing 
exemplary characters; and the Court having, 
in the year 1820, agreed to extend a similar 
mark of kindness and liberality to some of the 
Catholic priests within whose parishes there are 
parts of the Company's estates, the Deputation 
submit to the Court that it will be advisable to 
allow the four Ministers in question the sum of 
ten guineas annually, commencing from the 
12th May 1832. 

In 
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In examining the site of the old church at 
Moneymore, the attention of the Deputation was 
called to a piece of land immediately adjoining, 
which the Deputation were informed belonged to 
the parish, by whom, many years ago, some small 
houses had been erected upon it, one of which 
was occupied by the parish clerk. The sup- 
posed right of the parish to this small piece of 
land seemed to offer an impediment to any im- 
provements which the Company might contem- 
plate in that spot, and it was suggested to them 
by Mr. Miller, that the Company should pur- 
chase it of the parish : a suggestion in which the 
Deputation were disposed to concur ; but upon 
inquiring more particularly into the history of 
the title by which the parish claimed this ground, 
it appeared to the Deputation that it had been 
improperly appropriated by the parish, as it 
formed part of the spot which, in the year 1767, 
was conveyed by Sir William Rowley as tenant^ 
and by the Drapers' Company as reversioners, 
to the then churchwardens, upon trust that the 
whole should be used only as the site for the 
then intended new church and church-yard, 
with an express proviso that, in the event of 
its being used or employed for any other pur- 
pose, the grant should be void. The Deputa- 
tion having inspected the original deed, which 

was 
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^ti^as in the possession of Mr. John Rowley Mil- 
ler, as churchwarden, and having examined the 
plan attached to it, explained to Mr. Miller 
their view of the Company's right to repossess 
themselves of so much of the land comprised in 
the grant as had not been appropriated fer the 
purpose of the church and church-yard ; a view 
in which he entirely concurred. 

As it is, no doubt, in error that the parish 
have so long held this piece of land as thehr 
own, the Deputation cannot anticipate any diffi- 
culty in a recognition of the Company s rig^t 
as landlords, upon the matters being explained 
to them ; in which case the Deputation would 
advise that it should continue in the possession 
of the parish, as tenants at sufferance, at a small 
rent, to be agreed upon between them and Mr^ 
Miller, but liable to be given up at any time <Hi 
six months' notice, on the Company's wishing 
to make any improvement or alteration there. 
If, however, contrary to all expectation, the 
parish should insist upon retaining it as matter 
of right, the Deputation recommend that an 
ejectment be brought, or such other proceeding 
adopted, under the direction of the Clerk of the 
Company, as shall appear expedient for the 
purpose of trying the right. 

If the old school-house occupied by Mr« 
Gillin, to which the Deputation have just ad- 
verted. 
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verted, shall be pulled down, they venture to 
suggest that the erection of six almshouses 
there, for the relief of widows of tenants, would 
be an object well worthy of the huihane con- 
sideration of the Court. 

The Deputation carefully viewed all die plan- 
tations, and have pleasure in reporting that they 
are all in a thriving condition. Those which 
were made under the directions of the late 
Agent, when the Company first began to plant, 
are in a state of great forwardness, and the two 
largest in particular, designated Tii^an Glen 
and Reuben Glen, are now in reality woods^ 
forming very picturesque parts of the estate. 
The drive through Tirgan Glen, is one of 
the most interesting in that part of the coun- 
try. The young and recent plantations are 
also thriving; and the Deputation are satis* 
fied that Mr. Underwood, the present Fores- 
ter, is sufficiently master of his business, and 
undetidtisinds it well. They must, however, 
report their decided opinion, that the remu* 
neration which he receives is upon much too 
high a scale, and &r exceeds the vdue of 
services which, the Deputation are «aJtisfied, 
might be obtained quite as efficaciously and at 
much less cost. He is an elderly man, and of a 
heavy make, and appears to the Deputation to 
be wanting in the activity which teems-ess^ntial 

to 
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to his office: he bears, however, an excellent 
character, and the Agent speaks of him in the 
highest terms. 

After giving the subject much consideration, 
the Deputation are disposed to recommend that, 
from the 12th May next, the salary of the 
Forester be reduced; and that, in order to 
keep a greater check and control over the 
expense incurred in the plantations, once in 
every half year a statement of what is pro- 
posed to be done in the ensuing half year be 
transmitted by the Forester, through the Agent, 
to the Clerk of the Company, together with an 
estimate of the probable expence which will be 
thereby incurred ; and that no orders for the 
purchase of trees, or shrubs, or seeds, be given, 
or any of the proposed work undertaken, until 
express authority for the purpose shall have 
been communicated to the Forester through the 
Agent. 

The Deputation twice visited Drapers* Town. 
Upon the first occasion they merely passed 
through it, upon a visit to the Honourable Mr. 
Justice Torrens, of whose kindness and valuable 
assistance to the Deputation they cannot speak 
too highly: they subsequently spent a whole 
day in the town and its neighbourhood. 

The Company's Surveyor having previously 
taken the ground-plot of the town, and con- 
ferred 
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ferred with the Deputation upon it, they were 
the better prepared, upon their arrival there, to 
consider more maturely the plans formerly ap- 
proved by the Court for the erection of a Markets 
house and Inn, and other buildings. When the 
Court shall have finally resolved upon the plans 
now under their consideration, the Deputation 
venture to submit how desirable it is, that some 
part, at least, of that plan should be carried into 
early execution. 

The situation of Drapers' Town is admirably 
calculated to render it a market town of first- 
rate importance in that part of Ireland, and the 
Deputation are satisfied that, if it be encouraged 
by liberality, similar to that which the Com- 
pany have shewn towards Moneymore, it will 
improve as rapidly, and become as important as 
that town, with whose markets it will in no way 
interfere. 

The Deputation, while at Drapers* Town, 
witnessed the esteem, and even affection, with 
which all the neighbouring tenantry regard 
Mr. Savage, the Surgeon of the Dispensary 
there ; as an instance of which, the labouring 
people in his neighbourhood had, of their owa 
accord and without his knowledge, shortly be- 
fore the arrival of the Deputation, gratuitously 
cut and housed the whole of his harvest. The 
Deputation had great pleasure in presenting 

him 
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with the compliment ordered to him by the 
Court, and in witnessing the satis&ction which 
he received from this mark of regard ; and find- 
ing that a pump was very much needed upon 
his premises, they ordered one. They accom- 
panied him to the place used as a Dispensary in 
Drapers' Town, which is a hovel of the most 
miserable description, and so utterly unfit for 
all the purposes to which it is meant to be 
applied, that the Deputation cannot but most 
earnestly recommend to the Court that a fit 
building for a Dispensary be immediately erect- 
ed there. They have no hesitation, likewise, in 
recommending that Mr. Savage be put upon 
the same footing, in point of emolument, as the 
Surgeon of the Dispensary at Money more. 

On returning from Drapers' Town, the Depu* 
tation had a further opportunity of observing 
the great benefit resulting to the country at 
large, and to the Company's tenantry in par- 
ticular, from the roads which have been made 
in so many directions at the Company's ex- 
pense* Large sums, it is true, have been ex- 
pended every year in this object ; but employ- 
ment has been thu& a£forded for the labouring 
poor on the Company's estate, who would other- 
wise have been almost without the means of 
subsistence, and the value of the Company's 
property has been increased* in inore than 

full 
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full proportion to the money expended upon 
them. 

The Deputation, on leaving Drapers' Town, 
proceeded towards Dungiven, and then quitted 
the high road, turning off on the right, up one 
of the roads just alluded to as having been re- 
cently completed at the Company's expense, as 
far as the River Douglas, which, owing to the 
dryness of the season, they were able to cross 
in a carriage without difficulty. In rainy wea- 
ther, however, this river is impassable, and the 
Deputation had the opportunity of satisfying 
themselves, by personal observation, aided by 
the strong recommendation of Judge Torrens 
and Mr. Miller, that a bridge over it in that 
spot would be of essential service to the tenan- 
try. The Judge had procured from Edward 
Regan, who built the bridge over the Moyola, 
an estimate of the expense of erecting and com- 
pleting such a bridge with three arches, amount- 
ing to £91., The Deputation, however, doubt 
whether it could be properly done for that sum; 
but they strongly recommend that Mr. Miller 
be authorized to make a contract for the erec- 
tion of a suitable bridge there, at an expense 
not exceeding £150. 

No lime-stone has yet been discovered in 
that immediate neighbourhood, though there 
seems no reason to suppose that it is more 

G g scarce 
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scarce there than in other parts of the Com- 
pany's estate. As the discovery of a quarry 
would be of incalculable use to the tenantry, 
the Deputation ventured to request Mr. Justice 
Torrens to employ an engineer in the neigh- 
bourhood, at a small cost, to examine that part 
of the mountain, and to make a report as to the 
probability of lime-stone being found there. 

The Deputation crossed the bridge over the 
Moyola, recently built there at the Company's 
expense. The bridge is built a little below 
the confluence of the Douglas and the Moyola, 
and does credit to the ability and the perse- 
verance of the builder. The river is rapid, and 
in flood time does much mischief. The bridge 
was twice washed down during the progre^ of 
its building, but it now offers every prospect of 
long standing. 

The road from this point took the Deputation 
to one of the schools erected under the Com- 
pany's auspices, called the Bleak Hill School ; 
and the Deputation cannot forbear from ex- 
pressing a hope, that at some future time the 
school may be removed from that spot and built 
at Drapers' Town, where it would be situated 
to the much greater convenience of the majority 
of the children who go there. The present spot* 
too, appears to the Deputation very ill calculated 
for the school. It is on the pinnacle of one of 

the 
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the loftiest hills in that part of the country, 
commanding a most extensive and panoramic 
view of the neighbouring country, from which 
also it is, of course, a most prominent and con- 
spicuous object : the children are consequently 
exposed, without the possibility of escape or 
shelter, to all the inconveniences of bad and 
wintry weather, while the school itself, though 
admirably calculated for its purpose, still as an 
object of view rather offends than gratifies the 
sight. It was suggested to the Deputation by 
the Judge, and the suggestion appears well 
worthy of consideration, whether, at some future 
time, it might not be very usefully, and at no 
great expense, converted into a Chapel of Ease, 
which is already needed in that neighbourhood, 
and the want of which, as the neighbourhood 
increases, will be felt more and more. 

Although the Deputation had the pleasure of 
finding the general state and appearance of the 
whole of the Company's estate so satisfactory, 
the number of individual cases of distress which 
were forced upon their attention was very great ; 
and notwithstanding all the precautions which 
had been taken to prevent their time being 
occupied by applications for pecuniary relief, 
they found it impossible to avoid lending an ear 
to the urgent solicitations of the applicanti^, 
who during the whole period of their stay be- 
sieged 
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sieged them on all sides. They devoted, there- 
fore, their endeavours to the best examination 
and discrimination in their power, and availing 
themselves of the permission given to them for 
that purpose by the Court, they afforded relief 
in one hundred and seven instances ; in doing 
which they used the Company's bounty to the 
extent of £242. They have also examined and 
disposed of a great many other cases which did 
not require pecuniary relief. 

The Deputation have great satisfaction in 
bearing testimony to the excellent management 
of the Drapers' Arms Inn, under Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry, and to the reasonableness of the charges 
made to travellers. The Deputation had the 
pleasure of giving a dinner there to a large 
party of the neighbouring Grentry and Clergy, 
who, upon that and on every other occasion on 
which the Deputation had the opportunity of 
meeting them, expressed the warmest sentiments 
of respect and regard for the Drapers' Com- 
pany, and the highest eulogies upon the en- 
lightened and generous policy which they have 
pursued. 

It is also with the most sincere pleasure that 
the Deputation can speak of the entire and per- 
fect unanimity and good feeling which prevail 
among all classes of the tenantry, of every de- 
scription and of every sect; and, in closing 

their 
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their Report, they cannot forbear from laying 
before the Court an address which they re- 
ceived on the termination of their visit to Mo- 
neymore.

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The Deputation appointed by the Court of 
Assistants, on the 2d of May last, to visit the 
Company's Estates in the County of London- 
derry report that, having proceeded thither 
accordingly, in the month of August, they 
reached Moneymore on Tuesday the 20th of that 
month. 

The route which the Deputation took was the roiui to 
usual one from Dublin, which passing through 
the many towns and villages which lie between 
that city and Moneymore, enabled the Deputa- 
tion the better to appreciate the striking differ- 
ence which they found to exist between the 
latter place and most of the others through 
which their course had lain : the absence of 
dung heaps in front of the doorway, noticed in 
the Report of the first Deputation, and which 
upon the confines of the Company's Estate, 
was almost universally an unfailing proof of 
the line of demarcation between it and the 

adjoining 
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adjoining properties, and the neatness, cleanli- 
ness and the air of English comfort which 
opened upon them as they entered the town, 
much as they had anticipated of improvement 
upon the ordinary towns of that part of Ireland, 
greatly surpassed the expectations which they 
had formed, and impressed them with a feeling of 
gratification which they are sure will be warmly 
participated by their colleagues of the Court of 
Assistants, through whose steady and patient 
perseverance this effect has been produced. 

omuimui As they approached Moneymore on their road 

from Cookstown, they had the first oppor- 
tunity of observing the thriving state of the 
small detached plantations which have been 
placed at intervals, skirting the road, on spots 
which were formerly selected for the purpose, 
and where they are very ornamental, agreeably 
diversifying the approach to the town and 
giving the Deputation a foretaste of the satis- 
faction with which they afterwards more 
minutely examined the larger and more impor- 
tant plantations, and to which they will have 
occasion to advert more particularly hereafter, 

Mootuy fair for Thc Dcputatiou had purposely so arranged

the time of their arrival as to enable them to 
be present at the Monthly Fair for the sale of 
linen, cattle and other live and dead stock, 
which is held on the 21st of every month, 

and 
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and on the day after their arrival they 
had the opportunity of witnessing it. The 
Court will perceive the linen sales adverted 
to in the Report of the Deputation of 29th No- 
vember 1820, in accordance with whose recom- 
mendation the enclosure now used for the 
monthly sale of linen was made. The first 
three hours of the fair are generally devoted 
exclusively to the sale of linen, at which the 
Deputation were present from its commence- 
ment to its close, and minutely watched the 
whole process of the purchase and sale, and 
the subsequent measurement and marking; and 
as they conversed freely with many of the buyers 
and sellers, they had ample means of satisfying 
themselves that the plan adopted under the 
recommendation of the Deputation of 1820 
was consonant to the wishes of the parties 
using it, and entirely answered the purpose for 
which it was designed. It occurred to the De- 
putation, as it had done to that of 1820, that 
sheds and permanent stands might be usefully 
erected in the enclosure in question, but they 
were satisfied by the answers to the inquiries 
which they made upon the subject, that the 
linen-drapers who frequented it continue to 
entertain a preference for an entire exposure to 
the open air, and the temporary stands which 
they still use ; a preference at which the Depu- 
tation, 
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tation, who observed the mode in which the 
buyers examined the linen offered to them, and 
the necessity which appeared to exist for the 
greatest degree of light for the examination of 
its texture, were not surprised. 
Eoeiotm ft>r Thc cnclosurc, the dimensions of which are 
stated in the Report already alluded to, still 
affords abundant room for the present trade,— 
the Deputation would indeed have been glad if 
it had been otherwise, for they would rejoice 
to find the trade sufficiently increased to render 
more space necessary for carrying it on ; the 
number of buyers on the day in question being 
aboi\t forty, and that of the sellers being eight or 
nine times that number. The Deputation, how- 
ever, observed, that a portion of the accommo- 
dation, which in the event of more buyers at- 
tending would have been needed, namely, the 
whole of the north wall of the enclosure, was 
occupied by the thinnings of the plantations 
cut into poles, and placed there for the purpose 
of being viewed for sale, — they afterwards ob- 
served similar exhibitions in other parts of the 
town, where vacant spaces allowed of their 
being placed without inconvenience, although 
not without an appearance of litter, and of 
making shift, habits to which the Irish are too 
prone, and which it has been the peculiar 
object of the Court to discourage. The Deputa- 
tion, 
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tion^ therefore, do not hesitate to recommeDd to saggestion n-

storms, until it shall be sold ; and they also 
suggest, in accordance with the strong re- 
commendation to that effect of Messrs. Miller, 
the Company's Agents, that an appropriate 
house should be built at the same time, as near 
to it as convenient, for the residence of the hoos» for th« 
Forester, for which he should pay, as he readi- 
ly would, a fair and adequate rent. If the 
Court should concur in this recommendation, 
the spot which appears to the Deputation the 
most suitable for the purpose is on the west 
side of the road, leading towards Drapers' 
Town, a little beyond the old church, and op- 
posite to the west side of the Fair Hill. 

After witnessing the proceedings of the sale 
of linen, the Deputation paid attention to those 
of the fair generally; so far as they could ascer- 
tain, the fair does not appear to have increased 
much since the visit of the Deputation of 1832, 
owing in some measure, probably, to the com- 
petition of the fairs of neighbouring towns, al- 
though the tolls formerly paid upon all cattle 
brought to the Moneymore Fair, have, in ac- 
cordance 
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cordance with the recommendation of the last 
Deputation, been abolished, to the great satis- 
faction of the parties frequenting it. The fair, 
however, was far from being badly attended ; 
iioneaDdeattto the cxhibitiou and sale of horses, cows and

other live stock, taking place principally on 
the large open space called the Fair Hill, while 
the dead stock, in great variety, is exposed and 
sold in the High Street. The conduct of the 
people frequenting the fair was singularly 
orderly and quiet, and as soon as it became 
dusk all the fair people returned to their resi- 
dences, and the town was as quiet as on any 
other evening. The Deputation remarked this 
at the time, as one of many indications of a 
great change for the better from what they 
Moni improT*. had uudcrstood had formerly been the habits of

of th« people. that class of people, and they were gratified by 

finding that opinion confirmed by the remarks 
which they afterwards heard from some of the 
resident clergy, most capable of noticing and

In connection with the subject of the little 
increase which has taken place in the business 
of the monthly fair, the Deputation would draw

which was made to them soon after their am- chanu. 
vaU and much and earnestly pressed upon 
them, in reference to the loss sustained by cer- 
tain of the inhabitants of the town in an attempt 
which they made in the years 1835, 1836, and 
1837, to reestablish a second market there, 
on the first Monday in each month, principally 
for the sale of linen. It will be in the recol- 
lection of the Court, that a memorial upon 
that subject was sometime ago laid before them, 
but it did not, upon the view which they then 
took of the matter, and with such information 
as they then possessed, appear right to inter- 
fere. The Deputation had two long interviews 
with a committee of gentlemen appointed to 
wait upon them on the subject, with whom 
they discussed at great length the nature and 
object of their plan, the mode by which it was 
attempted to be carried into efiect, the extent 
of benefit which would have resulted to the 
town at large, had it succeeded, and the causes 
of its unavoidable failure. The case of the ap- Recommended to

plicants was strenuously supported by the j!^^^" *' ^^ 
Company's Agents, and upon a full and deli- 
berate view of all its circumstances, the Depu- 
tation hope that they may be excused for bring-

lieved from the loss which they have sustained. 
It will be seen, on reference to the Report of 
the first Deputation (dated 26th June, 1817), that

" said to be entitled to a market which has been

** alternately withother places in the neighbour- 
" hood," is mentioned as a very desirable ob- 
ject, " tending to the establishment of handi- 
'' craftsmen and manufacturers as businesses 
** distinct from agriculture or other vocations." 
It appears to have been in the hope and expec- 
tation of establishing a regular market, princi- 
pally for linen, that the applicants engaged in 
M«mori«iofth« this advcuturc : their memorial, which the De-

putation submit herewith, best explains their 
case. The loss which they have sustained arose 
from their purchasing, when no other buyers 
appeared, the linen which, under their encou- 
ragement, was brought to this their infant mar- 
ket from different parts of the country. They 
made these purchases at the ordinary price 
which prevailed in the neighbourhood, and they 
did so because there appeared to be no alterna- 
tive 
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tive between that and tlie allowing the sellers 
who brought the linen to Money more to take it 
back unsold, which would have been so great 
a discouragement to them and to others as to 
have been at once fatal to the hopes of establish- 
ing a market at all : in this they appear to have 
acted with pure good faith, in no spirit of spe- 
culation, and solely with the view, which, un- 
fortunately, has not been realized, of maintain- 
ing a market there, but which, if it had suc- 
ceeded, would have been of incalculable bene- 
fit to the town.

heretofore made by him and his congregation for 
a contribution by the Company towards the ex- 
pense which they have incurred in rebuilding the 
Roman Catholic Chapel at Keenaught; applica- 
tions which have been several times before the 
Court, but with which they have hitherto thought 
it right to decline compliance. The Deputation 
readily gave Mr. Donnelly the audience which 
he solicited, and they bear willing testimony to 
the respectful manner, no less than to the zeal 
and energy with which he urged his application : 
they gladly also record the good name which 

Mr. 
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Mr. Donnelly enjoys, as well among his own 
people, who are' orderly and well-behaved, as 
elsewhere ; and they have not failed to give 
both serious and anxious consideration to a mat- 
ter which (although in a pecuniary point of view 
one of comparative insignificance) yet having 
hitherto been declined by the Court, might ap- 
pear to involve a principle requiring some deli- 
cacy in being dealt with ; and the Deputation, 
therefore, think it desirable to bring to the recol- 
lection of the Court such proceedings of their 
predecessors as appear to bear upon the subject.

following passage occurs :— 

^H* 77. « Another observation arises, upon the proportion of 

** poor individuals to the numbers of those belonging to 
*^ the Roman Catholic Church. This circumstance must 
arise from some cause which does not immediately 
appear. Roman Catholic faith does not induce pover- 
ty, neither does poverty lead to the creed of the Church 
'^ of Rome. The poverty of the Roman Catholics is too 
general to be accidental ; and it should seem that it can 
only have arisen from the deprivation of property to 
*^ which the Catholics in Ireland have, at difierent times, 
been subjected, and the discouragement which the laws, 
till lately, have offered to the accumulation of property 
by Catholics, and which discouragement is not yet wholly 
*^ removed. If this be correct, it seems to result as a 
** duty to those who have to form economical arrange- 
^* ments of a public nature, not to make any distinction 
<< between their dependents, who are equally loyal^ though

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they may entertain different creeds, and that every en- 
couragement which is held out to persons of one reli- 
gious persuasion, should be equally held out to per- 

" sons of every other religious persuasion ; that every . 

^^ man should look to his neighbour's opinions with a con* 

<< sideration that (perchance) his neighbour may be right, 

'^ and that he himself may be in error.^ 

Sensible and just as these observations are, 
yet no less true is the reasoning of the same 
Deputation, in their preceding Report, when, 
after expressing the conviction which they 
justly entertained of the Christian charity 
felt by the Court towards all its Christian 
brethren, and which the Deputation seemed' 
to think would have a natural tendency to in- 
duce a contribution by the Company to the 
charges of the Roman Catholic, as well as of the 
Presbyterian worship, the liability of whose 
members to tithes and church rates for the Esta- 
blished Church, in a country so poor, could not 
but make even a scanty provision for a second 
church establishment heavily felt : they thus 
express the difficulty which they felt, and the 
conclusion to which they came : — 

" They did not," they observe, " consider themselves Ptgt58-9. 
" at liberty to act according to their individual feelings : 
" they could not but advert to the call of the London 
" Companies in the north of Ireland, to support the Re- 
^* formed against the Romish religion ; they, therefore, 
^* did not think themselves warranted in offering a sub- 
^^ scription for the support of the Catholic congregations ; 

" but 
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*^ but considering the good character and moral conduct 
" of the Rev. Mr. Mackle, the priest of Moneymore, they 
*' thought that an annual donation to him personally, 
** for his exertions in the cause of loyalty and morality 
'^ would not be in dissonance from any obligation whidi 
the Company may be considered to be under specially 
to support the Protestant against theCatholic religion ; 
and therefore they ordered that the sum of ten guineas 
should be presented to him annually, subject to the 
** pleasure of the Court. It is further submitted, that if 
*^ the services of the other Catholic clergy should be re- 
quested, and given, for the management of any schools 
or medical establishment which may be adopted, whe- 
ther it may not be proper to pay similar personal com- 
pliments to the other priests whilst they encourage the 
^* dutiful, loyal,and moral conductof their congregation/'

have always appeared to draw a clear distinction 
between the assistance or support given to the 
Roman Catholics individually or collectively, 
and that which might be or might seem to be 
assistance or support to the Roman Catholic 
Religion. The Deputation look with pleasure at 
the list of individual priests of the Roman Catho- 
lic faith to whom, for the last twenty years, the 
Court have had the gratification of making an 
annual present of ten guineas, in testimony of 
the satisfaction with which they have seen their 
co-operation in the management of the schools 
and dispensaries, and the encouragement which 

they 
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they have given to dutiful, loyal, and moral 
conduct in their congregations ; and they are 
gratified in finding that there are no fewer than 
seven priests upon the Company's estate (as 
well as eleven Presbyterian Ministers), who at 
this time do annually each receive this mark 
of the Company's good-will. 

In the Report, however, of the Deputation of 
1818, the following remark is made on the sub- 
ject of the chapel at Moneymore, and of that 
now under consideration : — 

** The Catholic chapels at Moneymore and near 6or- pige 85. 
" tahurk were in very bad reftair ; the roofs, in some 
^* places, were insufficient to keep out wet. The congre* 
gations are very poor, and therefore the Deputation 
took the liberty of instructing the Company's Agent 
*' to have them made proof against the weather for the 
** present winter. This expense will not exceed £S or 
^< £4t each. The general state of these chapels is sub- 
^^ mitted to the charitable consideration of the Court, for 
*^ a contribution, at some future time, for a general re- 
** pair, and to be made convenient for the congregations 
" that belong to them.**' 

And in the Report of the Deputation of the 30th 
July, 1827, the latter thus express themselves : 

** The Deputation have no reason to think that the pro- p, i-^ 
** portion of Catholics to Protestants upon the estate has 
** varied much since the census in the year 1818 ; but 
^^ the Deputation feel sure of the Court'^s concurring in 
<< the opinion which they entertain, that a kind and libe- 
^^ ral treatment of their Catholic tenantry will best pro- 
^' mote that Christian fellowship which the Company 

" have 
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*^ have uniformly endeavoured to encourage. With this 
*^ feeling, the Deputation assured the Rev. Hugh 
" McOsker, the priest of the Moneymore Catholic Chapel, 
*^ that they would recommend favourably to the Court 
<^ an application by his flock for assistance ; and they 
'< ventured to intimate to him their expectation, that as 
^ the Court had recently given the sum of £B0 to the 
<c use of the Ballinascreen Chapel, they would do the 
*^ same for that at Moneymore.^ 

Finding, however, that with a full knowledge 
of all these facts, the Court have five times 
negatived the application made on behalf of 
Mr. Donnelly's flock, the Deputation feel that 
it only becomes them thus to bring the matter 
before the view of the Court, and to leave it 
for their decision. 

Hon. Md iut. The Deputation had the pleasure of an in- 
RaetOT of Miney. tcrvicw with thc Rcctor of Moneymore, the 

Honourable and Reverend LP. Hewitt, soon 
after their arrival, on the eve of his departure 
for a warmer climate, which the Deputation re- 
gretted to learn the illness of his daughter ren- 
dered necessary; they had the satisfaction, 
however, of attending divine service at the 
church of Moneymore, and of witnessing the 
zeal and piety with which the service was 
performed by the two curates, the Rev. Mr.En- 
raght and the Rev. Mr. Walsh ; and the crowded 
attendance and respectable demeanor of the 
congregation ; they had the gratification also of 

witnessing 
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witnessing, after the service, the instruction and 
examination of the children of the Sunday sand«y school. 
School, of whom no fewer than five hundred 
had attended the morning service, and remained 
afterwards, when the curates, and the several 
ladies of the neighbourhood, who kindly take 
charge of the management of the Sunday 
Schools, proceeded to the discharge of their 
benevolent and voluntary duties ; the children 
being divided into classes, dispersed in different 
parts of the church, so that no class in its exami- 
nation interfered with another. 

The Court are aware that, under the provi- 
sions of the late Act of Parliament respecting 
the payment of tithes in Ireland, the tithe has 
been converted into a rent-charge payable by ci^'i 
the landlord, who is allowed 25 per cent, in con- 
sideration of prompt payment. The tenants 
who have leases are entitled to the benefit of 
this 25 per cent., and which they accordingly 
retain ; but as a new valuation of the estate has 
lately taken place on all lands out of lease, the 
arrangement which has been made with the te- 
nants who hold at will has been to add the 
whole amount which they have hitherto paid 
for tithe to the amount of their rents, the effect 
of which is, that there is a saving to the Com- 
pany of 25 per cent, on all lands not under 
lease, the amount of which saving is now

'' to the Established Church of England and 
"' Ireland, the livings in Derry are so good and 
" so ample for the provision of the church ser-

'' pecuniary assistance of the Company, either 
** to enlarge its funds, or as an expression of 
'* good-will to its professors." No pecuniary 
assistance has, therefore, hitherto been afforded 
or offered to the clergy of the Established Church 
upon the Company's estate ; but it appears to 
the Deputation that the small means of many 
of the Curates upon the estate, or connected 
with it, calls for consideration of the Company 
as feelingly as that of the Roman Catholic 
clergy, or the Presbyterians, to both of which 
classes their liberality has been so long and so 
regularly extended. The Deputation have been 
Recommcnda. witncsscs of the iudefatigablc exertions, both of 
devoting f^»d to mmd and body, of some of those curates ; and

the savings before adverted to, and the amount 
appropriated to increase the incomes of the 
curates by donations of £15., £20., or £25. per 
annum, as the case may appear to the Court 
from time to time to require. 

The Deputation had the greatest possible 
pleasure in witnessing the progress of the Schools The company  
established by the Company, and in observing "'"'"' 
the complete success which has resulted from 
their institution. They visited all of them while 
the children were assembled, and they examined 
many of them greatly to their satisfaction. The 
number of children now receiving the benefit 
of instruction at those Schools is about 1,300, 
of whom about 700 are the children of Roman 
Catholic parents, and the number which 
the Deputation ascertain to have received 
the benefit of education there since their 
institution is no less than 4,063. It does not 
escape the recollection of the Court that in 
founding these Schools more than twenty years p«ge5o. 
ago, the principles laid down for their establish- 
ment welre, ''that Schools should be esta- 
'^ blished, with houses for the Schoolmaster at 
'' Money more, at Lecumpher on the Brakas- 
'^ liavgallon division, and at Moyheelan on the 
" Ballinascreen division ; that they should be 
'' open to children of parents of any religious 
'' tenet ; that no religious instruction should be 

*^ given 
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** given to any of the children inconsistent with 
** the tenets of their several parents ; but that 
'' no child should be permitted to have resort to 
'* any book, either in school or at home (except 
'' for the mere purpose of inculcating religious 
'' doctrine according to the wish of their pa- 
'' rents), that shall not be previously approved 
\' by those who shall have the management and 
'' direction of the school."

111* Schools. practical effect of this system of education upon 

those who had been the subjects of it, the De- 
putation learnt with great pleasure that it had 
answered the most sanguine expectations which 
had been entertained of its benefit. The Depu- 
tation were assured by the Company's Agents, 
and their own observation furnished abundant 
evidence in confirmation of that assurance, that 
the system has worked, and is working, remark- 
ably well ; there are no dissensions or disputes 
amongst either the Scholars or those who super- 
intend the conduct of the Schools, on questions 
of religious distinction. The Protestant and 
Roman Catholic scholars read the Protestant 
version of the Holy Scriptures together. The 
plain, simple, and practical truths of Christian- 
ity are impressed upon them, without reference 
to sect or party, and the Deputation had the 
happiness to learn that they live on terms of 

the 
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the most perfect good will one towards another. 
From their communications on this subject with 
the Company's Agents, the Deputation have the 
satisfaction to believe, that in a few years the 
Drapers' Company will have, in all probability, 
the very best educated tenantry in Ireland, for 
every man on their Estate will be able to read 
and write and keep accounts, and will have a 
competent knowledge of the Holy Scriptures. 

The Deputation made inquiry into the state Fundi apTn^pri-

of the funds appropriated to the support of the dMpenMriw. 
Schools and the Dispensaries. The Court will 
remember that under the original scheme for 
establishing Dispensaries and creating a Fund 
for the encouragement of education and industry 
among the poor inhabitants of their Estate, the 
Court engaged to appropriate annually, for ten 
years, to be computed from 12th November 
1818, the sum of £1,050. Irish, of which £700. 
was to form the School Fund, and £350. that of 
the Dispensaries. Out of the School Fund the 
sum of £100. was to be appropriated annually 
in marriage portions, a mode of applying it of 
which the Deputation of 1827 recommended 
the discontinuance. The Governors have since 
applied both this sum and another sum of equal 
amount (making £200. Irish in all), out of the 
same Fund, in premiums of clothing amongst 
the several Schools. The Governors have like« 

wise 
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wise appropriated annually, out of the same 
Appucwioo of Fund, about £100. Irish in apprenticing Boys 

in «ppr«iitice f«M. from the Schools, that is, ten boys each year 

with £10. late Irish currency, or £9. 4*. Id. 
present currency, as a fee. The Board of Go- 
vernors, however, do not appear to confine 
themselves to ten boys annually, but they 
apprentice all who wish to be taught handicraft 
trades, as there has always been a surplus from 
the School Fund, which they have so applied. 
In effecting these apprenticeships, the Gover- 
nors take care that no boy is apprenticed on the 
Estate, in order to carry out the intentions of 
the Court of Assistants, by lessening the popu- 
lation upon it to that extent, and by obliging 
the tradespeople to reside in towns and villages 
instead of the country, where the mechanics, 
being half tradesmen and half farmers, both 
businesses are generally ill managed. 

The sum appropriated for the Dispensary 
Fund has been £350. late Irish currency, or 
£323. \s. 6d. present currency, in addition to 
which the Court of Assistants • sanctioned an 
allowance of £25. per annum to each Surgeon 
for the keep of a horse, and also gave £21. 
incr«».e to •» additioual, to be paid to Surgeon Savage an- 

SftTtg*. nually, for his long and faithful services, and 

in order to make his salary equal to that of the 
surgeon stationed at Moneymore. Although 

the 
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the Court engaged to make this large contribu- 
tion only for ten years, they have, in fact, con- 
tinued it to the present time, being more than 
twenty years, and the Deputation are satisfied 
that if any considerable portion of it were with- 
drawn, these valuable Institutions will fall to 
the ground. This sum, indeed, now appro- 
priated to the Dispensaries is insufficient for its 
purpose ; but, on the other hand, that appro- 
priated to the Schools appears to be more than 
adequate for its objects. The Deputation, there- The deputation

henceforth the two should be consolidated into 
one Fund, and they think that this would be a 
convenient and proper time for the Court to 
revise the scheme under which these Institutions 
were established in the year 1818. 

The Deputation had the satisfaction of finding Moneymore 
the Infant School at Moneymore (which the ^ ^"^ 
Court are aware was established a few years 
since, almost entirely through the instrumen- 
tality and great personal exertions of the late 
Mrs. Rowley Miller, the exemplary and la- 
mented lady of the Company's Senior Agent), 
in a highly efficient state ; they had the pleasure 
of attending there more than once during the 
instruction of the children, of whom they found 
between seventy and eighty assembled, and 
they were exceedingly gratified by the method 

of 
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of instruction adopted by the Mistress of the 
School, and by the proficiency and demeanour 
of the children. The Deputation learnt, that 
when the attempt to introduce a School of this 
description was first made by Mrs. Miller, it 
was very much opposed by those for whose 
benefit it was designed, but Mrs. Miller's per- 
severance and good sense succeeded in the end 
in conquering the prejudices which had opposed 
its formation, and established it on the footing 
on which the Deputation found it. Institutions 
of this nature are of comparatively recent intro- 
duction even in England, and their establish- 
ment in Ireland is still more so ; but, in the 
opinion of the Deputation, they are of more real 
and essential service, and lay the foundation of 
practical good far wider in extent, than almost 
any other scholastic institutions. 

The Deputation need not dwell on what is 
now so well understood in England, and so 
much appreciated by the Court, whose atten- 
tion they are glad to have the opportunity of 
thus drawing to the commencement of a sys- 
tem which, if they mistake not, will be found 
to be the most firm and fertile root for the im- 
provement of the habits of the large class of 
lower orders in Ireland, and they are anxious 
that it should receive the Court's encourage- 
ment and co-operation.

daughter. Miss Miller) has defrayed the other 
£20. per annum. The Deputation, therefore, 
earnestly recommend to the Court to contribute 
£20. annually towards the support of this valu- 
able and interesting institution.

Mon^mora. ' callcd thc attcutiou of the Deputation to the state 

of Conyngham Street, which has hitherto been 
visited by but few of the improvements which 
have taken place in other parts of the town, and 
where a row of old mud cabins, now in a verv 
dilapidated and dangerous state, is still to be 
seen, the inmates of which are in constant dan- 
ger, when a storm visits them, of having their 
frail habitations in ruins; the Deputation have 
no hesitation in advising that they should all be 
pulled down with as little delay as may be ; but 
before this is done it will be absolutely neces- 
sary to provide their present occupants with

other residences, with which view the Deputa- 
tion recommend that a suflBcient number of cot- 
tages should be built on the south side of the 
further end of Smith Street ; the Deputation 
recommend their being built in pairs, and they 
think that four pairs would be sufficient for the 
present.

In refer- 
ence to this, the Deputation beg to notice that 
the premises adjoining the old Mansion-house, 
formerly Mr. Carson's, are now in the Com- 
pany's power, so that they have a very consi- 
derable site in that part of the town open to any 
improvement they may desire to make. They 
beg also to remark, that it appears to them, 
and they know that it appeared to the two last 
Deputations, and that it has appeared to many 
of those who have visited Moneymore, that the 
selection of the site on which the inn at Money- 
more is built was very unfortunate, being at 
the extreme end of the western side of High 
Street, so that the approach to it from the 
Dublin road is singularly inconvenient, consis- 
ting 
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ting of a sharp and sudden turn on the top of the 
hill. The difficulty of effecting any alteration 
for the better has probably prevented the 
recommendation of attempting it, but it ap- 
pears to the Deputation that, if a change in 
this respect should, be deemed worthy of 
being made, no opportunity more favourable 
than the present would be likely soon to pre- 
sent itself, as the present inn might, at a mode- 
rate expense, be converted into a banking- 
house, and a new inn built upon part of the 
site to which the Deputation have just adverted.

completely finished. The site on which they 
are erected appears to the Deputation to justify 
the pains which the Court took in its selection. 
The whole pile of buildings is extremely well 
executed, has a most striking and ornamental 
appearance, and is admirably calculated for 
the purposes to which it is destined. The 
corn-store is already in operation ; nearly the 
whole of it, excepting the basement, being let 
out to different persons, using it to stow away 
the grain which they bring there for sale. The 
building is quadrangular, having four conve- 
nient shops, with dwelling-houses over them, in 
the High Street, the arched entrance into the 
market being in the centre, and immediately 

opposite 
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opposite to the market-house erected in 1820. 
The shops and houses were partly occupied 
when the Deputation were there, and persons 
were in treaty for the remainder. 

The market-place is formed by porticoes , or Market piaw. 
sheds, on two sides, the side facing the en- 
trance being the corn-store, the ground-floor of 
which is also an open portico; in the centre is 
placed the office of the Superintendent of the 
Market, to which are attached the public scales 
and weighing bridge. The Deputation have 
the pleasure of laying before the Court the 
drawings by the Company's Surveyor, descrip- 
tive of the several buildings, which are plain 
and simple in their character, solid in their 
construction, and well adapted to their object ; 
and the Deputation trust that, at no very dis- 
tant period, these very important buildings 
will be found to yield an adequate return for 
their cost. 

The Court will remember that they some Agent. hoiae. 
time since ordered the house, formerly called 
Torrens' House, to be converted into a re- 
sidence for Mr. Rowley Miller, the Senior 
Agent: the Deputation found this effected, 
and that all suitable offices, as well for con- 
ducting the business of the agency, as for 
domestic purposes, had also been long since 
completed to his entire satisfaction, and had 

been 
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been occupied by him and his family since 
1835 ; and the whole external appearance of 
the house adds much to the respectability of 
the appearance of the town.

foraiarg<irho«M. byteriau Congregatiou of Moneymore, who is 

a tenant of one of the houses built by the 
Company in 1831, waited upon the Deputation 
to state that, from the increased and increasing 
size of his family, he found his present resi- 
dence too small for him, and he solicited that 
the Company would build him a larger house, 
for which he expressed his readiness to pay an 
adequate rent. The Deputation recommend 
that this should be done, and, anticipating its 
meeting with the concurrence of the Court, 
they selected, in communication with the 
Agents and the Surveyor, the vacant spot of 
ground to the north of his present residence in 
Hammond Street, where a house of this des- 
cription would be both conveniently situated 
and ornamental to the town. 
Drtpen' Amu Rcvertiug to tho subjcct of the inn at Money- 
more, the Deputation gladly bear their testimony, 
in addition to that which has been often before 
borne, to the attention, and cleanliness, and 
comfort which are sure to be met with from Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry and their family, by all who 
have occasion to visit it. Few things are more 

important 
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important to the prosperity of a town so situated 
than a comfortable and well-conducted inn, 
and the Deputation are much gratified in hear- 
ing universally that such has been the charac- 
ter of the Drapers' Arms from the day when it 
was first opened by Mr. Henry. 

The Court are aware that the terms under Tenni« under 
which Mr. Henry now holds the inn as tenant to hoidi uie'ino!'"^ 
the Company, are at a rent of £38. for the house 
and £48. 6^. for about 19 acres of land, includ- 
ing £2.ls.6d. for bog rent. Mr.Henry, in an in- 
terview which he had upon the subject with the 
Deputation, expressed a strong hope that the Appucation by 
Court would reduce his rent, founding his hope dactioroTa^r 
principally upon the circumstance of his pro- 
fits * being diminished by the great falling off 
in the linen trade (the buyers and sellers at 
which frequented his house, and used and 
continue to use his large room for the pur- 
pose of receiving a stated sum of twopence for 
every web brought there), and to the diminished 
posting through the town. There is no doubt that 
the profits which he used to derive under the first 
head have fallen off, as he describes ; but when 
his rent was fixed, it was put at a peculiarly low 
rate, even without adverting to the profits which 
he derived from the use made of his house for 
the linen trade, and the profits which he then 
made must have been very considerable ; and 

though 
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though these are now diminished, the diminu- 
tion does not appear to the Deputation to call 
for any reduction of rent, his premises, as com- 
pared with all others in the neighbourhood, 
being still set at a very moderate rent. The 
Deputation, nevertheless, are desirous to re- 
commend Mr. Henry's application to the fa- 
vourable consideration of the Court, but rather 
upon grounds personal to himself and Mrs. 
Henry, who are now growing old, and who for 
upwards of twenty-one years have so well con- 
ducted an establishment upon which in no incon- 
siderable degree the prosperity and good nameof 
the town depend ; and, should the Court be dis- 
posed to adopt the suggestion of changing the 
site of the inn, the mode of carrying into effect 
this recommendation, if the Court adopt it, may 
be most advantageously considered. 
snggMtions of Thc Dcputatiou, however, submit to the 
fntim letiing of Court, that m any future lettmg of the mn at 
moreuMiDnpm* MoDcymore, and in any letting of that at 

Drapers' Town, to which the Deputation will 
have occasion more particularly to advert, pro- 
vision should be made to prevent anything like 
a permanent letting of any of the rooms, the 
inconvenience of doing which may be very 
great, as it puts the control of the rooms out of 
the power of the landlord at a time when cir- 
cumstances may occur to make it most fit that 

he 
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he should have them. The Deputation felt 
practically the inconvenience of the contrary 
practice, and they learn that the same incon- 
venience was sustained by their predecessors, 
the Deputation of 1832, the Deputation upon 
the last occasion not having had the use of the 
two best rooms in the house (the drawing-room 
and the best bed-room), nor, indeed, having 
even been able to see them, as they were in the 
occupation of the Hon. Charles Clements, the As- 
sistant Poor Law Commissioner of that district, 
to whom they had been let by Mr. Henry for 
an indefinite time : that gentleman, however, 
only using Moneymore as his head-quarters, 
and not being permanently there, the rooms in 
question during his absence were locked up, 
for the security of his papers, and were, there- 
fore, incapable of being used by any one : and 
the Deputation learn that a precisely similar 
occurrence took place in the year 1832, when 
these same rooms were permanently let to the 
Rev. Mr. Lindsay, the curate, who occupied 
them as his residence. 

The Deputation submit also, that as it seems 
fitting that when the immediate representatives 
of the Company are on the spot, they should be 
entitled, as a mark of respect to those whom 
they represent, to have the control over so many 
of the principal apartments in the inns esta- 

F blished 
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blished by the Company as they may require 
during the short stay which they necessarily 
make, a clause should be inserted in all future 
leases providing that, whenever a Deputation 
from the Court, or the Clerk of the Company, 
shall visit the Company's estates, they shall be 
entitled, upon giving reasonable previous no- 
tice, to have the use of such rooms as they shall 
designate, for so long a time as they shall require, 
paying the accustomed charges for their use. 
Mr johM '^^^ Deputation had several interviews with 

M~«j«o»r " ^^- ^^^^^ Scott, of Moneymore, the alteration 

and improvement of whose house has been the 
subject of discussion with former Deputations 
and with the Court for several years past. The 
Court, adverting to the unsightliness and great 
inconvenience of the locality of the front of his 
house, which projects beyond the line of the 
Schools and the houses in Stonard Street, nar- 
rowing the road immediately opposite to the 
inn, at the spot where carriages are obliged to 
make a sharp turn to reach the inn-door, and 
where it is consequently most inconvenient, 
had agreed, some time ago, to grant him £200., 
upon condition of his taking down the front and 
setting it back, but nothing has hitherto been 
done towards effecting that object; and the 
Deputation having now gone over every part of 
his house and adjoining premises, and having 

conferred 
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• 

conferred much with him and with the Com- 
pany's Agents thereon, recommend to the Court, 
that on Mr. Scott's taking down and re-building 
his house and offices, setting the frontage back 
in a line with the Schools, or as nearly so as the 
Company's Surveyor shall approve, and making 
the new buildings to the Surveyor's satisfaction, 
the sum of £200., which the Court have already 
sanctioned, be paid to him ; and that a further 
sum of £400. be advanced to him, he paying 4 
per cent, for it during the term of the lease to 
be granted to him, his present ground rent, 
which is £8. per annum, being reduced to £4. 
per annum, making therefore a rent of £20. in 
the whole, granting him, on the buildings being 
completed, a term of forty years, subject to the 
usual conditions contained in the leases of 
houses granted in the town of M oneymore.

scriptai« The Rev. Mr. Enraght, the Senior Curate of 

Moneymore, laid before the Deputation an ap- 
plication from the Scripture Readers' Society, 
earnestly recommending it to the Company's 
encouragement, in which he was warmly joined 
by the Agents ; and it appears to the Deputa- 
tion that an. annual contribution of £10. to this 
Society would be most usefully bestowed. 

Mr. Paul Thc Dcputatiou also received an application, 

totuDTR^'tr. which they lay before the Court, from Mr. 

Paul McSwiggan, a Protestant Reader, which 
was strongly supported by the Rev. Dr. Bar- 
nett, and by the Company's Agents, and the 
Deputation are of opinion that £5. annually 
would be well bestowed upon him. 
MonaymoN s«. Thc Dcputatiou also received a memorial 
ri«i> Congregation, ffom thc Scccding Prcsbytcrian Congregation 

of Moneymore, now under the pastoral care of 
the Rev. Mr. Thompson, to which it will be in 
the recollection of the Court they contributed 
£250., through their late amiable minister, Mr. 
Mitchell, who is now dead. The building this 
Meeting-house cost, as it appears, £1,400. of 
which the sum of £130. is still due, and the 
congregation, who are unable themselves to pay 
it, have not succeeded in raising subscriptions 
for the purpose elsewhere. The Deputation 

learnt 
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learnt with pleasure that they bear an excellent 
character, and that few men are more indefati- 
gable in the discharge of their religious duties 
than their minister, with whom the Deputation 
had an interview, and they recommend that 
the sum of £60. be granted to the congregation 
towards liquidating their debt. 

The Deputation received a memorial from Appuctuon by

Miss Jane Hamilton, of Moneymore, the grand- '<>' •'>°»« "^*- 
daughter of a former Agent of the Estate, now 
left the last of a large family, with very small 
means of support (her total income being but . 
£9. Irish per annum), in advanced life and in 
bad health, praying for some assistance. The 
Deputation had previously noticed the building 
which she occupies, being a low thatched build- 
ing in Smith Street, forming a long line of front- 
age most desirable for immediate possession for 
building on, and had intimated to the Agents 
their opinion of the expediency of its being 
taken for that purpose ; and upon discussing 
the subject with the Company's Agents, the 
Deputation agreed to recommend to the Court, 
that upon Miss Hamilton *s giving up her present 
holding, she should be permitted to occupy Some 
cottage, to be hereafter fixed upon, at a nominal 
rent, and that, for the probably short remainder 
of her life, she be allowed an annuity of £10.

buildings and improvements there in a very 
satisfactory state.

appearance, as the town is entered from the 
direction of Derrynoid. One end of the row of 
houses in question consists of the Surgeon's 
house and Dispensary; the other end, that 
abutting at right angles, on the road from 
Moneymore, consists of the inn, which, like 
that at Moneymore, is designated by the sign 
inn»tDrap«i«> of thc Drapcrs' Arms.

hitherto principally held, to the upper and new 
part, where the Market-house and other build- 
ings are erected. On viewing the sight of the 
Market-place, and inquiring into the bounda- 
ries of the Company's property there, the De- 
putation learn that the Company's land there 
abuts upon lands in the proportion belonging 
to the Skinners' Company, and which is held 
under them in perpetuity, as it is understood, 
by an individual whose interest it would of 
course be to keep the Market as much upon 
his own property, or as near to it as he can. 
They found that two free cranes, or places for 
weighing com free from any charge, have been 
put up on the border of his estate with that 
view, which had made it requisite that the 
Company's Crane Master at the New Market- 
house should also weigh the corn free of any 
charge ; but it appears to the Deputation, from 
the inquiries and observations which they made, 
that this equal exoneration from the expense of 
weighing will not alone su6Sce to accomplish 
the object in view, but that it would greatly stimtandthed* 
conduce to it if a store were built in the rear 
of the Market-house, and some sheds on a 
small and cheap scale erected, the former for 
the purpose of placing there th6 sacks of oats 
before they are sold, and the latter to store 

them 
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them in when sold. It is the opinion of the 
Company's Agents, that if this suggestion were 
carried into effect, it would accomplish the 
object of bringing the principal business of the 
town into the upper part of it, and greatly pro- 
mote the general prosperity of the place.

uI.toB«ii;!L"i^ plished, the Deputation take the liberty of 
^'*'^' strongly advising that the rent to be set upon 

the inn should be little more than nominal : 
like the inn at Moneymore when first estab- 
lished, it must be considered as in some degree 
an experiment, but its success is obviously 
most important to the success and welfare of 
this rising town ; and the Deputation, therefore, 
strongly recommend that every reasonable en- 
couragement should be afforded to Mr. Duff: 
with this view they recommend, in accordance 
with the suggestions which they received from 
the Agents, that he should be accommodated 
with about eight acres of land in addition to his 
present holding. The Company have not any 
land there convenient for the purpose now in 
hand, but they ascertained that they could 
easily obtain possession of so much from the 
tenants who occupy it on paying about £7. per 
acre, for which he should be charged an 
adequate rent, in addition to the rent now 

paid ; 
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paid ; this addition, it is suggested, should be 8s. 
per acre, which the Agents think he could well 
afford, and which would yield a fair return of 
interest for the money advanced. 

As a further means of accomplishing the Reeommenda- 

tion of dcpatation 

object in view, and as, indeed a necessary step ^'Viau*^'r?r 
towards increasing the prosperity of the town, p*""^®'"- 
and providing the means of residence there 
for many persons of the lower classes who are 
in need of residences, the Deputation recom- 
mend that some cottages be built on the vacant 
ground near the inn, as shown in Mr. Booth's 
plan now before the Court. The Deputation 
received a very earnest memorial to this effect 
' from the persons who have already expended 
considerable sums in building at Drapers' Town, 
and they had the advantage of conferring upon 
it with the Honourable Mr. Justice Torrens 
(whose residence at Derynoid is about two miles 
from Drapers' Town) and with Mr. Conyng- 
ham, of Spring Hill, both of whom were so 
obliging as to meet the deputation on the 
spot, and to spend some hours with them 
there, and who very earnestly recommended 
this measure as most essential for the pros- 
perity of the town : the former expressed his 
conviction that tenants anxious and able to 
pay an adequate rent for them would be found ' 

G more 
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more speedily than any number of cottages 
which the Company were likely to build 
could be completed. Should this suggestion 
be carried into effect, the Deputation recom- 
mend that the cottages should be of the same 
class as those built by the Company in Ham- 
mood Street, to which the Deputation have 
already alluded. 
AppiiottioB by The Deputation received a memorial from 
n«iy, for tid to- Mr. Abraham Kennedy, of Moneyguiggy, in 
SullSih^by ^^^ neighbourhood of Drapers' Town, who has 
^?«Mon^" lately purchased of Mr. John Dixon the farm 

and flax-mill recently held by the latter, at the 
price of £450., and has laid out a further con- 
siderable sum of money, making his whole 
advance £630., and soliciting some aid towards 
finishing the repairs of the offices and flax- 
mill on which he contemplated expending a 
further considerable sum. The Deputation 
had the advantage of a conference on this 
subject with Mr. Justice Torrens before they 
had an interview with Mr. Kennedy, and 
received from the Judge the highest testimo- 
nials to Mr. Kennedy's able and spirited mode 
of proceeding, and to the great benefit which 
would result from the residence of such a man 
upon the estate, from the example which he 
would set, no less than from the great improve- 
ment

at the time received compensation : and upon 
full discussion of the subject with the Agents, 
the Deputation authorized the allowance of 
£20. to each of them, as the consideration for 
the possession given to the Company of the 
premises in question.

about to move, stating that, in the year 1829, 

the 
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the Goveraors of the Dispensary purchased, 
with the Court's sanction, the house in which 
he has ever since resided, and which is termed 
Drapers' Lodge, together with the farm adjoin- 
ing, as a permanent residence for the Surgeon 
of the Ballinoscreen Dispensary ; and that under 
the impression that it would be so, he made 
many substantial and permanent improvements 
about the house, and having found the farm a 
wild and uncultivated waste, he drained, fenced, 
and cultivated it, at an expense which he has 
been ill repaid. That, with the hope of bettering 
the condition of the land, he purchased a few 
acres adjoining, and also for the purpose of 
ornament and improvement, gave up for plant- 
ing upwards of four acres of land, without any 
reduction being made from the rent paid by the 
tenant whom he succeeded. 

Mr. Savage has now expressed to the Depu- 
tation his anxious hope to be permitted to 
obtain a lease of Drapers' Lodge and of the 
farm in question, sufficient to qualify him to 
become a voter, and to enable him to look for- 
ward to that spot as a place of retirement 
when his active services, which have now lasted 
twenty-one years, shall be over ; and he sug-

gested his willingness to pay either a sum of 
money by way of fine, or an increased rent, 
equivalent to the interest of such fine. The

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Deputation conferred with the Agents on the 
subject, and afterwards with Mr. Savage, and 
they recommend his application to the favour- 
able consideration of the Court. The Agents 
were of opinion that the term might properly 
be twenty years, and the rent £28., being an 
addition of £8. to his present rent. Mr. Savage 
seemed to think the rent too much and the 
term too short, and hoped that his lease might 
be for thirty-one years at a rent of £25., the 
terms of his lease being in other respects the 
same as those of the houses in Moneymore; 
and the Deputation, considering Mr. Savage's 
long and zealous services, and the good name 
which he enjoys, recommend his application to 
the favourable consideration of the Court.

their sense of obligation to the Company for the 
ample provision made for the wants of the lower 
class of the tenantry by the fund appropriated 
by the Company to Schools and Dispensaries, 
and their conviction of the wisdom of the policy 
of endeavouring to introduce on their estates 
the enlargement of farms, limiting the right of 
succession on farms to one only of the family, 
although, as they allege, this latter regulation 

will 
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will bear heavily upon them, as they are unable 
with their limited means to educate their sons 
for situations in life in which they may hope 
to gain a decent independence, while their 
own mountainous residence and the establish- 
ment of the Company's Free-schools there, pre- 
vent the settlement of teachers among them 
who could give their boys the sort of educa- 
tion which they require ; and they, therefore, 
earnestly ask for assistance towards establish- 
ing a Classical, Mathematical, and Commercial 
School, for that purpose. 

This memorial is very strongly recommended 
by Mr. Justice Torrens, who states, at the foot 
of the memorial, that in the event of such 
a School being established, he shall willingly, 
so long as he is spared, give his superintendence 
and assistance to it: it is strongly recom- 
mended also by the Rev. Wm. Knox, the Rec- 
tor ; the Rev. Alexander Carsen, and the Rev. 
Wm. Brown, Ministers, and also by the Com- 
pany's Agents ; and the Deputation, concurring 
entirely with those gentlemen, earnestly recom- 
mend it to the Court's favourable consideration.

preparing with great spirit to carry their inten- 
tions into effect. The Deputation spent some 
time upon the spot, and minutely examined 
every part of the buildings and machinery so 
far as the latter is complete, and conversed 
much, as well there as afterwards at Moneymore, 
with Messrs. Glasgow and Wood in reference 
to their plans, and the nature and extent of the 
assistance and countenance which they intima- 
ted they should hope to receive from the Court. 
The application which they make is, that the 
Company should repair and heighten the weir 
to the extent of two feet or thereabouts ; and 
should do such repairs as may be necessary on 
the dwelling-house, offices, yards, walls, and 
gate, and erect such a further building for the 
use of their business, under the superintendence 
of the Company's Agents (and which they say 
is absolutely necessary in addition to the mill)

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'any part of the money which they would need 
for the more immediate purposes of their busi- 
ness; they pointed out also to the Deputation , 
as a matter in which the interests of the Company 
were much concerned, thai previous to their 
becoming, possessed, as well of the lease of 
Cloughog as of the mills on the opposite side of 
the stream (both of which they now hold, and 
the latter in perpetuity), the right to any portion 
of the water being brought to Cloughog was a 
matter of dispute, and, as the Court are already 
aware, very nearly one of litigation. Since, 
however, they have purchased the land on the 
other side, they have put an end to all dispute 
by using the waters only on the Cloughog side, 
the right to which they intimate will be thereby 
effectually secured to the Company for ever 
after, while, as they allege, their own pro- 
perty will be proportionally injured ; they re- 
present also, that the increased employment 
which the establishment of the Factory will 
afford, will largely benefit a considerable 
portion of the Company's tenantry, and that 
the example will probably induce other ca- 
pitalists to occupy other waterfalls on the 
Estate.

The Deputation had a long interview 
with Mr. Millar on the subject, and recommend 
to the Court to contribute £10. towards the 
object in question.

building the house. This proposition was ulti- 
mately accepted. The trees were first valued 

under 
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under the Court's orders, and the amount of 
the valuation was £460. 16^. Mr. Mears stated 
to the Deputation, that the house would^ in fact, 
cost him £450., instead of £300., the amount 
agreed to be allowed by the Court ; and he is 
also very desirous to build substantial farm 
offices to correspond with the house, which 
will be a very great improvement to the pro- 
perty, as well, in fact, as in appearance ; and 
he expresses his willingness to do this, if the 
Court will allow him £130., being less than the 
difference between the valuation of his trees, and 
the £300. for which he agreed to sell them. The 
Deputation are clearly of opinion, that it will 
be most just, as well as highly to the Com- 
pany's interest, to accede to this suggestion, 
and they strongly recommend it to the Court. 
It appeared, in the course of the discussion 
upon the proposal made by Mr. Mears, that he 
has continued to pay rent for the six acres of 
land on which the trees in question are stand- 
ing, since they became the Company's pro- 
perty. The Deputation apprehend that he is 
clearly entitled to be relieved from this rent 
from the time when the trees ceased to belong 
to him, on his surrendering to the Company 
the land on which they are standing.

Rev. Spenser Knox (the Rector of Maghera), 
that the ladies of Maghera had it in contem- 
plation to establish a shop for the purpose of 
selling clothes and blankets to the poor of the 
neighbourhood. It is justly remarked by Mrs. 
Knox, that those who are acquainted with the 
improvidence of the lower orders of Irish know 
that they seldom lay by money, so that they 
are either obliged to buy on credit, generally 
paying a high interest, or to go without decent 
or necessary clothing ; that the object of the 
Institution in question is to obviate this evil. 
It is not intended to deliver the goods until 
paid for, which it is proposed shall be done by 
small weekly instalments, a system which the 
ladies of Maghera justly think calculated to 
form in the purchasers regular habits of pay- 
ment, and to enable those who could not afford 
to pay the entire sum at once not only to clothe 
themselves, but to do so at a much cheaper 
rate than they could do by purchasing in shops. 
To effect this object, and to obtain the articles 
upon the lowest terms, it is obviously necessary 
to have some capital for a contribution, towards 
which Mrs. Knox expressed her hope that the 
Company would contribute ; and the Deputa- 
tion ventured to lead her to expect that the

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Court would contribute £10. towards this laud- 
able object, and which the Deputation accord- 
ingly recommend. 

Applications were made to the Deputation Loaat to t«- 
by several of the tenants for grants of sums of »«n<i«d for to-

money to effect some substantial and durable ^^^^'^ 
improvements to their buildings, and for which 
they express their readiness to pay a fair rate 
per cent, during the remainder of their respec- 
tive terms, when the improvements so effected 
will of course become the Company's. It ap- 
pears to the Deputation, that in a country where 
the want of capital is one of the great impedi- 
ments to improvement, much good might be 
effected by a cautious and discreet adoption of 
this principle, and the Deputation having care- 
fully investigated the circumstances of the fol- 
lowing applications, strongly recommend to 
the Court to advance the respective parties the 
undermentioned sums, at the rate of 4 per 
cent.

Th« comiMuiji The Deputation did not fail to give their very 
particular attention to the several plantations 
on the Company's Estate, all of which they 
visited, and very minutely and carefully exa- 
mined, and they cannot forbear expressing both 
their surprise and unmixed satisfaction at the 
admirable state in which they found them. 

There 
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There are no less than 340 acres planted, of 
which by far the larger part now form woods of 
great beauty and great value. They are pecu- 
liarly ornamental to a country where timber is 
so scarce, and are the delight and admiration of 
the neighbouring gentry, whose families enjoy 
the rides and walks through them, which have 
been made with equal skill and good taste. 
The Deputation append to the Report a State- 
ment, shewing in detail the quantity of land in 
each plantation, and in each division of the 
Estate, and the periods at which they were 
respectively planted. The different pieces of 
planting consist* almost invariably of a mixture 
of trees of hard and soft wood, the soft woods, 
or fast growers, being nurses to the hard woods, 
which latter consist of oak, elm, beech, ash, and 
Spanish chestnut; the former of Scotch spruce 
and Balm of Gilead firs, larch, alder, willow, 
birch, and poplar. Latterly the black poplar, 
which is of singularly rapid growth, has been 
planted in considerable quantities : it is doing 
remarkably well, and from the large size of its 
leaf, and its generally elegant appearance, 
adds much to the beauty of the plantations. 

In adverting to the expence of these plan- Expend of pian- 
tations, the Deputation were informed that the 
expence of all the roads through them (and 
which were absolutely necessary, in order to get 

the 



tatioas. 
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the trees out), and of all the trees with which, 
for the last twenty years, the tenants have been 
supplied gratuitously is included, as is likewise 
all the jobbing work done about the town, 
previous to 1830; no tree has been planted 
until the ground has been well prepared by 
double trenching, the great labour and diffi- 
culty of which on the steep banks and hills in 
the glens, some of them very stony, and some 
of them boggy, the Deputation had ample 
opportunity of observing and appreciating, and 
which appears to them sufficiently to account 
for a very large expenditure having been in- 
curred, an expenditure which, while it afforded 
employment to the poorer tenantry, which was 
and still is so much required, has beautified and 
sheltered the country in an extraordinary degree, 
and will in the opinion of the best judges at 
some future day amply repay all the outlay. 
Scotch Agrieui. Thc Dcputatiou made inquiry as to the ad- 
J^taSd?"" "^ vantages likely to result from the residence 

among the tenantry of the two Scotch Agricul- 
turists, recently introduced there under the 
Courtis authority, to set the example of a more 
improved system of agricultural operations, and 
they had a good deal of personal communication 
with Mr. James Anderson, the senior of them, 
whom they found a very intelligent man, and 
very desirous to promote the object for which 

he 
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he bad been sent there ; they visited h^ resi- 
dence (the tiipl)er and wood work of which 
came wholly from the Company's plantations) 
and also his garden^ both of which were models 
of neatness, and admirably calculated to incite 
the peasantry to follow such an example. 

The Deputation noticed in some of the more Drtinag«i«oam- 
remote parts of the estate, and particularly on ''*° 
their road to Dungiven, as they were quitting 
the Company's proportion, large tracts of land 
in the mountains, in a state so wet and boggy 
as to appear, in their present state, altogether 
valueless, and they would suggest to the Court 
the expediency of directing their attention to 
the practicability of draining these lands, so as 
to render them capable of carrying Cheviot 
sheep, and, in some parts, fit for planting. 
With this view, they recommend that the Agents 
be directed to ascertain at what rate per acre 
these mountain bogs could be drained, by means 
of open drains, with the turf laid at the bottom, 
in order that the Court may then judge of the 
expediency of making the experiment upon a 
moderate scale. 

The Deputation made such inquiries as op- coij. 
portunity afforded, as to the probability of any 
farther search for coal being successful, and 
although they learnt nothing which would 
justify them in advising the Court to incur 
any expense at present, in making experiments 

K in 
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in search of coal, they think that the scientific 
researches now in progress in that part of 
Ireland, by the direction of Grovemment, and 
conducted by Capt. Portlock, of the Royal 
Engineers (to whose courtesy and kindness, 
as well at Moneymore as at Belfast, the Depu- 
tation were indebted for some most agreeable 
hours and much valuable information and assist- 
ance), may, in a short time, throw much light 
upon the geology of that district, and better 
enable the Court to judge of the spots where 
and the mode in which it may be best to 
repeat the experiment. 

The Deputation have no hesitation in advising 
wi. ' the Court to make that experiment as soon as 

they can do so with any reasonable probability 
of success, which would be of infinite impor- 
tance both to the tenantry and the Company ; 
while even an unsuccessful attempt would 
encourage and cheer the tenantry, from the 
conviction of the earnest desire of their landlords 
to spare no expense towards attaining so desir- 
able an end. 

lixM. Similar observations will apply to lime, of 

which there is not a sufficient supply for the 
tenantry, who are also too widely scattered to 
be able, without great loss of time, to avail 
themselves sufficiently of the existing quarries.

The Deputation do not burthen this Report 
with a detail of the many other memorials which 
were presented to them, but they lay them all 
herewith before the Court, with their opinion 
and recommendation upon each of those which 
appear to require the consideration or order of 
the Court ; they also lay before the Court those 
which relate to comparatively trifling matters, 
and principally requesting assistance, and in 
which they availed themselves of the Court's per- 
mission ta afford it ; the remainder, which they 
also place before the Court, they have been un- 
able, after conference and consideration with the 
Company's Agents, to recommend to the Court. 

The Deputation received several very agree- 
able invitations to visit the families of distinction 
in the neighbourhood, of some of which they 
were able to avail themselves, and they had the 
honour ofdining at Sir Thomas Staples*s at Lis- 
san, at Lieut.-Colonel Stewart^s at Killymoon, 
and at JudgeTorrens's at Derrynoid. They were 
sorry that, from the arrangements which they 
had made for their departure, they were unable
